Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Board. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  include  the  super- 
vision, visitation,  and  inspection  of  all  public  and  private 
institutions  for  the  insane,  the  State  Almshouse,  the  State 
Farm,  the  State  Schools,  the  city  and  town  almshouses 
containing  insane  inmates,  and  all  places  where  State  pau- 
pers are  supported  ;  the  care  and  custody  of  insane  patients 
boarded  in  families ;  the  supervision  of  juvenile  offenders, 
including  attendance  at  court  in  the  interest  of  such  offenders  ,• 
the  care  and  maintenance  of  indigent  and  neglected  children 
boarded  in  families,  and  the  visitation  of  all  minor  wards  of 
the  State  in  families  ;  the  licensing  of  boarding-houses  for 
infants,  and  the  prosecution  of  cases  of  violation  of  the 
infant-boarding  law  ;  the  removal  of  non-settled  paupers  to 
other  states  and  countries  ;  the  administration  of  the  laws 
concerning  the  support  of  State  paupers  by  cities  and  towns  ; 
the  prosecution  of  cases  of  bastardy  among  non-settled  per- 
sons ;  the  tabulation  of  returns  from  Overseers  of  the  Poor 
of  paupers  supported  by  towns  ;  and  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  alien  immigrants  falling  into  distress  within  a 
period  of  one  year  from  the  time  of  their  landing.  Each  of 
the  State  institutions  for  the  insane,  as  well  as  the  Hospital 
for  Dipsomaniacs  and  Inebriates,  is  under  the  immediate 
control  of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  appointed  by  the  Governor 
and  Council.     There  are  also  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
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State  Almshouse  and  the  State  Farm,  and  a  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  State  Schools,  each  similarly  appointed.  The 
State  Board,  however,  has  sole  power  of  discharge  from  the 
State  Farm,  and  shares  with  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Alms- 
house, and  the  Trustees  of  the  several  State  Hospitals  for 
the  Insane,  the  power  of  discharge  therefrom. 

The  powers  and  duties  thus  summarized  may  be  histori- 
cally stated  as  follows  :  — 

The  Legislature  of  1856  created  a  Board  of  Commissioners 
to  execute  all  the  laws  in  relation  to  alien  passengers  and 
State  paupers.  The  supervisory  power  of  this  Board  was 
limited  to  State  Almshouse  visitations,  but  its  administrative 
powers  extended  to  the  execution  of  all  the  laws  relating  to 
alien  immigrants,  the  prescription  of  forms  for  statistical 
returns  from  the  State  Almshouse,  and  the  form  of  certifi- 
cate permitting  the  introduction  of  inmates  thereto ;  the 
binding  out  of  apprentices  from  the  State  Hospital ;  the 
control  of  State  pauper  inmates  of  the  State  Lunatic  Hos- 
pitals and  their  property  ;  and  the  transfer  of  pauper  inmates 
from  one  State  charitable  institution  or  lunatic  hospital  to 
another,  and  their  transportation  to  their  homes  in  other 
states  and  other  countries, — the  last-named  duty  including 
a  rigid  inspection  of  all  passengers  arriving  from  foreign 
ports,  and  the  exclusion  of  all  such  as  were  liable  to  become 
a  public  charge. 

Prior  to  1863  there  was  no  central  department  charged  with 
the  supervision  and  control  of  the  charitable  and  correctional 
institutions  of  the  State,  each  of  the  institutions  then  in 
existence  being  governed  by  separate  boards  of  trustees  or 
inspectors.  The  Legislature  of  that  year  abolished  the  Board 
of  Alien  Commissioners  and  established  the  Board  of  State 
Charities.  To  this  Board  was  entrusted  all  the  administrative 
authority  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Alien  Commissioners, 
and  it  was  also  made  its  duty  to  "  investigate  and  supervise 
the  whole  system  of  the  public  charitable  and  correctional 
institutions  of  the  Commonwealth " ;  but  its  supervisory 
power  was  subsequently  limited  by  the  transfer,  in  1875,  of 
the  oversight  of  the  institutions  for  the  instruction  of  the 
deaf,  dumb  and  blind  to  the  Board  of  Education,  and  by  the 
farther  transfer,  in  1879,  of  the  oversight  of  the  correctional 
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institutions  of  the  State  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Prisons.  On  the  other  hand  the  executive  authority  of  the 
new  Board  was  considerably  increased  by  the  Acts  of  1865, 
1866,  1870,  and  1877,  charging  the  Board  with  the  execu- 
tion of  the  laws  relating  to  the  unsettled  poor  in  the  several 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  and  to  the  children 
of  the  State. 

The  authority  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  State  Charities 
by  the  Legislation  of  1869  and  1870  with  reference  to  the 
Minor  Wards  of  the  State  may  be  briefly  stated  as  follows  :  — 

Whenever  a  complaint  was  made  against'  a  boy  or  girl 
under  the  age  of  17  years,  the  Court  or  Magistrate  in  the 
case  was  obliged  to  give  notice  in  writing,  so  that  an  agent 
of  the  Board  might  have  opportunity  to  investigate  the  case, 
attend  the  trial  and  protect  the  interest  of,  or  otherwise 
provide  for,  the  child.  On  the  agent's  request,  the  Court  or 
Magistrate  might  authorize  the  Board  to  take  and  indenture 
or  place  in  charge  of  any  person,  or  in  the  State  Primary 
School,  such  child,  till  he  or  she  attained  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  or  for  any  less  time.  No  child  could  thereafter 
be  indentured,  adopted  or  taken  in  charge  of  any  person 
from  a  State  institution,  until  notice  thereof  had  been  given 
the  Board's  agent,  and  his  report  in  writing,  made  after 
investigation  into  the  propriety  thereof,  had  been  filed  with 
such  institution  ;  and  all  the  applications  for  the  release  or 
discharge  of  any  children  so  indentured  or  placed  in  charge 
of  persons  were  to  be  given  to  such  agent  for  his  report  in 
like  manner.  As  often  as  once  a  year  all  children  so  main- 
tained, indentured  or  placed,  were  to  be  visited,  and  such 
other  investigation  made  in  relation  thereto  as  the  Board  of 
State  Charities  might  prescribe. 

The  Legislature  of  1879  abolished  the  Board  of  State 
Charities  and  established  the  State  Board  of  Health,  Lunacy 
and  Charity,  thus  conferring  upon  the  new  Board,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  powers  of  its  predecessor,  all  the  power  and 
authority  previously  possessed  by  the  Board  of  Health  and 
Vital  Statistics,  which  was  organized  in  1869.  In  1886, 
however,  the  State  Board  of  Health  was  re-established  and 
it  was  provided  that  "  the  Board  heretofore  known  as  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  Lunacy  and  Charity,  shall  be  here- 
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after  called  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy  find  Charity."  Ex- 
cepting therefore,  that  the  present  Board  no  longer  exercises 
the  functions  of  a  Board  of  Health,  and  excepting  also  that, 
in  1894,  its  executive  authority  was  somewhat  curtailed  by 
the  transfer  of  the  State  supervision  of  immigration  to 
L^nited  States  officials,  its  powers  and  duties  remain  essen- 
tially the  same  that  they  were  at  the  time  of  its  establish- 
ment in  1879,  and  as  direct  successor  of  the  Board  of  State 
Charities,  the  greater  part  of  its  authority  is  of  much  earlier 
date. 

The  law  of  1879  provided  that  the  State  Board  of  [Health] 
Lunacy  and  Charity  shall  consist  of  nine  persons,  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  retiring  each  year,  excepting  every  fifth 
year,  when  one  shall  retire,  — all  vacancies  occurring  from 
time  to  time  to  be  filled  by  the  Governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Council.  The  appointment  of  a  woman 
as  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board  in  1880  was  the  first 
instance  of  the  appointment  of  a  woman  to  any  State  Board 
in  Massachusetts,  although  before  that  time  women  had  been 
appointed  trustees  of  State  institutions  ;  and  since  1886  two 
of  the  members  of  the  Board  have  been  women. 

The  Board  is  given  general  supervision  over  the  State 
Lunatic  Hospitals,  the  State  Almshouse,  the  State  Farm, 
and  the  State  Reform  Schools  ;  and  when  directed  by  the 
Governor  may  assume  and  exercise  the  powers  of  the  Boards 
of  Trustees  of  said  institutions,  and  it  may  "assign  any 
of  its  powers  and  duties  to  agents  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  execute  any  of  its  functions  by  said  agents,  or 
by  committees  appointed  from  and  by  said  Board."  The 
Board  is  authorized,  with  the  consent  of  the  Governor,  to 
appoint  such  officers  as  may  be  necessary,  and  fix  their 
compensation.  It  is  required  to  make  its  own  by-laws, 
and  make  an  Annual  Report  of  its  doings  to  the  Governor 
and  Council,  embodying  in  the  Report  a  statement  of  the 
receipts  and  expenses  of  the  Board  and  of  the  several 
above-named  State  institutions,  and  also  a  statement  of 
annual  estimates,  and  **  a  concise  review  of  the  work  of  the 
several  institutions  for  the  year  preceding,  with  such  sug- 
gestions and  recommendations  as  to  them,  and  the  charitable 
and  reformatory  interests  of  the  State,  as  may  be  deemed 
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expedient."  There  is  also  to  be  included  in  the  Annual 
Report  information  obtained  from  the  annual  returns  required 
to  be  made  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  several  cities 
and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  of  the  numbers  and  cost 
of  persons  supported  and  relieved  at  the  expense  of  such 
cities  and  towns. 

The  Board  is  required,  at  least  once  a  year,  to  "  visit  all 
places  where  state  paupers  are  supported,  and  ascertain  from 
actual  examination  and  inquiry  whether  the  laws  in  respect 
to  such  paupers  are  properly  observed  " ;  to  visit  the  State 
Almshouse  and  the  Lyman  School  for  Boys  at  least  once 
a  month,  and  '*for  this  purpose  it  shall,  by  some  woman, 
or  women,  deputed  by  it,  have  access  at  all  hours  of  the 
day  or  night  to  the  portions  of  said  institutions  occupied 
by  the  women  or  children  there  maintained  at  the  public 
expense";  it  must  visit  and  inspect  every  private  asylum 
or  receptacle  for  the  insane  at  least  once  in  every  six 
months  ;  and  also  ''  as  often  as  once  a  year  visit  all  children 
maintained  wholly  or  in  part  by  the  State,  all  who  have 
been  indentured  or  placed  in  charge  of  any  person  by  any 
state  institution,  board  or  officer  of  the  Commonwealth, 
or  under  any  provision  hereof,  and  all  minor  children  sup- 
ported at  the  expense  of  any  city  or  town ;  and  shall 
inquire  into  the  condition  of  such  children,  and  make  such 
other  investigations  in  relation  thereto  as  it  may  think  fit ; 
and  for  this  purpose  it  may  have  private  interviews  with 
such  children  at  any  time."  It  prescribes  the  form  of  certifi- 
cates required  of  overseers  of  the  poor  of  cities  and  towns, 
when  paupers  are  sent  therefrom  to  the  State  Almshouse. 
The  Board  has  the  same  powers  in  relation  to  State  paupers 
who  are  inmates  of  either  of  the  State  Lunatic  Hospitals,  or  of 
the  State  Almshouse,  and  their  property,  as  are  by  law  vested 
in  overseers  of  the  poor,  in  reference  to  paupers  su[)ported  or 
relieved  by  towns.  It  may  transfer  pauper  inmates  from  one 
State  charitable  institution  or  lunatic  hospital  to  another,  or 
send  them  to  any  State  or  place  where  they  belong ;  on  the 
application  of  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Reform  Schools  may 
transfer  inmates  of  said  Schools  to  the  State  Farm,  and  return 
them  again  to  the  Schools  ;  in  certain  emergencies  may  tran^s- 
fer  inmates  of  the  State  Almshouse  to  the  State  Farm  ;  on  the 
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certificate  of  two  physicians  may,  transfer  and  commit  to  the 
State  Lunatic  Hospitals  and  Asylums,  inmates  of  the  State 
Almshouse,  the  State  Farm  and  the  Massachusetts  Hospital 
for  Dipsomaniacs  and  Inebriates  ;  and  under  certain  con- 
ditions may  transfer  inmates  of  private  asylums  to  other 
private  asylums,  and  to  State  Lunatic  Hospitals  ;  it  may  also 
transfer  any  pauper  lunatic  from  a  State  charitable  institu- 
tion or  Lunatic  Hospital  to  the  Lunatic  Ward  of  the  State 
Almshouse.  When  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  cities  and 
towns  fail  to  comply  with  the  law  forbidding  the  retention 
in  almshouses  of  pauper  children  over  a  certain  age,  the 
authority  vested  in  said  overseers  may  be  exercised  by  the 
State  Board  to  the  exclusion  of  the  overseers. 

In  the  cases  of  sick  State  poor  supported  by  cities  and 
towns  and  State  poor  temporarily  relieved,  as  well  as  in 
cases  of  burial,  the  State  Board  has  large  administrative 
authority,  including  the  visitation  of  the  several  cities  and 
towns  of  the  Commonwealth  by  its  agents,  investigation 
and  decision  of  settlements,  and  the  auditing  of  bills  of 
local  authorities  against  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Statutes  provide  that  the  Board  shall  act  as  Coumiis- 
sioners  of  Lunacy,  *'  with  power  to  investigate  the  question 
of  the  insanity  and  condition  of  any  person  committed  to 
any  lunatic  hospital  or  asylum,  public  or  private,  or  re- 
strained of  his  liberty  by  reason  of  alleged  insanity  at  any 
place  within  this  Commonwealth,  and  shall  discharge  any 
person  so  committed  or  restrained,  if,  in  its  opinion,  such 
person  is  not  insane,  or  can  be  cared  for  after  such  dis- 
charge, without  danger  to  others  and  with  benefit  to  him- 
self." It  also  has  the  legal  custody  of  all  persons  removed 
from  the  State  Hospitals  for  the  insane  to  be  boarded  in 
families  under  the  authority  of  the  Board,  and  the  power  of 
return  of  such  persons  to  the  hospitals,  and  unlimited  power 
of  transfer  of  State  patients  from  one  lunatic  hospital  to 
another. 

As  regards  the  State  children,  it  may  be  generally  stated 
here,  that  in  addition  to  the  power  of  visitation,  the  Board 
of  Lunacy  and  Charity  has  practically  the  same  authority 
to-day,  regarding  the  care,  maintenance  and  education  of 
the  indigent  and  neglected  children  of  the  State,  and  the 
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maintenance,  education  and  reformation  of  juvenile  offenders 
placed  or  boarded  in  families,  that  the  State  Board  of  Char- 
ities possessed  in  1870.  A  more  detailed  statement  of  the 
methods  of  this  work  and  the  laws  under  which  it  is  per- 
formed, will  be  found  in  later  pages  of  this  Report. 

Thus  it  is  evident  that  from  the  beo^inninoj  the  Board  has 
been  far  more  executive  than  supervisory  ;  that  the  larger 
portion  of  its  time  is  given  to  executive  duties  ;  that  promi- 
nent among  these  duties,  and  engaging  the  constant  attention 
of  at  least  half  of  its  agents,  is  the  care  of  the  State  Minor 
Wards,  that  is,  of  the  poor  and  the  neglected  children,  and 
the  young  offenders  against  the  laws,  who  are  committed  by 
the  Courts  or  otherwise  come  under  the  Board's  custody  ;  and 
that  for  more  than  twenty-five  years  this  has  been  an  essential 
part  of  the  work  of  the  Board,  and  of  its  immediate  pred- 
ecessor, the  Board  of  State  Charities. 

Members.  —  Committees.  —  Chief  Agents. 

The  nine  members  of  the  Board  are  appointed  by  the 
Governor  and  Council  for  terms  of  five  years  each,  or  until 
their  successors  are  chosen.  They  serve  without  compen- 
sation, but  their  travelling  expenses  are  paid  by  the  State. 

Dr.  Richard  M.  Hodges  resigned  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  January  1,  1895,  and  Dr.  John  L.  Hildreth  was 
appointed  February  14,  1895,  for  the  unexpired  term,  and 
was  re-appointed  June  5,  1895.  Mrs.  Richardson,  whose 
terrfi  of  oflSce  expired  in  June,  1895,  was  immediately  re- 
appointed.    The  membership  is  now  as  follows  :  —

The  By-Laws  of  the  Board  provide  that  regular  meetings 
shall   be  held   on   the  first  Saturday  of  each  month,  in  the 
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rooms  of  the  Board  at  the  State  House,  at  eleven  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon,  or  at  such  other  place  and  hour  as  the  Board 
may  from  time  to  time  direct.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  b}'  the  Chairman  or  Vice-Chairman.  They  farther 
provide  for  the  annual  election,  in  June,  of  a  Chairman,  a 
Vice-Chairman,  a  Clerk,  a  Superintendent  of  In-Door-Poor, 
a  Superintendent  of  Out-Door-Poor,  and  an  Inspector  of 
Institutions.

The  Executive  Committee  consists  of  the  Chairman,  the 
Vice-Chairman,  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  several  Standing 
Committees. 

The  chief  agents  of  the  Board  are  the  Heads  of  the  several 
Departments. 

Stephen  C.  Wrightington  is  Superintendent  of  the  De- 
partment of  In-Door-Poor.  His  Deputies  are  Joshua  F. 
Lewis,  M.D.,  in  charge  of  the  Central  Division,  and  Bertha 
W.  Jacobs,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Visitation. 

Henry  Stone  is  Superintendent  of  the  Department  of  Out- 
Door-Poor.     His  Deputy  is  George  B.  Tufts. 

Charles  E.  Woodbury,  M.D.,  is  Inspector  of  Institutions. 
His  Deputy  is  Henry  C.  Prentiss,  M.D. 

John  D.  Wells  is  Clerk  and  Auditor  of  the  Board,  and 
its  disbursing  officer. 

Organization  of  the  Departments. 

The  Department  of  In-Door  Poor. 

The  By-Laws  provide  that  the  Superintendent  of  In- 
Door  Poor  shall  execute  all  the  provisions  of  the  laws 
relating  to  inmates  of  the    State   Hospitals   and   Asylums 
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for  Lunatics,  the  State  Almshouse,  the  State  Farm,  the 
State  Reform  Schools,  proceedings  in  bastardy,  and  visi- 
tation of  juvenile  wards  of  the  State ;  and  also  certify 
quarterly  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  sev- 
eral amounts  due  the  State  for  the  support  of  inmates  in 
the  several  Institutions.  This  Department,  whose  Super- 
intendent is  Stephen  C.  Wrightington,  has  two  divisions  : 
the  Central  Division  and  the  Division  of  Visitation,  —  each 
with  its  Deputy  Superintendent.  In  the  former,  which  is 
under  the  immediate  direction  of  Dr.  Joshua  F.  Lewis,  the 
general  business  of  the  Department  is  transacted,  including 
the  matter  of  the  investigation  of  settlements  of  the  pauper 
inmates  of  the  several  State  Institutions,  with  reference  to 
the  question  whether  State,  or  town,  or  some  relative,  is 
bound  by  law  to  support  them  ;  and  for  this  purpose  con- 
stant visits  are  made  to  the  several.  State  Hospitals,  the 
State  Almshouse,  and  the  State  Farm.  This  Division  also 
has  charge  of  the  transportation  of  paupers  out  of  the  State 
to  other  states  and  countries,  including  the  transfers  be- 
tween State  Institutions.  The  Division  of  Visitation,  under 
the  immediate  direction  of  Miss  Bertha  W.  Jacobs,  has  the 
care  of  the  State  Minor  Wards  over  three  years  of  age 
boarded  and  placed  in  families. 

There  are  employed  in  the  Central  Division,  in  addition 
to  the  Deputy,  six  clerks,  two  transportation  officers,  and  a 
messenger ;  three  of  the  clerks  being  engaged  more  or  less 
in  outside  investigations  and  transportation  work.  In  the 
Division  of  Visitation  there  are  employed  three  clerks  and 
fifteen  visitors.  Of  the  visitors,  one  man  is  a  visitor-at- 
large,  with  a  general  oversight  of  the  duties  of  the  rest. 
Eight  men  attend  courts  in  the  interest  of  juvenile  offenders 
in  eight  different  districts  into  which  the  State  is  divided 
for  the  purpose,  investigate  homes  and  visit  boys  in  places ; 
four  women  have  the  immediate  supervision  of  children 
between  three  and  ten  years  of  age  placed  at  board  ;  and 
one  woman,  a  visitor-at-large,  with  an  assistant  c()()perate3 
with  the  Auxiliary  Visitors  in  the  placing  and  oversight  of 
the  girls  over  ten  years  of  age  placed  in  families.  These 
Auxiliary  Visitors  consist  of  about  eighty  women,  living  in 
various  parts  of  the  State,  and  a  few  in  adjoining  States; 
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they  arc  appointed  annually  by  the  Board  with  special  refer- 
ence to  thoir  qualification  for  such  duties,  and  serve  without 
pay.  They  hold  three  meetings  each  year,  in  Boston  and 
elsewhere,  for  purposes  of  consultation.  The  Auxiliary 
Visitors  in  office  at  the  close  of  the  official  year,  Septem-

The  Department  of  Out-Door  Poor. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Out-Door  Poor  to 
execute  all  the  provisions  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  sick 
State  poor,  those  ill  with  dangerous  diseases,  those  receiv- 
ing temporary  relief,  and  infant  wards  of  the  State.  This 
Department,  in  addition  to  the  Superintendent  and  Deputy 
Superintendent,  employs  nine  visitors,  six  clerks,  and  a 
messenger.  Two  of  the  visitors,  a  man  and  a  woman,  arc 
physicians,  and  are  occupied  with  the  visitation  and  general 
management  of  pauper  infants,  that  is,  wards  of  the  State 
under  three  years  of  age,  boarded  in  families ;  and  also  with 
the  visitation  of  the  State  inmates  of  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital, the  Carney  Hospital,  and  the  city  institutions  in  the 
harbor.  Another  visitor  has  the  immediate  supervision  of 
licensed  boarding-houses  for  infants,  and  investigates  cases 
of  violation  of  the  infant  boarding-house  law.  He  is  also 
appointed  by  the  Board  as  a  special  district  police  officer, 
under  the  legislation  of  1895,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
the  laws  with  regard  to  the  protection  of  infants.  The  other 
visitors,  assigned  to  different  sections  of  the  State,  make 
personal  examinations  and  reports  of  all  cases  of  which  the 
Superintendent  has  notice  under  the  laws. 
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The  Inspector  of  Institutions. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  of  Institutions  to  exercise 
constant  watchfulness  over  all  the  Institutions  the  Board  is 
required  to  supervise,  including  all  city  and  town  alms- 
houses containing  insane  inmates ;  to  see  that  the  statutes 
regulating  the  commitment  and  detention  of  lunatics  are 
complied  with  ;  to  execute  all  the  provisions  of  the  laws  re- 
lating to  the  board  of  insane  persons  in  families,  and  to  per- 
form statistical  work  not  otherwise  assigned.  He  is  thus 
the  Board's  general  supervisory  officer,  and  its  principal 
agent  in  the  performance  of  its  duties  as  a  Commission  in 
Lunac}^  In  this  Department,  in  addition  to  the  Inspector 
and  the  Deputy  Inspector,  there  are  regularly  employed  three 
clerks  and  one  visitor,  one  of  the  clerks  being  engaged  in 
visiting  to  a  considerable  extent.  The  visitor,  a  woman, 
investigates  and  reports  upon  the  several  city  and  town 
almshouses  throughout  the  State,  especially  with  reference 
to  them  as  receptacles  for  the  insane. 

The  Cleric  of  the  Board. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  required  to  be  present  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  several  of  its  Committees,  and 
keep  a  record  of  all  transactions;  to  conduct  the  Board's 
correspondence,  under  its  direction ;  to  receive  and  dis- 
burse all  money  used  by  the  visitors  of  the  Board  for  travel 
and  other  necessary  purposes ;  to  have  custody  of  the 
Board's  records  and  files,  and  of  all  funds  that  may  come 
to  the  Board  or  its  wards ;  and  to  audit  all  bills  against 
the  Commonwealth  on  the  part  of  the  Board.  He  employs 
an  assistant. 

The  Juvenile  Wards  of  the  State. 

The  juvenile  wards  of  the  State,  2,593  in  number  at  the 
close  of  the  official  year,  are  cared  for  by  two  Departments 
of  the  Board ;  the  Department  of  In-Door  Poor  having 
charge  of  all  over  three  years  of  age,  and  the  Department 
of  Out-Door  Poor  having  charge  of  the  infants,  or  those 
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under  three  years  of  age.     These  children  are  divided  into 
the  following  classes  :  — 

1.  Dependent  children^  or  children  between  three  and  sixteen 
years  of  age,  without  local  settlement,  who,  by  reason  of  orphan- 
age, or  the  poverty,  sickness  or  criminality  of  their  natural  guar- 
dians and  protectors,  are  dependent  on  the  State  for  their  support. 
There  were  490  of  these  at  the  close  of  the  official  year. 

2.  Neglected  children,,  or  children  between  three  and  sixteen 
years  of  age,  who,  by  reason  of  the  neglect  of  their  parents,  are 
committed  to  the  custody  of  the  Board.  There  were  640  of  these 
at  the  close  of  the  year. 

3.  Juvenile  offenders,,  or  children  between  the  ages  of  seven 
and  seventeen  years,  convicted  of  crime  or  misdemeanor,  and  com- 
mitted to  the  custody  of  the  Board,  the  Lyman  School  for  Boys,  or 
the  State  Industrial  School  for  Girls.  There  were  1,282  of  these 
at  the  close  of  the  year. 

4.  Foundlings  and  destitute  infants,  or  dependent  and  neglected 
children  under  three  years  of  age.  There  were  181  of  these  at 
the  close  of  the  year. 

Piior  to  September  1866,  —  the  date  of  the  appointment 
of  the  temporary  Visiting  Agency  of  the  Board  of  State 
Charities, — there  were  supposed  to  be  about  300  children 
who  had  been  placed  in  families  from  the  State  Almshouse 
then  existing  at  Monson,  40  from  the  State  Almshouse  in 
Tewksbury,  10  from  the  State  Almshouse  at  Bridgewater, 
200  from  the  State  Reform  School  at  Westborough,  and  80 
from  the  State  Industrial  School  at  Lancaster.  In  the  year 
1870  there  were,  under  the  direction  of  this  Agency,  2,001 
in  the  care  of  the  State,  i.  e.,  1,213  in  the  Institutions,  and 
7(^8  outside,  —  being  either  in  their  homes  on  probation, 
or  under  indenture  as  apprentices  or  servants  in  families. 
Of  these  788,  60  were  under  the  visitation  and  direction  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  State  Industrial  School,  and  728  were 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  through 
its  Visiting  Agency. 

In  1872  the  care  of  the  girls  placed  out  from  the  Indus- 
trial School  was  transferred  from  tiie  Trustees  to  the  State 
Board;  and,  on  the  cessation  of  the  Visiting  Agency  and 
the  establi>hment  of  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity 
in  1871),  there  were  found  to  be  l,i>05  subject  to  the  Board's 
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visitation,  —  846  of  them  being  in  the  State  Institutions  and 
1,059  outside  of  the  Institutions,  —  either  in  their  homes  or 
under  indenture.  At  the  close  of  the  hist  official  year,  Sep- 
tember 30,  1895,  there  were  2,593  children  subject  to  tlie 
visitation  of  the  Board,  375  being  in  Institutions  and  2,218 
in  their  homes  or  in  selected  families.  Of  the  2,218,  1,482 
were  self-supporting  and  736  were  at  board  in  families. 
Thus  it  appears  that  while  in  1879,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
administration  of  the  present  Board,  there  were  but  56% 
of  the  State  children  cared  for  outside  of  the  Institutions, 
there  are  now  86%  of  such  children  so  cared  for. 

The  490  dependent  and  the  640  neglected  children,  at  the 
close  of  the  official  year,  were  all  in  the  custody  of  the  Board 
in  the  Department  of  In-Door  Poor.  Of  the  1,282  juvenile 
oftenders,  325  were  in  the  custody  of  the  Board  in  the  De- 
partment of  In-Door  Poor,  264  were  in  the  Lyman  School, 
111  in  the  State  Industrial  School,  418  in  the  custody  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Lyman  School,  outside  the  School,  and  164 
in  the  custody  of  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Industrial  School, 
outside  the  School.  The  181  infants  were  in  the  custody 
of  the  Board  in  the  Department  of  Out-Door  Poor. 

The  same  statement  may  be  made  in  tabular  form,  as 
follows  :  — 


Class) fir ation  of  Juvenile  Wards  of  the  State^  September  30,  1895. 
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Besides  the  375  children  in  the  schools,  and  the  2,218 
outside,  there  were  40  children  in  the  State  Almshouse, — 
making  a  total  of  2,633  children  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Board  at  the  close  of  the  official  year.  Of  the  40 
children  in  the  State  Almshouse,  27  were  in  the  maternity 
wards,  in  care  of  their  mothers,  2  were  idiots,  6  were 
under  treatment  in  the  hospital  ward,  2  were  transferred 
from  the  State  Primary  School,  2  were  neglected  children 
and  one  was  a  juvenile  offender. 

Of  the  children  in  charge  of  the  In-Door  Department, 
October  1,  1894,  444  were  regularly  at  board.  To  this 
number  were  added  durinof  the  year,  226  children,  making 
a  total  of  670  children  regularl}'  at  board.  Of  this  670,  free 
homes  were  found  during  the  yenr  for  49  ;  46  were  released 
to  relatives  or  friends  ;  2  were  adopted  ;  one  was  indentured  ; 
one  died  and  7  were  sent  for  medical  treatment,  leaving  at 
regular  board,  September  30,  1895,  564.  In  addition,  4 
children  were  adopted  who  had  become  self-supporting 
before  the  beo:innin2:  of  the  vear. 

The  whole  number  of  children  under  three  years  of  age 
in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Out-Door  Poor  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  official  year,  October  1,  1894,  was  156;  the 
number  received  during  the  year  was  193  and  there  remained 
at  the  close  of  the  official  year,  September  30,  1895,  181. 
Of  the  193  children  received,  100  were  committed  to  the 
custody  of  the  Board  by  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  9  were 
committed  by  the  courts,  and  83  were  taken  under  Sections 
14  and  15  of  the  Act  regulating  boarding-houses  for  infants, 
and  one  by  removal  from  its  home  in  order  to  save  its  life. 
Of  the  349  children,  —  51  more  than  during  the  preceding 
year,  —  48  were  legally  adopted,  26  were  transferred  to  the 
Department  of  In-Door  Poor,  having  reached  the  age  of 
three  3'ears,  29  were  discharged  to  parents  or  other  relatives, 
and  65  died.  Of  the  remaining  181,  9  were  on  trial  for 
adoption  without  expense  to  the  State,  and  8  were  on  trial 
at  board  ;  the  rest  were  at  board.  The  number  of  appli- 
cations for  children  to  board  continues  to  increase  steadily, 
and  the  demand  is  always  in  excess  of  the  supply.  Dur- 
ing the  year,  170  infants  were  received  at  the  Ttnipoiary 
Nursery  in  Koxbury. 
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In  connection  with  the  accompanying  chart,  the  following 
table  shows  the  distribution  of  the  children  in  institutions, 
and  the  percentage  of  the  whole  number  in  institutions,  self- 
supporting  in  families  and  at  board  in  families,  at  the  close 
of  the  official  years  18GG,  1876,  1886,  1887,  1888,  1889, 
18i)0,  1891,  1892,  1893,  1894,  1895. 
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In  the  care  of  dependent  children  the  Board  has  original 
jurisdiction  only  where  the  support  of  such  children  is  pro[)- 
erly  chargeable  to  the  Commonwealth,  on  account  of  their 
having  no  known  legal  settlement.  Neglected  children, 
under  fourteen  years  of  age,  are  arraigned  before  a  court  or 
magistrate,  on  complaint  of  any  citizen,  and  if  the  alleged 
neglect  is  proved  are  committed  either  to  the  custody  of  the 
State  Board  or  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the  city  or 
town  of  settlement,  or  in  case  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Public  Institutions.  Juvenile  offenders, 
under  seventeen  years  of  age,  are  similarl}^  arraigned,  and 
upon  conviction,  may  be  sentenced,  if  a  girl,  to  the  State 
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Industrial  School  and,  if  a  boy  under  fifteen  years  of  ago,  to 
the  Lyman  School,  or  if  over  fifteen,  to  the  Massachusetts 
Reformatory ;  all  during  their  minority  except  those  com- 
mitted to  the  Reformatory.  Or,  at  the  request  of  the  Board, 
one  of  whose  agents  is  always  present  at  the  trial,  any  of  the 
ofienders  above  named  may  be  committed  to  its  custody,  or 
placed  on  probation  "  in  charge  of  a  person,"  or  otherwise 
disposed  of  at  the  discretion  of  the  magistrate  in  accordance 
with  law.  In  the  case  of  dependent  children,  if  the  child  is 
under  three  years  of  age,  it  is  immediately  transferred  to  the 
Department  of  Out-Door  Poor. 

At  the  trials  of  neglected  children  and  juvenile  offenders 
notice  must  be  previously  given,  both  to  the  parents  or 
guardians  of  the  child  and  to  the  State  Board  ;  and  care  is 
taken  by  the  agent  of  the  Board,  in  all  cases,  to  acquaint 
himself  with  the  character  and  habits  of  the  child,  with 
the  character  of  the  parents  or  guardians,  and  to  possess 
himself  of  all  important  facts  in  connection  with  the  matter, 
in  order  that  he  may  be  able  to  advise  the  magistrate  in 
making  the  best  possible  provision  for  the  child's  future 
well-being. 

Dependent  and  neglected  children,  when  received  into 
the  care  or  committed  to  the  custody  of  the  Board,  if  inca- 
pable of  self-support,  are  placed  directly  in  suitable  families 
at  board,  or  if  able  to  support  themselves,  in  such  families 
without  payment  for  board  ;  and  in  either  case  they  may  be 
placed  temporarily  in  the  house  of  Mrs.  Bean  at  Arlington. 

Families  where  children  are  placed  at  board  are  carefully 
selected  ;  and  after  such  placing,  the  Board's  visitors  assure 
themselves  by  frequent  examinations  that  the  children  are  in 
all  respects  properly  provided  for,  well  fed,  clothed  and 
sheltered,  that  they  attend  school,  and  that  in  every  way  they 
are  treated,  so  far  as  practicable,  as  they  would  be  if  they 
were  the  children  of  the  family.  Similar  methods  are  fol- 
lowed in  the  cases  of  children  capable  of  self-support  and 
placed  in  families  without  board. 

Juvenile  offenders,  when  committed  to  the  custody  of  the 
Board,  may  be  placed  directly  with  their  parents,  when  the 
offence  is  slight  and  the  home  exceptionally  good,  otherwise 
in  some  other  selected  family.     Some  of  the  boys  are  tern- 
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ponuil}'  cared  for  by  ^Irs.  White,  of  Ludlow,  from  whose 
house  they  are  removed  from  time  to  time,  to  their  homes 
on  probation,  or  to  some  family  in  this  or  in  some  other 
of  the  New  England  States.  Should  all  efforts  toward  their 
reformation  fail,  the  State  Board,  under  authority  of  its 
original  mittinjus,  may  commit  such  children  either  to  the 
Lyman  or  to  the  Industrial  School.  When  so  committed, 
they  usually  remain  in  the  School  for  about  a  year,  and  are 
then  released  on  probation,  either  to  their  own  homes  or  to 
other  families.  When  thus  released,  the  boys  are  under  con- 
stant visitation  by  officers  of  the  Board,  who  are  in  close 
communication  with  them  ;  and  on  the  first  intimation  from 
the  boy,  or  his  employer,  or  any  interested  neighbor,  that 
the  placing  is  not  satisfactory,  examination  is  made  by  the 
agent  of  the  Board  in  person,  and  if  matters  cannot  be  satis- 
factorily adjusted,  the  boy  is  removed  and  placed  in  a  new 
home,  or  if  necessary  returned  to  the  School.  The  girls  so 
released  on  probation  or  placed  in  families  are,  as  already 
stated,  in  the  immediate  charge  of  two  paid  visitors  of  the 
Board  assisted  by  the  Auxiliary  Visitors. 

To  illustrate  the  practical  working  of  the  laws  regarding 
the  State  children  :  If  it  should  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  a  resident  of  the  State  that  a  child,  under  fourteen  years 
of  age,  is,  by  reason  of  orphanage,  or  of  the  neglect,  crime, 
drunkenness,  or  other  vice  of  his  parents,  growing  up  without 
education  or  salutary  control,  and  in  danger  of  leading  an  idle 
or  dissolute  life,  such  resident  may  cause  the  child  to  be 
brought  before  the  proper  court  to  answer  to  the  charge. 
Summons  is  then  issued  to  the  parents  or  guardians  of  the 
child  to  appear  and  show  cause,  if  any,  why  he  should  not  be 
committed  during  his  minority  to  the  custody  of  the  State 
Board,  or  to  that  of  the  local  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  who 
are  respectively  authorized  to  make  all  needful  arrangements 
for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  child  in  some  suitable  in- 
stitution other  than  an  almshouse,  or  in  some  respectable 
family  in  the  State,  and  to  discharge  such  child  from  custody 
whenever  the  object  of  his  commitm^ent  is  accomplished. 
Or  again,  if  it  should  be  alleged  that  a  boy  or  girl  between 
the  ages  of  seven  and  seventeen,  has  committed  an  offence 
not   punishable    with    death    or    imprisonment  for   life,   as, 
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for  example,  theft,  lewdness  or  stubbornness,  or  is  lead- 
ing an  idle,  vagrant  or  vicious  life,  or  has  l)een  found  in  any 
street,  highway  or  public  place,  under  circumstances  of  want 
or  suffering,  or  of  neglect,  exposure,  abandonment  or  beg- 
gary, such  child  may  be  given  into  custody  and  a  trial  fol- 
low under  the  same  circumstances  as  above  mentioned  in  the 
case  of  a  neglected  child  ;  and  in  both  cases  the  parents  or 
guardians  are  summoned,  an  officer  of  the  Board  is  present, 
and  the  court,  the  offender  being  adjudged  guilty,  may  com- 
mit the  child  either  to  the  Board's  custody,  or  to  one  of 
the  State  Reform  Schools,  or  if  the  boy  is  above  fifteen 
years  of  age,  to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory.  If  the  com- 
mitment is  made  to  the  State  Board,  the  power  of  discharge 
is  vested  in  the  Board,  if  to  either  of  the  Schools,  the 
Trustees  have  the  power  of  discharge,  and  if  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Reformatory,  the  power  of  discharge  is  vested  in 
the  Commissioners  of  Prisons.  Or  in  the  case  of  a  boy  of 
feeble  mind,  with  vagrant  habits,  or  a  girl  of  feeble  mind, 
wn'th  immoral  tendencies,  a  Judge  of  a  Probate  Court  may 
commit  such  child  to  the  Massachusetts  School  for  the 
Feeble  Minded. 

By  the  closing  of  the  State  Primary  School  on  the  first  of 
July,  1895,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  428  of  the  Acts 
of  1895,  it  became  necessary  to  make  provision  for  the 
children  hitherto  cared  for  temporarily  at  that  School,  and 
arrangements  were  made  to  board  the  dependent  and  neg- 
lected children  of  this  class  with  Mrs.  Bean,  of  Arlington, 
and  the  juvenile  oflfenders  with  ]\Irs.  White,  of  Ludlow. 
The  children  at  Mis.  Bean's  are  retained  there  only  long 
enough  for  them  to  be  washed  and  provided  with  proper 
clothing,  so  that  Avithin  a  few  days  after  their  reception  they 
arc  sent  out  to  be  boarded  in  families.  The  juvenile  oflenders 
of  the  milder  class,  i.  e.,  those  who  are  not  committed  to  the 
Lyman  School,  are  kept  at  the  house  at  Ludlow  for  a  some- 
what longer  period,  receiving  there  school  instruction  as 
well  as  being  cared  for  in  other  ways;  but  it  is  not  in- 
tended that  the  average  period  of  their  detention  there  shall 
be  more  than  a  few  weeks.  The  average  number,  so  far,  at 
the  house  at  Arlington,  is  about  ten,  and  that  at  Ludlow, 
twelve. 
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The  num1)cr  of  visits  paid  to  wards  of  the  State,  by  the 
Board's  visitors  during  the  past  otiicial  year  was  4,469,  and 
the  number  of  visits  paid  by  Auxiliary  Visitors  was  76o. 
In  addition  to  the  reguhir  reports  made  in  all  these  cases, 
there  were  1,596  reports  made  in  special  cases  by  the 
Board's  visitors  and  272  by  the  Auxiliary  Visitors. 

Indigent  and  neglected  children  under  three  years  ot  age, 
having  no  legal  settlement,  come  under  the  care  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Out-Door  Poor,  through  commitment  by  Overseers  of 
Poor  and  by  the  Courts,  directly  from  the  State  Almshouse, 
and  by  removal  by  the  Board  in  cases  where  the  life  or  health 
of  the  infant  would  be  endangered  by  its  remaining  longer 
under  existing  conditions;  and  also  under  the  law  of  1892, 
which  provides  that  the  parents,  surviving  parent,  or  guardian 
of  any  infant  under  three  years  of  age,  if  unable  to  sup- 
port such  infant,  may,  upon  personal  application  to  the 
State  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity,  place  it,  by  an  in- 
strument in  writing,  in  the  charge  of  this  Board,  and  the 
Board  may  receive  the  infant,  deeming  such  action  to  be 
for  the  public  interest ;  and  also  that  the  mother  of  an  ille- 
gitimate infant  under  two  years  of  age,  who  is  a  resident  of 
this  Commonwealth  and  who  has  previously  borne  a  good 
character,  may,  upon  personal  application  to  the  State 
Bv)ard,  give  up  the  infant  to  the  Board  for  the  purpose 
of  adoption,  such  giving  up  to  be  made  by  an  instrument 
in  writing,  signed  by  the  mother,  and  to  operate  as  a  consent 
to  an}^  adoption  su!)sequently  approved  by  said  Board. 

All  neglected  and  abandoned  infants,  as  soon  as  notice  is 
received  by  the  Board,  are  examined  by  the  medical  officers 
of  the  Department  of  Out-Door  Poor,  and  transferred  as 
soon  as  possible  to  the  Board's  Temporary  Nursery  in  Rox- 
bury.  At  the  Nursery  the  infants  are  under  the  special  care 
of  one  of  the  physicians  of  the  Department,  w^ho  is  held 
responsible  for  their  welfare.  The  Nursery  is  visited  by 
this  phj^sician  daily  in  cases  of  illness,  and  alwa^^s  on  the 
arrival  of  every  new  child  ;  and  she  holds  herself  in  readi- 
ness to  meet  any  call  for  her  services  there,  during  day  or 
night.  The  moment  the  infants  are  in  condition  to  go  out, 
they  are  boarded  in  carefully  selected  families,  and  are  sub- 
sequently visited  by  the  same  medical  officers,  —  the  nursing 
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infants  at  least  once  a  month,  and  the  older  ones  less 
frequently,  but  as  often  as  may  be  necessary.  During  the 
last  oflScial  year  these  officers  made  over  3,000  visits. 

The  following  statement,  prepared  by  the  late  Hiram  S. 
Shurtletf,  Superintendent  of  Out-Door  Poor,  and  included  in 
a  paper  on  ''The  Massachusetts  System  of  Caring  For 
State  Minor  Wards,"  read  by  Mrs.  Kichardson  before  the 
Twentieth  National  Conference  of  Charities  and  Corrections 
at  Chicago,  well  sets  forth  the  Board's  system  of  caring  for 
its  infant  wards. 

An  infaDt,  upon  its  commitment  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
a  city  or  town,  and  its  reception  by  the  State  Board,  is  examined 
by  a  medical  ofllcer  of  the  Board's  Department  of  Out-door  Poor, 
who  makes  a  record  of  its  condition.  It  is  then  sent  to  a  tempo- 
rary nursery  provided  for  the  purpose,  and  as  soon  as  possible  is 
placed  at  board  in  a  good  home  in  the  country,  under  the  constant 
supervision  of  the  Board  and  its  medical  officers.  Every  effort 
is  at  once  made  to  find  the  parents  of  deserted  children,  with 
frequent  success.  In  such  case,  the  parent  is  compelled  to  pro- 
vide for  the  child.  There  is  always  a  large  number  of  applications 
on  file  of  persons  who  desire  to  take  the  children  to  board,  so  that 
there  is  no  lack  of  good  homes  in  the  country  towns  near  Boston 
readily  reached  by  rail.  Every  home  is  visited  and  investigated 
before  being  accepted.  This  visit  is  a  sanitary  inspection.  The 
number  and  arrangement  of  sleeping-rooms  are  noted,  as  well  as 
the  ventilation,  sunlight,  drainage,  supply  of  water  and  of  milk, 
number  of  children  in  the  family,  and  all  other  important  matters, 
especially  the  character  of  the  woman  and  her  natural  disposition 
and  aptitude  for  caring  for  the  child.  In  general,  not  more  than 
one  or  two  children  are  placed  in  one  home.  Material  for  clothing 
is  bought  in  quantity  at  wholesale  prices,  of  good  quality,  plain, 
but  varying  in  pattern,  so  as  to  avoid  the  appearance  of  uniformity. 
Most  of  the  foster-mothers  prefer  to  make  up  the  clothing  them- 
selves, and  this  disposition  is  encouraged.  Part  of  the  clothhig  is 
supplied  ready  made.  All  material  and  clothing  are  stored  at  the 
State  House,  and  given  out  on  a  requisition.  A  record  is  kept  of 
everything  given  out  or  returned. 

Some  of  the  infants,  when  received,  are  hopelessly  diseased  ; 
while  others  are  moribund  from  drugging,  starvation,  and  exposure. 
All  that  can  be  done  with  these  is  to  relieve  them  by  proper  nursing 
and  comfortable  surroundings  during  their  short  lives.  Some  are 
marasmic,  rachitic,  syphilitic,  or  deformed  ;  and  constant  watchful- 
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ness  and  attendance  are  required  to  bring  them  to  a  fair  degree  of 
health.     Others  are  fairly  well,  but  feeble,  and  nuich  more  liable 
to  disease  than  other  children ;  while  a  few  are  robust,  and  seem 
to  do  well  from  the  outset.     Whenever  a  child  is  placed  at  board, 
the  woman  who  takes  it  is  instructed  to  telegraph  at  once  to  the 
medical  ollicer  having  the  child  in  charge  at  the  first  appearance 
of  real  illness  ;  and  the  physician  responds  at  once.     Sometimes 
the  woman  is  directed  by  telegraph  to  employ  her  family  physician 
temporarily,  until  it  is  possible  for  the  medical  visitor  to  attend. 
She  is  also  cautioned  to  notify  whenever  in  doubt  about  the  illness 
of  a  child.     Of  course  there  can  be  no  stated  time  of  visiting  a  sick 
child  by  night  or  day,  especially  in  the  acute  diseases  to  which 
these  children  are  particularly  liable  in  certain  seasons.     In  sum- 
mer a  child  with  cholera  infantum  might  require  three  visits  a  day  ; 
and   the  same  would    be  true    in  cases  of  croup,  diphtheria,   or 
pneumonia.     The  medical  officers  are  consequently  never  off  duty. 
Their  labor  in  summer  is  largely  increased  by  the  fact  that  all  the 
young  children  are  at  that  time  in  the  country  or  at  the  seashore. 
It  is  a  rule  of  the  department  that  every  child  shall  be  visited  as 
often  as  once  a  month  for  observation  and  as  a  preventive  meas- 
ure.    Surgical  appliances  for  mechanical  support  are  often  needed 
and  supplied  for  ruptured  or  rachitic  children,  or  for  broken  bones, 
club  feet,  etc. ;  and  these  cases  require  more  time  than  ordinary 
medical  cases  in  adjustment  and  after-treatment.     As  a  rule,  the 
necessary  medicine  is  dispensed  by  the  medical  officers  ;  but  some- 
times prescriptions  are  filled  at  a  trustworthy  pharmacy,  and  paid 
for  by  the    woman,    who   sends  her  bill    to   the    department    for 
reimbursement.     In  such  cases,  the  medical  officer  indorses  the  bill 
before  it  is  approved.     Supplies  of  medicine  are  furnished  to  the 
medical  officer  by  a  Boston  druggist,  who  sends  his  bill  to  the 
department  monthly.     A  careful  record  of  each  child  is  kept  at 
the  department,  giving  the  name,  age,  date  of  commitment,  phys- 
ical condition,  history,  result  of  investigations,  location,  name  of 
person  boarding,  visitation,  course  and  treatment  of  disease,  trans- 
fer, discharge,  or  death.     When  a  child  is  considered  eligible  for 
adoption,  its  photograph  is  frequently  added  to  the  record. 

These  children  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of 
Out-door  Poor  until  they  are  three  years  old,  or  until  discharged  for 
adoption,  to  the  town  of  settlement,  or  to  the  care  of  relatives,  or 
by  death.  At  the  age  of  three  years  they  are  transferred  to  the 
charge  of  another  department,  but  in  many  instances  are  not 
removed  from  their  foster-mothers,  or  from  the  care  of  the  same 
medical  officers  as  before  the  transfer.  In  recent  years  the  oppor- 
tunities for  obtaining  homes  by  legal  adoption  into  good  families 
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Lave  been  so  great  that  it  is  rarely  that  a  child  reaches  the  age  of 
three  years  without  being  thus  permanently  and  satisfactorily  pro- 
vided for.  No  pains  are  spared  to  give  these  charges  of  the  State 
the  best  possible  start  in  their  physical  life  ;  and  closer  medical 
oversight  is  unquestionably  received  by  these  children  than  by  those 
of  average  families  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  success  of  this 
work  is  distinctly  the  result  of  growth,  of  experience,  of  daily 
observation  and  scrutiny  into  the  needs  of  each  individual  child. 
Adoption  does  not  necessarily  place  the  child  beyond  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  department  and  its  medical  visitors  ;  and  frequently 
the  adoptive  parents  bring  in  the  children  to  show  their  growth 
and  improvement  or  to  ask  advice. 

The  method  of  procedure  in  cases  of  adoption  is  as  follows  :  — 

On  receipt  of  an  application  for  a  child  the  names  and  locations 
of  eligible  children  are  given  to  the  applicant.  The  children  are 
visited  ;  and,  if  a  satisfactory  one  is  found,  the  home  of  the  appli- 
cant is  visited,  and  references  are  required  and  investigated.  If 
everything  seems  satisfactory,  the  child  is  placed  on  trial  with  the 
family.  If,  after  a  certain  length  of  time,  all  parties  are  satisfied 
and  all  legal  conditions  have  been  complied  with,  application  is 
made  to  the  Probate  Court  for  legal  adoption  of  the  child. 

In  the  case  of  a  child's  death  occurring  in  Boston,  the  city  under- 
taker is  notified,  the  body  is  buried  in  Mt.  Hope  Cemetery,  and  the 
grave  is  numbered,  so  that  the  remains  can  be  identified.  In  out- 
of-town  cases,  the  child's  body  is  usually  buried  by  the  undertaker 
of  the  town  where  the  death  occurred.  In  some  instances,  the  per- 
sons who  boarded  the  children  bury  them  in  their  own  lots  and  at 
their  own  expense.  The  spot  is  always  marked.  Funeral  services 
are  held  over  the  remains  of  every  deceased  child  of  those  boarded 
out  under  the  charge  of  the  department.  Where  the  death  has 
occurred  from  a  contagious  disease,  as  scarlet  fever,  the  services 
are  held  at  the  house  after  the  burial. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  regarding  the  very  great  advantages  of 
the  system  of  boarding  out  the  infant  children  of  the  State  as  com- 
pared with  the  old  method  of  caring  for  large  numbers  of  them  in 
an  institution. 

Licensed  Boardixg-iiouses  for  Infants. 

Under  the  present  law  (Chapter  318,  Acts  of  1892)  no 
person  can  receive  more  than  one  infant  under  two  years  of 
age  to  board,  without  tirst  obtaining  a  license  from  the  State 
Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity,  applications  for  such  licenses 
having  tirst   received  the    approval    of  the   local  Boards  of 
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Health  ;  and  before  granting  the  license,  the  State  Board  re- 
quires a  thorough  investigation  and  a  satisfactory  report  by 
a  medical  agent  of  the  Department  of  Out-Door  Poor. 

During  the  last  oflBcial  year,  182  licenses  to  maintain 
boarding-houses  for  infants  were  granted  by  the  Board  in  50 
cities  and  towns,  in  addition  to  the  159  licenses  in  force  at 
the  expiration  of  the  previous  year;  134  licenses  expired  by 
the  one-year  limitation  ;  52  were  revoked,  —  49  on  account  of 
a  change  of  residence,  2  on  account  of  death,  and  one  on  ac- 
count of  illness,  —  and  155  licenses,  permitting  the  board- 
ing of  321  infants  in  42  cities  and  towns  remained  in  force 
September  30,  1895.  These  represent  the  licensed  homes, 
not  only  of  infants  supported  by  the  Commonwealth,  but 
also  of  those  placed  out  by  their  parents,  by  the  Boston 
Children's  Aid  Society,  the  Massachusetts  Infant  Asylum, 
the  St.  Mary's  Infant  Asylum,  the  Marcella  Street  Home, 
the  Gwynne  Temporary  Home,  the  New  England  Moral 
Keform  Society,  and  a  few  others. 


Table  showing  Number  of  Licenses  issued;  Number  of  Cities  or 
Towns  ivhere  Licensees  reside;  Licenses  expired  and  revoked; 
Whole  Number  in  force^  etc.  ^  for  the  Year  ending  September  30, 
1895,  and  Three  Preceding  Ytars. 
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During  the  year,  1,128  reports  were  received  from  per- 
sons taking  infants  to  board  ;  618  from  those  placing  infants 
to  board  ;  and  955  of  discharges.  Of  the  1,125  infants  re- 
ported on,  585  were  males,  540  females  ;  414  were  legiti- 
mate ;  488  illegitimate,  and  233  unknown.  Of  these  1,125, 
260  died,  233  were  returned  to  their  parents;  178  became 
two  years   of  age,  and   25   were  adopted.     The  remainder, 
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429,  were  at  board  at  the  end  of  the  year,  —  147  of  them  in 
licensed  homes,  and  282  in  homes  having  but  one  infant  each 
at  any  time,  and  therefore  not  required  to  be  licensed. 

The  operation  of  the  law  regulating  boarding-houses  for 
infants  has  been  generally  highly  satisfactory.  The  char- 
acter of  the  licensed  boarding-houses  is  steadily  improv- 
ing, and  in  every  way  the  condition  of  the  children  coming 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  shows  a  constant 
gain. 

The  case  of  Mrs.  Lizzie  F.  Bent,  of  Lynn,  has  occupied 
much  time  and  attention.  Mrs.  Bent  came  to  Lynn  about 
ten  years  ago,  after  having  served  sentence  in  jail  in  New 
Hampshire  for  the  crime  of  larceny.  In  January,  1886, 
while  the  lawful  wife  of  another  husband,  she  married  a  Mr. 
Needham,  and  assumed  the  name  of  Dodge.  In  December, 
1892,  —  Needham  still  living  and  undivorced,  —  she  mar- 
ried Samuel  T.  Bent.  In  1889  she  appeared  under  the 
name  of  Dodge,  as  '*  Essex  County  Superintendent  of  Social 
Purity,"  for  a  well  known  organization.  In  1893,  under  the 
name  of  Bent,  she  aided  in  organizing  the  **  Essex  County 
Helping-Hand  Society  Number  One,"  and  was  made  its 
clerk,  with  headquarters  in  Lynn.  In  May,  1894,  she 
opened  a  Lying-in  Hospital.  In  June,  1895,  in  consequence 
of  information  received  by  the  Department  of  Out-Door 
Poor,  her  place  was  investigated,  and  it  was  found  that  she 
had  failed  to  make  the  reports  required  by  law,  and  after 
being  called  upon  for  them,  she  persisted  in  her  refusal  to 
render  them.  When  the  case  was  called  in  the  Lynn  Police 
Court  on  the  20th  of  July,  she  defaulted,  and,  by  an  arrange- 
ment with  her  counsel,  the  case  was  placed  on  tile  on  the 
conditions  that  she  should  make  the  required  reports,  and 
go  out  of  the  business  by  September  1.  These  conditions, 
however,  she  failed  to  keep,  and  the  agent  of  the  State 
Board  petitioned  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  revoke  the 
license,  which  was  done  on  the  HUh  of  October.  In  the 
various  efforts  made  to  compel  a  compliance  with  the  law, 
the  facts  of  her  career  were  gradually  revealed;  and,  on 
the  9th  of  October,  four  of  her  living  husbands  appeared 
before  the  Grand  Jury,  to  testify   in   regard   to  her  polyga- 
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nioiis  marriages,  and  she  was  indicted,  not  merely  for  the 
crime  of  bigamy,  })ut  also  for  eight  separate  violations  of  the 
Act  reffulatino:  and    licensinoj  infant  boardino^-houses.     On

hearing  of  these  indictments,  she  fled  to  New  Hampshire, 
where  she  was  discovered  by  the  agent  of  the  State  Board, 
who  brought  her  back  on  the  21st  of  October,  when  she  was 
committed  to  the  Lawrence  jail,  in  default  of  bail.  On  the 
6th  of  November,  she  was  brought  to  trial  before  Judge 
Sherman  in  the  Superior  Court  at  Lawrence,  and  pleaded 
guilty  to  the  indictment  against  her  for  polygamy,  and  nolo 
contendere  on  the  indictment  for  violation  of  the  Act  regulat- 
ing boarding-houses  for  infonts.  The  Judge  then  sentenced 
her  to  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  for  two  years  in  the 
House  of  Correction  on  the  indictment  for  polygamy,  and 
placed  the  other  indictment  on  file,  with  permission  to  the 
District  Attorney  to  move  for  sentence  at  the  expiration  of 
her  period  of  imprisonment. 

The  case  has  been  a  long,  expensive  and  most  difficult  one. 
Mrs.  Bent  had  the  sympathy  and  support  of  many  of  the 
Lynn  officials  ;  and  every  step  taken  has  been  over  unex- 
pected difficulties. 

The  Legislature  of  1892  (Acts  of  1892,  Chapter  318,) 
provided  that  *'  any  person  receiving  under  his  care  or  con- 
trol, or  placing  under  the  care  or  control  of  another,  for 
compensation,  an  infant  under  two  years  of  age  not  related 
by  blood  or  marriage  to  the  person  receiving  such  infant, 
shall  within  two  days  after  such  reception  give  notice  to  the 
state  board  of  lunacy  and  charity  of  such  reception  and  its 
terms,  with  the  names,  ages  and  residences  of  such  infant 
and  of  its  parents,  and  of  such  persons,  so  far  as  known,  to 
the  person  giving  such  notice  :  provided,  however,  that  any 
person  receiving  such  an  infant  from  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  any  city  or  town,  or  from  the  commissioners  of 
public  institutions  of  the  city  of  Boston,  or  from  any  chari- 
table institution  incorporated  by  law  within  this  Common- 
wealth, shall  be  required  to  report  in  such  notice  to  said 
state  board  only  the  name  and  age  of  such  infant  and  the 
name  and  location  of  the  board  or  institution  from  which 
such  infant  is  received;"  and  also  that  *<  any  person  neg- 
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lecting  to  give  such  notice  to  said  state  board,  or  refusing  to 
give  such  information  as  it  shall  request,  or  refusing  to  obey 
such  orders  of  such  justice  or  judge,  shall,  upon  complaint 
of  a  duly  authorized  agent  of  the  said  state  board,  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  correction  for 
not  exceeding  one  year  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  both  such  imprisonment  and  fine." 

The  Board  in  its  last  Annual  Keport  recommended  that 
the  agent  authorized    as  above  be  made  a    special    district 
police  oflicer,  to   be  appointed  by    the    Governor;    and  in 
accordance  with    this  recommendation,  the    Legislature  of 
1895  passed  the  following  Act  : 

[Chap.  310.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Appointment  of  a  Special  District 
Police  Officer. 

Be  it  cjiacied,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  governor,  on  the  written  recommendation  of 
the  state  board  of  lunacy  and  charity,  may  from  time  to  tune  ap- 
point and  commission  a  special  district  police  officer,  who  shall  be 
removable  at  any  time  by  the  governor,  to  serve  without  pay,  for 
the  terra  of  three  years  unless  sooner  removed. 

Sect.  2.  Such  special  district  police  officer  shall  have  and  ex- 
ercise throughout  the  Commonwealth  all  the  powers  of  a  district 
police  oflicer  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
three  hundred  and  ninety-two,  and  shall,  under  the  direction  of 
said  board,  enforce  the  provisions  of  said  act  and  of  other  laws 
for  the  protection  of  infants. 

Sect.  3.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eiglity-five  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  (Ap- 
proved April  25,  1895.) 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Governor  appointed 
and  duly  commissioned  Frederick  A.  Burt,  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Out-Door  Poor,  a  special  district  police  ofiicer, 
having  jurisdiction  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

It  is  largely  due  to  this  officer  that  the  trial  of  Mrs.  Bent 
was  brought  to  a  successful  issue. 

The  tal)les  immediately  following  give  the  location  or 
condition  of  children  visited  by  the  agents  of  the   Depart-

ment  of  In-Door  Poor,  the  location  of  children  in  families 
and  at  board,  the  movement  of  the  several  classes  of  children 
subject  to  visitation,  the  number  of  visits  to  wards  and 
special  reports,  the  disposal  of  cases  of  indigent  and  neg- 
lected children  and  juvenile  offenders,  —  all  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  In-Door  Poor, — and  a  summary  of  infants  under 
two  years  of  age  reported  to  the  Department  of  Out-Door 
Poor,  and  deaths  of  infants  by  ages.

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The  State  Out-Door  Poor. 

In  addition  to  his  duties  relating  to  foundlings  and  des- 
titute infants,  the  Superintendent  of  Out-Door  Poor  is 
charged  with  the  administration  of  the  laws  concerning  the 
sick  State  poor  of  cities  and  towns,  including  those  ill  with 
dangerous  diseases ;  the  State  poor  whose  wives  have  local 
settlements  ;  and  the  State  poor  who  need  temporary  relief. 

The  Department  has  received,  during  the  official  year, 
from  228  cities  and  towns,  9,447  notices,  on  account  of 
24,70(3  persons.  Of  these  notices,  5,499,  covering  8,242 
individuals,  were  on  account  of  persons  too  sick  to  be  re- 
moved;  (including  84  notices,  covering  41G  individuals,  on 
account  of  persons  sick  with  dangerous  diseases;)  777 
notices,  covering  3,457  persons,  were  for  wife  settlement 
cases;  2,978  notices,  covering  12,814  persons,  were  for 
temporary  aid  and  transportation  ;  and  193  notices  were  for 
infants.  Of  the  total  number  of  notices,  1,(342,  covering 
5,930  persons,  were  in  cases  on  account  of  which  a  previous 
notice  had  been  received  during  the  year. 

Cases  of  Sick  Slate  Poor, 

The  number  of  notices  received  during  the  year,  under 
Public  Statutes,  Chapter  86,  Section  25,  in  cases  of  persons 
whose  health  wouJd  be  endangered  by  removal,  or  who  were 
infected  with  diseases  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  was 
5,499.  These  notices  were  sent  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor 
of  185  cities  and  towns,  and  covered  8,242  persons,  of  whom 
5,656  were  represented  as  too  ill  to  be  removed.  This  num- 
ber of  notices  shows  a  decrease  of  198,  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  or  about  3.5  per-cent.  The  largest  number 
of  notices  received  in  any  one  month  was  782,  in  January; 
and  the  smallest  384,  in  February.  The  number  of  persons 
actually  supported  shows  a  decrease  compared  with  the  pre- 
vious year  of  879,  and  of  persons  actually  sick  and  requir- 
ing medical   attendance,  of  191. 

Of  these  5,499  notices,  3,118,  or  about  57  per-cent  of 
the  whole  number,  were  from  Boston,  viz  :  2,842  from  the 
Boston    City    Hospital,  116   from   the  Carney  Hospital,  98 
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from  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Institutions,  24  from  the 
Charclon  Street  Home,  and  the  remainder,  38,  on  account  of 
persons  supported  at  their  homes. 

The  number  of  visits  made  by  officers  of  this  Department 
in  the  investigation  of  these  5,499  notices  was  8,807.  As  a 
result  of  their  investigations  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  were 
directed  to  discontinue  aid  in  532  cases,  —  394  in  conse- 
quence of  the  recovery  of  the  patient  sufficiently  to  permit 
his  removal,  and  in  the  other  138  cases  for  other  reasons 
manifest  to  the  visitor.  In  424  cases  all  aid  was  refused  ; 
in  343  cases  because  at  the  time  the  application  for  aid  was 
made,  the  patient  could  have  been  removed  without  danger, 
and  in  the  other  81  cases  for  other  evident  reasons.  4,426 
new  cases,  on  which  notice  was  never  before  received,  were 
investigated  by  the  visitors  of  the  Department,  and  in  134 
cases  settlements  were  found,  covering  272  persons.  Among 
those  reported  as  sick,  there  were  276  deaths. 

Cases  of  Diseases  Dangerous  to  Public  Health, 

Of  the  5,499  notices  previously  stated  as  received  in 
regard  to  the  Sick  State  Poor,  84  were  on  account  of  "  dis- 
eases dangerous  to  the  public  health,"  covering  416  persons 
and  184  patients.  These  notices  were  from  36  cities  and 
towns;  31  being  for  cases  of  scarlet  fever;  39  for  diph- 
theria ;  7  for  measles  ;  2  for  scarlatina  and  5  for  typhoid 
fever.     Eight  settlements  were  found,  covering  31  persons. 

Cases  of  Wife  Settlement, 

The  number  of  notices  received  under  Public  Statutes, 
Chapter  ^Q),  Section  30,  in  cases  of  poor  and  indigent 
persons,  where  the  wife  has  a  legal  settlement  in  some  city 
or  town  of  the  Commonwealth,  but  the  husband  is  a  State 
pauper,  was  777,  from  63  cities  and  towns,  covering  3,457 
persons,  of  whom  338  were  sick.  These  figures  show  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  notices,  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  of  424,  or  about  35.3  per-ccnt.  Of  these 
777  notices,  478  were  from  the  city  of  Boston.  348  new 
cases,  on  which  notice  was  never  before  received,  were  inves- 
tigated by  the  agents  of  the  Department  and  8  settlements 
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were  found,  and  2,480  persons  were  acknowledged  as  set- 
tled, so  that  the  whole  number  aided  by  the  State  w^as 
7G9,  of  whom  219  were  sick.  The  number  of  visits  made 
in  these  cases  was  909.  As  a  result  of  these  visits,  the  local 
authorities  were  advised  to  render  no  aid  in  15  cases,  and 
to  discontinue  aid  in  12  cases. 


Cases  of  Temporary  Aid. 

The  total  number  of  notices  received  under  Public  Stat- 
utes, Chapter  84,  Section  18,  for  temporary  aid  to  poor  per- 
sons having  no  lawful  settlements  within  the  State  was 
2,978,  covering  12,814  persons,  from  162  cities  and  towns. 
The  largest  number  of  notices  received  in  any  one  month 
was  507,  in  January;  the  smallest  was  117,  in  July.  The 
whole  number  shows  a  decrease  as  compared  with  the  pre- 
ceding year  of  2,960,  or  about  49  per-cent.  724  of  these 
notices,  or  about  24.3  per-cent  were  received  from  the  City 
of  Boston.  The  number  of  visits  made  under  these  notices 
was  3,213.  1,231  new  cases,  on  which  notice  was  never 
before  received,  were  investigated  by  the  officers  of  the  De- 
partment, and  117  settlements  were  found,  covering  433  per- 
sons. As  a  result  of  visitation,  aid  was  discontinued  in  370 
cases,  aid  was  refused  in  132  cases,  and  in  53  cases,  involv- 
ing 126  persons,  directions  were  given  that  no  aid  be  ren- 
dered, except  at  the  State  Almshouse. 

The  number  of  those  asking  for  temporary  aid  is  much 
smaller  than  last  year.  For  the  twelve  months  ending  Sep- 
tember 30,  1894,  the  temporary  aid  notices  received  covered 
26,325  persons;  for  the  same  period  ending  September  30, 
1895,  the  notices  covered  only  12,814,  or  less  than  one-half 
as  many.  AVhile  it  is  gratifying  to  find  that  a  smaller  num- 
ber of  persons  have  been  obliged  to  apply  for  out-door  relief, 
this  number  is  still  large,  and  must  be  farther  reduced  by 
the  most  rigid  oversight  and  the  most  careful  and  intelligent 
study  of  each  case.  Overseers  of  the  Poor  are  very  lenient 
in  cases  where  the  expense  is  to  be  paid  by  the  State,  and  it 
must  be  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  see  that  the  law  is  strictly 
enforced.  The  statute  now  allows  a  weekly  stipend,  not 
exceeding  $5  per  week,  to  be  given  for  8  weeks,  and,  by  an 
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adroit  appeal  for  a  renewal  of  this,  many  an  idle  or  intem- 
perate man  is  able  to  live  through  the  winter  in  comparative 
comfort  and  without  effort  on  his  part ;  when,  had  the  alter- 
native been  a  season  at  the  State  Almshouse,  he  would  have 
been  less  ready  to  apply  for  help.  It  is  urged  that  it  is 
cheaper  to  help  along  a  family  in  this  way  than  to  send 
them  to  the  Almshouse,  and  it  is  a  disagreeable  thing  to 
refuse  such  aid,  arousing  much  ill-advised  sympathy;  but 
the  moral  effect  of  one  decided  step  in  this  direction,  both 
on  the  individual  and  the  community,  is  untold.  Once 
make  it  less  easy  and  pleasant  to  receive  public  relief,  and 
the  number  of  sturdy  applicants  is  proportionately  reduced. 
Now  that  the  improved  financial  conditions  have  made  the 
number  of  the  unemployed  less  numerous,  let  us  look  to  it 
that  a  mistaken  charity  does  not  again  swell  their  ranks. 

Included  in  the  cases  of  persons  to  whom  temporary  aid 
was  rendered,  were  359  who,  at  their  own  request,  were 
furnished  transportation  to  places  out  of  the  State,  directly 
through  the  Department  in  Boston.  In  addition  to  these,  a 
considerable  number  were  also  sent  from  other  cities  and 
towns.  During  the  year,  bills  for  the  transportation  of  904 
persons  were  allowed.  Of  these  904,  174  were  sent  to 
European  Countries,  —  350  to  Canada  and  other  British 
Provinces,  and  380  to  other  States.  The  average  cost  was 
$6.88  each.

In  this  connection  it  may  be  remarked  that  this  total  of 
1,342  is  14  less  than  the  corresponding  total  for  the  previous 
year,  notwithstanding  that  that  whole  number  of  inmates  of 
these  institutions  September  30,  1895  was  161  greater  than 
it  was  September  30,  1894. 

Of  the  2,469  removed,  401  were  insane.  Of  the  latter, 
all  but  12,  or  389,  were  sent  out  of  the  State;  139  of  them 
to  other  States  and  250  out  of  the  country. 

Of  those  removed  to  other  States,  29  were  sent  to  Maine, 
17  to  New  Hampshire,  10  to  Vermont,  12  to  Rhode  Island, 
13  to  Connecticut,  26  to  New  York,  9  to  New  Jersey,  7  to 
Pennsylvania,  1  to  Maryland,  1  to  Virginia,  1  to  Georgia,  4 
to  Illinois,  2  to  Michigan,  1  to  Nebraska,  1  to  Kansas,  2  to 
California,  3  to  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Of  those  removed  to  other  countries,  9  were  sent  to  New 
Brunswick,  21  to  Nova  Scotia,  2  to  Cape  Breton,  4  to  Prince 
E  I  ward  Island,  1  to  Newfoundland,  26  to  Canada,  4  to  the 
Azores,  1  to  the  West  Indies,  30  to  England,  84  to  Ireland,

to  AVales,  12  to  Germany,  2  to  France,  8  to  Italy,  5  to  Aus- 
tria, 11  to  Russia. 
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Settlement  Work. 

The  settlement  laws  of  the  state  are  somewhat  peculiar  in 
their  character,  and  a  clear  understanding  of  them,  with  the 
judicial  decisions  upon  them,  involves  no  little  study  and 
experience.  The  investigation  and  determination  of  ques- 
tions of  settlement,  and  consequent  liability  for  support,  as 
between  the  Commonwealth  and  its  cities  and  towns,  as  be- 
tween this  State  and  other  States  of  the  Union,  and,  again, 
as  between  the  State  and  foreio^n  nations,  eno^a^^es  the  con- 
stant  attention  of  some  of  the  Board's  most  efficient  and 
diligent  agents.

The  State  Reform  Schools. 

During  the  session  of  the  last  Legislature,  a  bill  was 
introduced  providing  for  the  establishment  of  an  unpaid 
board  of  Trustees,  who  should  have  the  care  of  all  the 
children  hitherto  under  the  charge  of  the  State  Board  of 
Lunacy  and  Charity.  It  w^as  opposed  by  the  State  Board 
for  economic  reasons,  and  also  on  the  ground  that  the  work 
was  already  being  so  efficiently  and  satisfactorily  performed 
by  the  existing  Board,  that  its  merit  was  acknowledged 
throughout  the  country  and   abroad.     After   a    protracted 
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hearinijf  before  the  Committee  on  Pul)lic  Charitable  Insti- 
tutions, no  meml)er  of  the  Committee  apparently  favoring 
the  bill,  a  substitute  bill  was  re[)orted,  which,  after  certain 
amendments,  became  a  law,  as  follows  ; 

[Chap.  428  ] 

An  Act  relative  to  children  in  the  care  of  the  state. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  state  primary  school  at  Monson  shall  on  the 
first  Monday  \n  July  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five 
cease  to  exist. 

Section  2.  The  trustees  of  the  state  primary  and  reform  schools 
shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Trustees  of  the  Lyman  and  Indus- 
trial Schools,  and  shall  retain  all  their  present  trusts,  rights,  powers 
and  duties,  except  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  affected  by  the  state 
primary  school  ceasing  to  exist. 

Section  3.  The  trustees  of  the  Lyman  and  industrial  schools 
shall  have  the  power  to  release  on  probation,  and,  with  or  without 
indenture  to  place  any  of  the  children  in  their  custody  in  their 
usual  homes,  or  in  any  situation  or  family  which  has  been  investi- 
gated and  approved  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  said  trustees  and 
in  accordance  with  existing  laws  ;  and  said  trustees  may  employ 
agents  for  investigating  places  and  for  visiting  children,  and  im- 
mediately on  placing  such  children  shall  furnish  the  state  board 
of  lunacy  and  charity  with  the  name  of  each  child  so  placed,  and 
the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  to  whose  care  such  child  is 
intrusted. 

Section  4.  The  custody  of  all  children  committed  to  the  Lyman 
school  for  boys,  or  to  the  state  industrial  school  for  girls,  shall  be 
and  remain  with  said  trustees  ;  and  said  trustees  may  at  any  time, 
until  the  expiration  of  the  commitment,  resume  the  personal  care 
and  possession  of  children  released  on  probation  or  previously 
transferred  to  the  state  primary  school,  and  may  recall  them  to 
the  school  to  which  they  were  originally  committed  ;  and  all  chil- 
dren committed  to  either  the  Lyman  or  the  state  industrial  schools 
shall  be  committed  until  they  attain  respectively  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  Monday  in 
July  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five.  \_Approved 
May  29,  1895.'] 

The  policy  of  the  Board,  as  indicated  in  its  recent  Annual 
Reports,  of  separating  the  two  classes  of  juvenile  offenders 
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and  indigent  and  neglected  children  in  the  State  Primary 
School,  by  the  gradual  withdrawal  of  the  latter  class  from 
the  School,  naturally  and  almost  inevitably  resulted  in  the 
Legislative  action  of  last  year  abolishing  the  School.  Of 
the  88  children  in  the  State  Primary  School  on  the  first 
of  April,  1895,  there  were  17  who  had  been  transferred 
from  the  Lyman  School,  65  other  juvenile  offenders,  4  de- 
pendent children  and  2  neglected  children.  Before  the 
closing  of  the  School,  10  of  the  number  transferred  from 
the  Lyman  School  were  returned  to  that  School,  and  two  of 
the  other  juvenile  oflenders  were  committed  to  it ;  and  later 
all  the  rest  of  the  88  were  either  placed  in  their  homes  or 
provided  for  in  other  families,  excepting  one  who  escaped 
from  the  Board's  custody.  The  present  disposition  of  the 
classes  of  children  heretofore  cared  for  temporarily  in  the 
State  Primary  School  is  indicated  on  pages  17  and  18  of 
this  Report.

Of  the  167  boys  committed  during  the  past  year,  3  were 
eight  yrs.  old,  10  were  ten  yv^.  old,  18  eleven  years,  26 
twelve  years,  43  thirteen  years,  62  fourteen  years,  5  fifteen 
years,  and  2  of  unknown  age  ;  Q^  of  them  were  committed  for 
larceny  ;  37  for  stubbornness,  45  for  breaking,  entering  and 
larceny,  and  the  rest  for  other  offences.  72  boys  were 
placed  on  probation  with  their  parents,  and  98  in  other 
families. 

In  this  School  the  numbers  have  increased,  and  the  houses 
are  somewhat  crowded,  as  the  Trustees  adhere  to  their  policy 
of  retaining  boys  in  the  institution  for  an  average  period  of 
nearly  two  years.  Many  of  the  boys  so  held  are  sixteen  or 
seventeen  years  of  age,  and  should  be  earning  their  living. 
The  Board  has  several  times  called  the  attention  of  the 
Trustees  to  the  importance  of  a  more  thorough  supervision 
of  the  boys  in  the  dormitories  at  night,  and  to  the  unde- 
sirable results  of  too  long  continued  work  in  the  laundry 
and  at  the  sewing  machine.  Although  the  boys  appear  to 
be  in  good  physical  condition,  their  diet,  while  good  in 
quality,  does  not  seem  to  be  entirely  satisfactory,  as  is  indi- 
cated  by  the  cases  and  kinds   of  illness   reported,  which, 
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however  slight  in  themselves,  seem  to  indicate  an  imperfect 
nutrition. 

The  real  secret  of  success,  not  only  in  a  School  like  this, 
but  in  all  education,  is  the  study  of  the  individual ;  and  with 
so  fine  an  instance  of  the  application  of  this  principle  as  the 
Industrial  School  offers,  the  Board  commends  to  the  Trus- 
tees the  establishment  of  simihir  conditions  at  the  Lyman 
School. 

The  Trustees  have  recently  purchased  a  farm  with  build- 
ings in  the  town  of  Berlin,  to  be  "  managed  as  an  outlying 
cottage  of  the  Lyman  School."  This  action  of  the  Trustees 
appears  to  be  entirely  without  authority  of  law,  the  boys 
received  into  the  Institution  at  Westborou^h  being:  com- 
mitted  by  the  courts  after  judicial  conviction  and  for  alleged 
violation  of  law.  The  limits  or  boundaries  of  the  School  at 
Westborough,  within  which  all  persons  sentenced  to  it  shall 
be  held  and  detained,  unless  placed  out  or  released  there- 
from, are  clearly  fixed  by  law.  The  attempt  to  enlarge  the 
boundaries  or  limits  of  the  Institution  by  purchase  or  addi- 
tion of  any  land  other  than  that  authorized  by  the  Legislature 
to  be  acquired  by  the  Institution  for  its  purposes  must  be 
considered  illegal.  The  question  of  how  far  the  boys  of  the 
School  now  held  in  restraint  at  the  house  ai  Berlin  are 
legally  held  may  at  any  time  be  presented  by  any  person 
concerned,  for  judicial  determination.  The  Institution  un- 
questionably needed  an  additional  building,  but  there  seems 
to  be  no  good  reason  for  placing  such  a  building  at  so  great 
a  distance  from  the  School  itself.

Of  the  72  commitments  during  the  year,  39  were  for  stub- 
bornness, 13  for  idle  and  disorderly  conduct,  11  for  larceny, 
one  for  fornication,  2  for  drunkenness,  2  for  lewdness,  2  for 
night-walking,  and  2  for  vagrancy  and  idleness.  Of  the 
girls  outside  the  School,  but  in  its  custody,  47  were  with 
relatives  on  probation,  118  in  other  families,  11  at  school, 
and  39  married.  Of  those  who,  during  the  year,  passed 
out  of  the  care  of  the  State,  the  conduct  of  75  per  cent,  is 
reported  good. 

In  regard  to  the  management  of  this  School  the  Board  can 
do  little  more  than  repeat  its  high  commendation  of  former 
years.  No  institution  is  perfect,  but  it  would  be  difficult 
to  qualify  praise  of  this  one.  The  absolute  competency 
of  the  Superintendent,  and  her  full  understanding  of  the 
requirements  of  the  situation,  leave  almost  nothing  to  be 
desired  in  the  methods  pursued  here,  the  excellence  of  which 
is  proved  by  their  results.  The  girls  are  each  made  a  sepa- 
rate study  from  the  time  of  their  admission  ;  and  so  far  as 
may  be,  each  one  is  treated  according  to  her  previous  expe- 
rience, her  inclinations,  her  habits,  and  her  needs.  The 
girls  enter  the  Institution  more  or  less  vitiated  by  the  atmos- 
phere in  which  they  have  lived,  and  the  acquaintances  which 
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they  have  formed,  and  many  of  them  are  the  subjects  of 
inborn  or  early  acquired  evil  tendencies  ;  and  so  thoroughly 
does  the  Superintendent  understand  the  necessity  of  availing 
herself  to  the  utmost  of  the  opportunities  the  School  offers 
her,  that  from  the  outset  she  secures  a  certain  separation  and 
seclusion  of  the  inmates,  not  only  by  the  classification,  ac- 
cording to  character,  of  the  different  families  into  which  the 
school  is  divided,  but  by  the  constant  watchfulness  exercised 
over  each  separate  member  of  every  family.  All  this  is 
done  easily,  without  undue  show  of  authority,  without  any 
irritating  system  oi  espionage;  almost  as  quietly  and  almost 
as  easily  as  a  good  mother  would  manage  her  own  daughters. 
The  Board  would  indulge  in  no  extravagant  encomium,  but 
it  is  persuaded  that  so  admirable  an  example  of  institution 
management  and  discipline  should  be  widely  known  and 
followed. 

The  buildings  of  the  Institution  are  all  good  and  well  kept, 
the  style  of  living  is  plain,  simple  and  a  fit  preparation  for 
the  future  life  of  the  inmates,  —  house-work,  school-work, 
farm-work,  occupations  and  amusements  of  various  kinds 
being  happily  blended.  Much  ingenuity  is  shown  in  pro- 
viding, largely  from  the  products  of  the  garden  and  farm, 
and  at  comparatively  small  expense,  a  simple,  nutritious  and 
varied  diet. 

The  last  new  building,  the  Richardson  Cottage,  is  beauti- 
fully built,  well  heated,  lighted,  and  ventilated,  and  all  the 
interior  arrangements  are  of  the  best.  But  it  must  be  added 
that  in  its  construction  and  furnishing  there  is  shown,  for 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  School,  a  tendency  in  the 
direction  of  too  great  expenditure  and  too  elaborate  appoint- 
ments ;  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  any  change  should  have 
been  made  from  the  old  standard  of  plainness  and  simplicity 
which  has  always  been  one  of  the  distinguishing  features  of 
this  home-like  institution.

Number  of  maternity  cases  during  the  year,  78  confinements,  81  births. 
Number  of  illegitimate  births  during  the  year,  58. 
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The  number  admitted  during  the  year,  3,071,  was  a  de- 
crease of  573  from  the  previous  year.  The  largest  number 
present  was  1,411  on  March  9th  and  10th ;  the  weekly  aver- 
age was  1,167,  or  50  less  than  the  previous  year.  Over  90 
per  cent,  of  the  persons  admitted  were  treated  in  the  hos- 
pitals. Of  the  221  deaths,  28  were  among  the  insane. 
Among  the  diseases  treated  were  253  of  syphilis.  In  the  78 
maternity  cases,  20  of  the  mothers  were  born 'in  Ireland,  6 
in  England,  26  in  other  foreign  countries,  and  26  in  the 
United  States.  The  women  in  the  pauper  department  manu- 
factured 18,856  articles  during  the  year,  and  the  women  ia 
the  insane  ward  9,551  articles. 

This  Institution  is  at  the  same  time  an  asylum  for  paupers,  a 
hospital  with  a  maternity  ward,  and  a  ward  for  the  chronic 
insane  ;  and  it  may  fairly  be  said  of  it  that  each  separate  por- 
tion is  in  almost  as  satisfactory  a  condition  as  if  the  Institu- 
tion were  set  apart  for  that  purpose  alone.  The  paupers  are 
well  cared  for ;  the  lunatic  ward  is  a  model ;  the  women  are 
well  treated,  do  a  great  amount  of  sewing  and  other  work, 
and  have  ample  airing  courts,  where  in  warm  weather  they 
are  free  to  sun  themselves,  and  lie  on  the  grass,  and  take 
their  ease  under  the  best  of  conditions.  The  maternity 
ward,  although  larger  accommodations  might  be  desirable, 
is  fully  up  to  the  level  of  the  well-known  McLean  St. 
Lying-in  Hospital ;  and  the  hospital  proper  is  everything 
that  can  be  asked  for.  The  kitchen  management,  too,  is 
admirable,  the  food  being  of  good  quality  and  well  prepared. 
There  are  good  rooms  for  pathological,  bacteriological  and 
surgical  work,  and  the  records  are  well  kept.  And  all  this 
is  due,  not  only  to  the  activity  and  interest  of  an  efficient 
Board  of  Trustees,  but  to  the  Superintendent.  There  are 
not  the  same  opportunities  in  this  Institution  for  the  study 
of  insanity  as  in  the  ordinary  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  but 
the  requisite  qualifications  of  a  trained  physician  and  a  good 
business  manager  are  found  here  in  one  man,  whose  mind 
is  sufficiently  broad  to  grasp  the  requirements  of  the  whole 
situation,  to  treat  all  these  various  classes  of  inmates,  it 
may  almost  be  said,  in  the  best  way  possible  for  each,  and 
to  (^fovcrn  the  entire  Institution  with  an  even  rule  ;  and  it  is 
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all  accomplished  with  due  regard  to  economy  and  with  ready 
accommodation  to  every  changing  circumstance. 

Few  persons  would  recognize  in  the  present  substantial 
brick  buildings  the  old  Institution  of  fifteen  years  ago;  and 
one  would  look  in  vain  for  the  old  objectionable  features. 
Very  little  of  the  original  Institution  now  remains.  Farther 
improvements  are  in  contemplation.

Classification  of  discharges:  Deaths,  59;  Removals,  1,349;  Total,  1,408. 
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The  population  of  this  Institution  is  made  up  of  three 
classes,  viz.,  paupers,  prisoners,  and  so-called  criminal  in- 
sane. At  the  end  of  the  oflScial  year  there  were  52  less 
paupers  than  at  the  beginning,  and  4  less  insane,  while  the 
number  of  prisoners  had  increased  from  465  to  574.  The 
largest  number  of  all  classes  during  the  year  was  1,203,  the 
smallest  887  and  the  average  1,002,  the  corresponding  fig- 
ures for  the  previous  year  being  1,205,  757,  and  947.  The 
largest  number  of  admissions  in  any  one  month  was  214  in 
the  month  of  January,  out  of  a  total  of  1,461  for  the  year. 
Of  the  59  deaths  during  the  year,  19  were  from  phthisis, 
and  5  from  pneumonia.  Among  the  1,070  prisoners  received, 
795  were  classed  as  drunkards,  133  as  vagrants,  and  132  as 
tramps;  278  of  them  had  been  admitted  previously,  viz., 
163  for  the  second-time,  50  for  the  third,  25  for  the  fourth, 
15  for  the  fifth,  12  for  the  sixth,  4  for  the  seventh,  one  for  the 
eighth,  4  for  the  ninth,  one  for  the  eleventh,  2  for  the  twelfth, 
one  for  the  fourteenth.  Of  the  sentences,  672  were  for  six 
months,  and  233  for  one  year,  the  rest  for  periods  varying 
from  3  to  24  months.  Of  the  1,461  persons  admitted,  393 
were  born  in  Massachusetts,  265  in  other  parts  of  the  United 
States,  438  in  Ireland,  106  in  England,  105  in  the  British 
Provinces,  41  in  Scotland,  20  in  Germany,  19  in  Sweden, 
14  in  Africa,  8  in  Poland,  7  in  Italy,  6  in  France,  and  the 
rest  in  other  foreign  countries. 

The  Legislature  of  1895  passed  the  following  Act. 

[Chap.  390  ] 

An  Act  to  establish  an  asylum  for  insane  criminals  at 
briugewater  and  to  regulate  commitments  and  removals 
to  the  same. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  So  much  of  the  hospital  and  almshouse  depart- 
ments of  the  state  farm  at  Bridgewater  as  was  established  for  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  insane  men,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  two  hundred  and  nineteen  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-six,  chapter  eighty-nine  of  the  resolves  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  and  chapter  forty-eight 
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of  the  resolves  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
shall  hereafter  be  known  as  The  State  Asylum  for  Insane  Crimi- 
nals, and  shall  be  so  designated. 

Skction  2.  The  superintendent  of  the  state  farm,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  trustees,  shall  appoint  a  physician  as  medical 
director  of  the  said  asylum,  and  shall  fix  his  salary.  Said  director 
shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  the  inmates  of  the  asylum  and 
shall  govern  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
approved  by  the  trustees. 

Section  3.  The  insane  male  persons  mentioned  in  sections 
ten,  twelve  and  fourteen  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-two 
of  the  Public  Statutes  and  chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five  shall  here- 
after be  removed  to  said  asylum  for  insane  criminals,  instead  of 
to  a  state  lunatic  hospital. 

Section  4.  The  description  of  insane  male  persons  mentioned 
in  section  fifteen  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirteen  and  sections 
sixteen,  nineteen  and  twenty  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  fourteen 
of  the  Public  Statutes  may  be  hereafter  committed  or  removed  to 
the  asylum  for  insane  criminals,  instead  of  to  a  state  lunatic 
hospital  as  therein  provided,  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  court 
said  insane  persons  are  criminals  or  have  been  vicious  in  their 
lives. 

Section  5.  The  state  board  of  lunacy  and  charity  is  hereby 
authorized  to  transfer  to  and  from  tht  state  lunatic  hospitals  and 
the  asylum  for  insane  criminals  any  of  the  description  of  i)ersons 
mentioned  in  this  act,  whenever,  in  its  judgment,  such  transfer 
will  insure  a  better  classification  of  insane  criminals. 

Section  6.  The  insane  persons  heretofore  transferred  to  said 
hospital  and  almshouse  dei)artmeuts  and  held  therein  in  accordance 
with  existing  law  shall  be  held  in  said  asylum  as  though  removed 
thereto  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  state  board  of 
lunacy  and  charity  may  hereafter  transfer  and  commit  thereto  any 
inmate  of  a  state  lunatic  hospital,  of  the  Worcester  insane  asylum, 
or  of  the  state  farm,  of  the  description  of  persons  mentioned  in 
chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-one  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-four ;  aud  the  provisions  contained  in  section 
two  of  said  chapter,  relative  to  the  return  of  such  persons  to  the 
prison  or  other  institution  to  which  they  were  originally  committed, 
shall  apply  to  all  persons  removed  to  the  asylum  for  insane  crimi- 
nals under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  7.  Section  twenty-one  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
fourteen  of  the  Public  Statutes  is   hereby  amended  by  inserting 
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after  the  word  "  hospital",  in  the  first  line,  the  words  :  —  or  to  the 
state  asylum  for  insane  criminals,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  — 
Section  21.  Any  person  committed  to  a  state  lunatic  hospital  or 
to  the  state  asylum  for  insane  criminals  under  the  preceding  sec- 
tion may  be  discharged  therefrom  by  the  governor,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  when  he  is  satisfied,  after 
a  hearing  of  the  matter,  tliat  such  person  may  be  discharged  with- 
out danger  to  others.     \_Approved  May  17 ^  ISOo. 

In  accordiince  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  the  Superin- 
tendent appointed  Dr.  Arthur  H.  Harrington  medical  di- 
rector of  the  Asylum. 

The  present  condition  of  the  State  Farm  furnishes  a  marked 
instance  of  the  truth  that  an  Institution  is  largely  what  the 
man  at  its  head  makes  it.  The  Superintendent  is  a  man  of 
great  capacity  for  doing  various  kinds  of  work,  and  his 
personal  influence  is  felt  throughout  every  part  of  the  estab- 
lishment. The  management  is  admirable  in  all  respects,  and 
the  buildino^s  are  in  <jood  condition.  The  Trustees  have 
recently^  established  the  following  Board  of  consulting  phy- 
sicians to  the  Asylum  :  Dr.  Walter  Channing,  Dr.  George 
F.  Jelly,  Dr.  Philip  C.  Knapp,  Dr.  Henry  R.  Stedman.

The  average  number  for  the  year  was  922,  —  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  Institution.  In  addition  to  the  83 
discharged  as  recovered,  82  were  discharged  as  much  im- 
proved, and  65  as  improved.  Of  the  recoveries,  34  had 
alcoholic  insanity,  20  acute  mania,  13  recurrent  mania,  and 
7  acute  melancholia ;  2^  of  them  had  been  insaae  less  than 
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one  month  before  admission,  16  less  than  three  months,  and 
6  less  than  six  months.  The  whole  duration  of  insanity  in 
63  per  cent,  of  those  who  recovered  did  not  exceed  one 
year.  Of  the  111  who  died,  23  died  of  general  paralysis, 
13  of  phthisis,  and  10  of  senile  dementia.  Among  the 
probable  causes  of  insanity  in  persons  admitted  during  the 
year,  intemperance  is  assigned  in  93  cases,  heredity  in  42, 
senility  in  28,  ill  health  in  20,  epilepsy  in  18,  worry  in  13. 

The  new  farm  building  has  been  completed  and  opened  for 
use.  The  lower  part  of  it  is  intended  for  the  occupancy  of 
the  farmer  and  his  family  and  the  necessary  hired  help. 
The  two  upper  stories  are  for  the  use  of  about  50  male 
patients  with  their  attendants,  who  are  employed  on  the 
farm  or  about  the  grounds.  The  building  is  one  of  the  best 
of  its  kind,  admirably  arranged  and  economically  con- 
structed. 

Acknowledging  that  "  it  has  been  a  cause  of  reproach  to 
the  Lunatic  Hospitals  of  Massachusetts  as  well  as  those  of 
other  States,  that  they  are  little  more  than  enormous  board- 
inof-houses  for  the  care  of  the  insane  (well  manao^ed  boardinoj- 
houses  it  is  admitted)  but  accomplishing  little  for  the 
advancement  of  medical  and  pathological  science  ",  the  Trus- 
tees have  decided  to  add  to  the  medical  staff  of  the  Hospital 
a  pathologist  and  specialist  in  nervous  diseases,  and  have 
secured  the  services  of  Dr.  Adolph  Meyer,  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Zurich,  and  for  the  last  three  years  resident 
pathologist  at  the  Insane  Hospital  at  Kankakee,  Illinois, 
and  also  docent  in  neurology  at  the  University  of  Chicago. 
Besides  directing  the  pathological  work,  Dr.  ]\leyer  will  give 
stated  clinical  instruction  and  general  counsel  and  assistance 
to  the  assistant  physicians.  He  has  already  entered  upon 
the  performance  of  his  duties. 

In  matters  of  order,  cleanliness,  and  thorough  discipline 
among  the  nurses  and  attendants,  this  Institution  leaves 
little  to  be  desired.  It  continues  a  good  example  of  hos- 
pital management.

ClaBsification  of  discharges:  Recoveries  of  insane,  80;  Deaths,  78;  Discharged  by 
transfer,  38;  Other  removals,  149;  Total,  345. 

The  largest  number  in  the  hospital  at  any  one  time  was 
858,  the  smallest  number  was  781,  and  the  daily  average 
was  817.  In  addition  to  the  80  patients  discharged  as  re- 
covered, 32  were  discharged  as  much  improved,  and  57  as 
improved.  Of  the  80  recoveries,  17  had  acute  mania,  and 
20  acute  melancholia;  41  of  them  had  been  insane  less  than 
one  month  before  their  commitment,  16  less  than  three 
months,  8  less  than  six  months,  and  2  less  than  twelve 
months.  The  whole  duration  of  insanity  in  82'^  per  cent,  of 
those  who  recovered  did  not  exceed  one  year.  Among  the 
deaths,  14  were  from  phthisis,  and  10  from  paresis.  Among 
the  probable  causes  of  insanity  of  the  patients  admitted, 
intemperance  is  assigned  in  48  cases,  heredity  in  26,  epilepsy 
in  17,  senility  in  11. 

The  infirmary  buildings  for  men  and  women  are  models 
of  their  kind,  more  especially  in  matters  of  ventilation 
and  heating.  A  training-school  for  nurses  has  recently 
been  established.  The  airing-courts  provided  for  both  sum- 
mer and  winter  use  are  especially  to  be  noted  and  com- 
mended. It  is  worthy  of  mention  that  no  suicide  has 
occurred  in  this  institution  for  eight  years.  Especial 
attention  is  given  to  the  matter  of  occupation  and  enter- 
tainments for  the  patients.  The  fatherly  influence  of  the 
Superintendent  continues  to  make  itself  felt  throughout  all 
parts  of  the  Hospital. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  there  is  not  more  opportunity 
for  farm  work  for  the  men,  and  the  Board  would  regard  with 
favor  the  purchase  of  additional  land  for  this  purpose.

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  was  526.56, — the 
largest  for  any  year  since  the  establishment  of  the  Institu- 
tion. The  largest  number  present  at  any  one  time  was  548  ; 
the  smallest  503.  In  addition  to  the  38  discharged  as 
recovered,  22  were  discharged  as  much  improved,  and  29 
as  improved.  Of  the  recoveries,  6  had  toxic  insanity,  11 
acute  melancholia,  and  18  acute  mania;  21  of  them  had 
been  insane  less  than  one  month  before  admission,  3  less 
than  three  months,  and  7  less  than  six  months.  In  81.6  per 
cent,  of  the  recoveries  the  whole  duration  of  insanity  did  not 
exceed  one  year.  Among  the  deaths,  3  were  from  paresis, 
3  from  heart  disease,  4  from  phthisis,  and  4  from  apoplexy. 
Among  the  admissions,  intemperance  is  assigned  as  the  prob- 
able cause  of  insanity  in  36  cases,  and  heredity  in  16. 

Old  fashioned  ideas  regarding  hospital  management  pre- 
vail here,  and  there  is  little  scientific  study  of  insanity  ;  but 
the  institution  is  an  excellent  home  for  the  insane,  beins: 
well  managed,  with  good  nursing  and  good  policing.  The 
farm  is  a  fine  one,  and  affords  the  patients  varied  and  abun- 
dant diet.  There  were  obtained  from  the  cows,  last  year, 
34,779  gallons  of  milk,  and  there  were  over  $15,000  worth 
of  farm  products. 

The  renovation  of  the  buildings  should  be  finished  within 
another  year;  and,  while  the  outlay  of  money  has  been 
very  large,  and  there  will  be  but  little  increase  of  accom- 
modation for  patients,  the  immense  advantage  of  the  im- 
provements cannot  be  questioned.  Gloomy  corners  and 
dark  passages  are  now  sunny  and  cheerful ;  the  dangerous 
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wooden  staircases  have  been  replaced  by  light  and  airy  iron 
ones,  and  the  system  of  ventilation,  so  far  as  completed,  is 
very  satisfactory.

One  patient  was  discharged  as  recovered,  2  as  much  im- 
proved, and  5  as  improved.  Of  the  41  patients  admitted, 
20  men  and  10  women  were  transferred  from  Worcester 
Lunatic  Hospital,  and  10  women  from  Taunton  Lunatic 
Hospital ;  and  one  woman  was  returned  from  boarding  out. 
Among  the  causes  of  disease  in  these  41,  heredity  is  as- 
signed in  5  cases,  intemperance  in  10,  epilepsy  in  4. 
Among  the  46  patients  who  died,  18  died  from  phthisis, 
3  from  heart  disease,  2  from  Bright's  disease,  2  from 
epilepsy. 

This  Institution  has  to  care  for  a  single  class  of  patients, — 
the  chronic  insane.  Its  situation  in  the  heart  of  the  city  is 
somewhat  unfortunate  ;  patients  have  not  the  same  oppor- 
tunity for  out-door  exercise  as  the  inmates  of  the  other 
establishment  under  the  direction  of  the  same  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  best  use,  however,  is  made  of  the  conditions 
offered,  and  the  Hospital  continues  to  be  in  good  order 
and  under  excellent  management.  It  is  better  equipped 
than  ever  before,  and  work  now  in  progress  will  add  still 
farther  to  its  convenience,  and  somewhat  to  its  capacity.

The  daily  average  of  patients  under  treatment  was  935. 
In  addition  to  the  59  discharged  as  recovered,  40  were  dis- 
charged as  much  improved,  and  60  as  improved.  Of  the  59 
recoveries,  7  had  acute   mania,   16  acute  melancholia,  and 

5  acute  confusional  insanity  ;  38  of  them  had.  been  insane 
less  than  one  month  before  admission,  46  less  than  three 
months,  50  less  than  six  months,  and  53  less  than  twelve 
months.  The  whole  duration  of  insanity  in  85  per  cent,  of 
those  who  recovered  did  not  exceed  one  year.  Among  the 
deaths,   19  were  from  general  paralysis,  32  from  old  age, 

6  from  phthisis,  3  from  epilepsy.  Among  the  admissions, 
intemperance  is  noted  as  the  probable  cause  of  disease  in  52 
cases,  heredity  in  50,  old  age  in  25,  epilepsy  in  11. 

The  absence  of  mechanical  restraint  at  this  Hospital  is 
especially  to  be  noted,  —  the  only  cases  under  restraint  dur- 
ing the  past  year  being  four  surgical  ones,  in  the  male  wards. 
On  the  other  hand,  however,  it  should  be  noted  that  more 
use  is  made  of  padded  rooms  here  than  in  any  other  institu- 
tion in  the  State. 

The  training-school  is  in  the  sixth  year  of  its  existence 
and  is  doing  excellent  work.  The  number  of  physicians  has 
been  increased  by  the  addition  of  Dr.  William  S.  Worcester, 
as  assistant  physician  and  pathologist,  who  will  be  principally 
engaged  in  clinical  and  laboratory  work,  taking  the  service  of 
other  assistants  only  sufficiently  often  to  obtain  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  patients  and  to  become  acquainted  with 
the  more  interestins:  cases.

A  congregate  dining-room  is  to  be  used  for  the  majority  of 
the  patients,  but  the  Board  regards  it  as  still  a  doubtful  matter 
whether  there  are  any  advantages  in  this  system  over  the 
older  methods  of  separate  dining-rooms  for  different  classes 
of  patients.  It  is  certainly  questionable  whether,  with  the 
increased  noise  and  confusion  incident  to  the  congre«:ate 
dining-room,  the  patients  receive  as  much  individual  atten- 
tion, on  the  whole,  as  in  the  comparative  quiet  of  the  smaller 
apartments. 

The  Hospital  is  very  much  overcrowded,  and  the  Trustees 
repeat  their  request  for  legislative  action  providing  for  an 
additional  building  for  acute  cases  ;  but  as  the  completion  of 
the  Medfield  Asylum  will  provide,  it  is  hoped,  in  the  near 
future,  for  a  great  reduction  in  numbers  and  a  better  classifi- 
cation of  those  remaining,  it  may  obviate  the  necessity  of  an 
increase  of  accommodations. 

With  all  the  excellencies  of  this  Institution,  it  must  be 
stated  that  it  is  not  quite  up  to  the  highest  standard  of  neat- 
ness, nor  is  the  individual  study  of  the  patients  carried  to  the 
extent  that  it  is  in  some  of  the  other  Hospitals  in  the  State.

Besides  the  67  patients  discharged  as  recovered,  39  were 
discharged  as  much  improved,  and  26  as  improved.  Of  the 
recoveries,  25  had  acute  melancholia,  and  22  acute  mania  ; 
21  of  them  had  been  insane  less  than  one  month  before 
admission,  15  less  than  three  months,  and  10  less  than  six 
months.  The  whole  duration  of  insanity  in  71  per  cent,  of 
those  who  recovered  did  not  exceed  one  year.  Among  the 
deaths,  10  were  from  general  paralysis,  and  22  from  senile 
dementia.     Among  the  admissions,  intemperance  is  assigned 
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as  the  cause  of  disease  in  13  cases,  senility  in  8,  ill  health  in 
29,  epilepsy  in  4. 

The  Board  is  constrained  to  repeat  essentially  the  opinion 
expressed  in  former  Reports  with  regard  to  the  fi\ilure  of 
this  Hospital  to  come  up  to  the  average  standard  of  the  other 
State  Institutions  for  the  Insane.  With  full  recognition  of 
all  that  has  been  accomplished,  understanding  the  impossi- 
bility of  securing  the  same  conveniences  in  an  old  building, 
however  thoroughly  renovated,  as  could  be  obtained  in  a 
new  one  built  according  to  modern  plans  and  ideas,  and  con- 
gratulating the  Trustees  that  the  Hospital  has  established 
itself  upon  a  paying  basis  and  is  no  longer  applying  to  the 
Commonwealth  for  aid  in  meeting  its  running  expenses, 
it  is  necessary  to  say  that  in  some  of  the  essential  features 
of  a  good  hospital  this  Institution  is  sadly  lacking.  Chief 
among  the  defects  may  be  mentioned  the  noise  and  confu- 
sion which  have  been  repeatedly  noticed  in  some  of  the 
wards,  their  untidy  condition,  the  inefficiency  of  the  nurses, 
and,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  the  injudicious  use  of 
the  "  rest  cure."  The  nurses  are  so  frequently  changed, 
and  new  and  inexperienced  ones  so  often  placed  in  office, 
that,  even  with  the  advantages  of  a  training-school,  there  is 
no  time  to  drill  them  into  sufficient  discipline.  The  Trus- 
tees claim  a  larger  percentage  of  recoveries  than  in  the  other 
Hospitals,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  use  of  the 
word  *'  recovered"  depends  entirely  upon  the  point  of  view, 
and  in  some  instances  where  the  authorities  at  Westborough 
discharge  a  patient  as  "  recovered,"  other  Hospitals  may  dis- 
charge him  as  *'  much  improved"  or  "  improved."  It  should 
be  noted  besides  that  the  percentage  of  recoveries  here  is  based 
upon  the  number  of  alleged  curable  cases,  instead  of  the 
number  of  admissions,  which  is  the  case  at  the  other  hospi- 
tals, and  also  that  the  method  of  diagnosis  followed  is 
apparently  different  from  that  employed  at  the  other  hospitals. 

The  system  of  classitication  of  patients  here  is  unsatisfac- 
tory,—  dements,  acute  and  chronic  cases,  and  even  suicidal 
cases,  being  all  found  together  in  one  ward.  The  congre- 
gate dining-room,  which  has  been  in  use  ever  since  the 
establishment  of  the  Institution,  would  work  more  satisfac- 
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torily  if  a  larger  number  of  the  more  noisy  patients  were 
kept  away  from  it.

This  Institution  remains  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition, 
with  no  material  change  from  that  reported  a  year  ago. 
Patients  continue  to  escape  in  large  numbers  ;  the  character 
of  the  commitments,  while  somewhat  improved,  is  In'  no 
means  up  to  the  proper  standard  ;  the  proportion  of  actual 
cures  is  small ;  and  the  lack  of  occupation  is  still  manifest. 
The  problem  of  the  institutional  care  and  treatment  of  in- 
ebriates is  a  far  orreater  one  than  that  of  the  care  and  treat- 
ment  of  the  insane,  and  it  has  scarcely  begun  to  be  worked 
out. 

If  this  Institution  is  really  to  fultil  its  original  purpose, 
more  efficient  methods  than  the  present  ones  will  evidently 
have  to  be  employed.      More  and  better  provision  should  be 
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made  for  employment  and  occupation  of  various  kinds,  and 
it  is  a  serious  question  wliether  compulsory  labor  should  not 
be  made  an  essential  part  of  the  treatment.  The  number  of 
attendants  should  be  increased,  and,  in  the  absence  of  confin- 
ing walls,  they  should  be  enough  on  the  alert  to  prevent 
escapes,  or  at  least  largely  diminish  their  frequency. 

The  Board  repeats  its  recommendation  of  last  year  that 
the  Act  establishing  this  Hospital  be  amended  in  three  par- 
ticulars. I^irst.  In  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  the  num- 
ber of  the  Trustees  should  be  increased  from  five  to  seven, 
in  order  to  ensure  a  closer  and  more  thorough  supervision 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  on  the  part  of  its  govern- 
ment. Second.  It  appears  advisable  to  repeal  the  provision 
of  the  law  which  authorizes  the  Trustees  to  detain  for  a 
period  of  two  years  patients  committed  to  the  Hospital,  as 
the  provision  is  anomalous  and  clearly  unconstitutional,  and 
gives  to  the  Trustees  an  erroneous  idea  of  their  authority ; 
and  instead  thereof  to  provide  for  absolute  power  of  dis- 
charge, as  at  the  State  Lunatic  Hospitals.  Third.  The 
authority  and  duty  of  the  State  Board,  as  regards  the  matter 
of  inspection  and  supervision  of  the  Hospital  should  be  more 
clearly  defined,  and  it  should  be  provided  that  the  Board 
should  have  the  same  jurisdiction  regarding  the  inmates  of 
this  Institution  as  it  has  with  respect  to  the  inmates  of  the 
State  Lunatic  Hospitals.

During  the  year  nine  inmates  have  been  transferred  from  the  custodial  department  to  the 
Bchool  department. 
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The  admirable  work  done  by  this  Institution  continues, 
and  it  is  a  pity  that  it  cannot  do  more.  It  is  hampered  by 
want  of  accommodations  and  want  of  funds.  The  number 
of  applications  is  still  largely  in  excess  of  the  number  of 
admissions.  During  the  last  year  there  were  164  new  appli- 
cations for  admission,  of  which  only  31  were  received. 
During  the  last  four  years  more  than  500  applications  have 
been  refused  for  want  of  room.  The  Trustees  state  that  if 
the  new  building  for  the  older  male  patients,  which  was 
asked  for  last  year,  could  be  provided,  not  only  could  the 
numbers  be  increased  by  from  75  to  100,  but  a  much  im- 
proved classification  could  be  made.  There  is  also  much 
need  of  a  new  building  for  feeble-minded  women,  of  whom 
there  are  now  75  over  twenty  years  of  age,  all  of  whom  it 
is  desirable  to  keep  apart  from  the  younger  girls.  A  great 
deal  of  work  is  done  by  the  boys,  both  within  the  buildings 
and  on  the  farm.  One  class  of  six  boys  has  done  all  the 
painting  and  varnishing  necessary  to  keep  all  the  buildings 
in  perfect  repair. 

The  two  new  buildings  that  are  suggested  could  be  built, 
furnished,  and  equipped  for  $60,000,  and  the  Board  heartily 
endorses  the  Trustees'  request  that  an  appropriation  be  made 
for  the  purpose.

The  permanent  fund  has  increased  from  $15,866.39  to 
$23,466.39. 

The  number  of  patients  at  the  beginning  of  the  official 
year  was  109,  at  the  end,  105. 

This  Institution  is  certainly  doing  a  fair  amount  of  good 
work,  in  spite  of  the  somewhat  unsatisfactory  construction 
of  the  buildings.  The  Superintendent  deals  largely  with 
epileptic  cases.  The  Board  of  Trustees  is  too  large,  and 
there  is  too  small  a  proportion  of  State  Trustees. 
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Blake  Cottage,  situated  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  Hos- 
pital proper,  but  on  its  grounds,  has  been  opened  for  paying 
patients  ;  it  accommodates  four  or  five  only.  The  money 
appropriated  by  the  last  Legislature  for  fire-proof  walls  and 
tire-escapes  has  been  expended,  and  the  buildings  consider- 
ably improved  thereby. 

The  McLean  Hospital,  Waverly. 
Edward  Cowles,  M.D.,  Superintendent. 

This  is  a  branch  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital, 
a  corporate  Institution.  At  the  beginning  of  the  official 
year  it  contained  181  inmates,  —  82  men  and  99  women; 
admitted  during  the  year,  108,  —  51  men  and  57  women; 
discharged,  153,  —  72  men  and  81  women ;  remaining 
September  30,  1895,  136,  —  61  men  and  75  women.  Of 
those  discharged,  36  were  discharged  as  recovered,  23  as 
much  improved,  and  26  as  improved.  Of  the  136  remain- 
ing at  the  close  of  the  official  year,  128  were  supported 
wholly  or  in    part   by  individuals  and  4    by  the  Hospital. 

The  removal  of  the  entire  Institution  to  the  new  buildings 
and  grounds  at  Waverly  has  recently  been  accomplished ; 
and,  taking  into  consideration  the  fine  situation,  the  beau- 
tiful and  substantial  buildings  and  the  perfectness  of  all  their 
appointments,  the  special  advantages  offered  for  the  scientific 
study  of  insanity,  and  the  thorough  qualification  for  duty, 
not  only  of  the  Superintendent,  but  of  his  whole  force  of 
assistant  physicians,  attendants  and  nurses,  it  is  to  be  doubted 
whether  the  Hospital  has  an  equal,  as  it  certainly  has  not  a 
superior,  anywhere. 

The  Boston  Lunatic  Hospital. 
Theodoue  W.  Fisher,  M.D.,  Superintendent. 

This  is  a  municipal  Institution,  but,  in  common  with  all 
receptacles  for  the  insane  in  the  Commonwealth,  is  subject 
to  visitation  and  inspection  by  the  State  Board.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  official  year  it  contained  455  inmates, — 
199  men  and  256  women  ;  admitted  during  the  year,  167,  — 
85  men  and  82  women;  discharged,  95,  —  48  men  and  47 
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women;  remaining  September  30,  1895,  527,  —  236  men 
and  291  women.  Of  those  discharged,  17  were  discharged 
as  recovered,  10  as  much  improved,  and  7  as  improved. 

This  Institution,  which  is  now  under  the  control  of  a 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Institutions,  has  recently  been 
divided  into  two  distinct  establishments,  one  called  Boston 
Insane  Hospital,  Pierce  Farm  ;  and  the  other,  Boston  Insane 
Hospital,  Austin  Farm;  each  with  its  own  Superintendent. 
The  Austin  Farm  buildings  are  very  unsatisfactory,  although 
they  have  been  somewhat  improved.  The  new  buildings  at 
Pierce  Farm,  erected  at  considerable  expense,  are  by  no 
means  what  they  should  be.  A  great  deal  has  been  effected, 
with  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  money,  at  both  these 
Institutions,  but  much  remains  to  be  done  before  the  insane 
patients  in  the  Boston  Institutions  are  properly  provided  for. 

The  members  of  the  new  Board  are  earnest  and  attentive 
to  their  duties,  giving  much  thought  and  time  to  them. 
They  have  various  plans  under  consideration,  with  regard 
to  the  entire  separation  of  acute  from  chronic  cases,  the 
assumption  by  the  city  of  the  care  of  all  its  own  insane,  and 
other  matters  of  importance,  on  which  the  Board  is  not  at 
present  prepared  to  express  an  opinion. 

The  New  Institutions. 
The  Legislature  of  1892  passed  an  Act  providing  for  the 
building  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum,  and  by  the 
action  of  that  and  succeeding  Legislatures,  the  total  sum  of 
$1,000,000,  in  addition  to  $40,000  for  furnishing,  has  been 
appropriated  for  the  purpose.  The  Asylum  Buildings  are 
now  so  far  completed  that  a  sufficient  number  of  them  to 
accommodate  six  hundred  patients  will  probably  be  ready  for 
opening  early  in  the  coming  Spring.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret 
that  the  buildings  were  not  earlier  ready  for  occupancy.  It 
was  originally  intended  that  as  soon  as  a  few  buildings  were 
completed  they  should  be  occupied,  and  the  labor  of  the 
inmates  at  once  utilized.  Nor  is  this  the  only  change  from 
the  original  plan, — the  position  of  the  buildings  has  been 
so  altered  that  a  vast  outlay  has  been  necessary  for  tilling 
and  grading,  and  not  only  have  the  tirst  estimates  been 
doubled,   but  the  time  for  the  completion  of  the  buildings 
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has  been  orreatly  prolonged.  In  the  present  crowded  con- 
dition of  nil  the  State  Hospitals,  with  hundreds  of  patients 
sleeping  upon  the  floors  and  all  the  Superintendents  calling 
for  relief,  it  seems  unfortunate  that  such  portions  of  these 
excellent  buildings  as  are  completed  should  stand  vacant ; 
and  all  possible  haste  is  urged  upon  those  in  authority. 

The  present  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Asylum  is  as 
follows:  John  G.  Park,  M.D.,  of  Groton,  Chairman; 
Elizabeth  Thurber,  of  Plymouth,  Secretary;  Ira  G.  Hersey, 
of  Hingham ;  William  O.  Blaney,  of  Boston ;  Edwin  V. 
Mitchell,  of  Medfield  ;  Benjamin  S.  Atwood,  of  Whitman; 
Elizabeth  G.  Rice,  of  Brookline.  The  Building  Committee 
of  the  Trustees  ^vhich,  under  the  original  Act,  has  the 
entire  charge  of  constructing  the  buildings,  consists  of  Mr. 
Hersey,  Dr.  Park,  and  xMr.  Blaney. 

The  Legislature  of  1895  passed  the  following  Act :  — 

[Chap.  483.] 

An  Act  to  establish  the  Massachusetts  hospital  for  epileptics. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  at  Monson,  on  the 
premises  now  occupied  by  the  state  primary  school,  a  state 
hospital  to  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  for  Epilep- 
tics, and  all  the  lands  now  belonging  to  the  primary  school  and 
the  buildings  and  personal  property  thereon  shall  be  devoted  to 
the  use  of  said  hospital. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  the  Massachusetts  hospital  for 
epileptics  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  seven  trustees  appointed 
and  commissioned  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  council,  five  of  whom  shall  be  men  and  two  of  whom  shall 
be  women,  and  the  term  of  office  of  said  trustees  shall  be  five 
years,  but  of  those  first  appointed  one  member  shall  hold  office 
for  five  years,  two  for  four  years,  one  for  three  years,  two  for 
two  years  and  one  for  one  j^ear  from  the  first  Monday  in  July  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  in  July  in  each  succeeding  year  one  or  more  members 
shall  be  appointed  for  five  years,  to  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies 
then  occurring,  and  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  occurring  at  any 
time  by  removal  from  office  or  otherwise  may  be  filled  for  the 
unexpired  term  by  appointment  in  the  same  manner  as  herein 
provided  for  the  appointment  of  other  members  of  the  board. 
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SiXTiON  3.  The  trustees  for  the  Massachusetts  hospital  for 
epileptics  shall  be  a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  taking  and 
holding,  to  them  and  their  successors,  in  trust  for  the  Common- 
wealth, any  grant  or  devise  of  lands,  and  any  donation  or  bequest 
of  money  or  other  personal  property,  made  for  the  use  of  the 
institution  of  which  they  are  trustees,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
preserving  and  investing  the  proceeds  thereof  in  notes  or  bonds 
secured  by  good  and  sufficient  mortgages  or  in  other  safe  securi- 
ties, with  all  the  powers  necessary  to  carry  said  purposes  into 
effect.  And  they  shall  have  authority  to  expend  any  donation  or 
bequest,  or  any  part  of  the  same,  in  the  erection  of  new  or  in  the 
alteration  of  old  buildings  on  lands  belonging  to  said  hospital : 
prouic/ed,  that  all  such  buildings  shall  belong  to  the  hospital  and 
be  managed  as  a  part  thereof. 

Section  4.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  physician 
and  assistant  physicians  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  of  the 
said  corporation  as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  who  shall  respec- 
tively hold  and  perform  the  duties  pertaining  to  their  offices  and 
agencies  during  the  pleasure  of  said  board  ;  and  said  board  shall 
from  time  to  time,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  governor  and 
council,  fix  the  salary  of  such  superintending  physician,  assistant 
physicians,  officers  and  agents. 

Section  5.  The  board  of  trustees  established  by  this  act  shall, 
within  thirty  days  after  its  passage,  be  appointed  and  qualified, 
and  at  or  before  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  after  said  appoint- 
ment shall  submit  to  the  governor  and  council  plans  for  such 
alterations  in  the  buildings  assigned  to  the  Massachusetts  hospital 
for  epileptics  and  such  additions  thereto,  or  for  the  erection  of 
such  new  buildings,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  resi- 
dence of  two  hundred  patients  and  of  the  physicians  and  other 
officers  and  attendants  who  shall  care  for  such  patients  ;  and  upon 
the  approval  of  said  plans  by  the  governor  and  council  the  trustees 
shall  proceed  at  once  to  make  contracts  with  the  lowest  respon- 
sible bidders  for  the  construction,  alteration  and  repair  of  said 
buildings  and  for  necessary  additions  thereto,  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars.  Said  trustees 
may  appoint  a  person  to  have  charge  of  the  property  devoted  to 
the  use  of  said  hospital  under  the  provisions  of  section  one,  and 
may  employ  such  other  persons  as  may  be  necessary  to  care  for 
said  property  until  the  hospital  may  be  established,  as  provided  in 
section  seven,  and  the  salaries  of  the  persons  so  appointed  or 
employed  shall  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  authorized  by  this 
act.  Said  trustees  are  further  authorized  to  sell  any  personal 
property  which  shall  come  into  their  possession  under  the   pro- 
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visions  of  section  one  which  in  their  opinion  is  not  needed  for  the 
purposes  of  said  hospital,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  6.  Said  trustees  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  shall 
be  required  to  perform  the  same  duties  in  the  management  and 
control  of  said  hospital  as  are  vested  in  and  required  of  the 
trustees  of  the  various  state  lunatic  hospitals  under  sections  six, 
seven  and  nine  of  chapter  eighty-seven  of  the  Public  Statutes. 

Section  7.  The  trustees  shall  receive  such  compensation  for 
services  rendered  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the  hospital 
buildings  as  the  governor  and  council  shall  determine,  but  after 
the  establishment  of  the  hospital  they  shall  receive  no  compen- 
sation for  services,  but  shall  be  reimbursed  from  the  treasury  of 
the  Commonwealth  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of 
ollicial  duty. 

Section  8.  When  the  buildings  altered  or  constructed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  so  far  completed  that  in  the  opinion 
of  the  trustees  the  admission  of  patients  may  properly  be  made 
thereto,  said  trustees  shall  so  notify  the  governor,  who  shall  there- 
upon issue  his  proclamation  establishing  the  Massachusetts  hos- 
pital for  epileptics,  and  thereafter  the  trustees  may  receive  into 
said  hospital  for  care  and  treatment  any  adult  person,  not  a 
criminal,  who  is  subject  to  epilepsy,  provided  such  person  te 
neither  an  idiot,  an  inebriate  or  violently  insane. 

Section  9.  The  provisions  of  the  Public  Statutes  and  amerd- 
raents  thereto  consistent  with  this  act,  applicable  to  the  state 
lunatic  hospitals,  regarding  the  commitment,  detention,  transfer 
and  discharge  of  insane  patients,  are  hereby  made  applicable  to 
the  Massachusetts  hospital  for  epileptics,  and  insane  epilepfcs 
may  hereafter  be  committed  to  the  said  hospital  for  epileptics, 
provided  such  persons  are  of  the  class  mentioned  in  section  eight. 

Section  10.  The  trustees  of  said  hospital  may  receive  and 
detain  therein,  *as  a  boarder  and  patient,  any  person  subject  to 
epilepsy  who  is  desirous  of  submitting  himself  for  treatment  and 
makes  written  application  therefor,  but  whose  mental  condition  is 
not  such  as  to  render  it  legal  to  grant  a  certificate  of  insanity  in 
his  case.  No  such  person  shall  be  detained  for  more  than  three 
months  after  having  given  written  notice  of  his  intention  or  desire 
to  leave  said  hospital.  When  any  patient  is  received  at  said 
hospital  the  superintendent  shall  report  the  particulars  of  the  case 
to  the  state  board  of  lunacy  and  charity,  which  may  investigate 
the  same. 

Section  11.  After  the  establishment  of  said  hospital  all  epi- 
leptic inmates  of  the  class  mentioned  in  section  eight  who  have 
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been  committed  to  any  lunatic  hospital  may  be  transferred  by  the 
state  board  of  lunacy  and  charity  to  the  Massachusetts  hospital 
for  epileptics,  and  when  said  board  lias  reason  to  believe  that  any 
such  epileptic  confined  in  any  almshouse  or  other  place  is  de- 
prived of  proper  treatment  or  care,  whether  such  epileptic  is  a 
public  charge  or  otherwise,  it  may  cause  the  transfer  or  commit- 
ment of  such  person  to  the  Massachusetts  hospital  for  epileptics, 
and  said  state  board  shall  transfer  from  said  hospital  for  epileptics 
to  some  state  lunatic  hospital  or  as\'lum  such  inmates  as  may  be 
found  to  be  violently  insane  and  requiring  treatment  therein. 

Section  12.  Tlie  charges  for  the  support  of  the  inmates  of  said 
hospital  as  are  of  sufficient  ability  to  pay  for  the  same,  or  have 
persons  or  kindred  bound  b}^  law  to  maintain  them,  shall  be  paid 
by  such  inmates,  such  persons,  or  such  kindred  at  a  rate  to  be 
determined  by  the  trustees  of  said  hospital.  The  charges  for  the 
support  of  such  other  inmates  as  have  legal  settlements  in  this 
state  shall  be  paid  by  their  places  of  settlement,  and  the  charges 
for  the  support  of  such  other  inmates  as  have  no  legal  settlement 
in  this  state  shall  be  paid  by  the  Commonwealth,  at  the  rate  pro- 
vided by  law  for  the  support  of  city,  town  and  state  patients  in 
the  state  lunatic  hospitals. 

Section  13.  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  any  expenses  that 
may  be  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  treasurer  and 
receiver  general  is  hereby  authorized,  with  the  approval  of  the 
governor  and  council,  to  issue  scrip  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand 
dollars,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  thirty  years.  Said  scrip  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be  issued  as  registered  bonds  or 
with  interest  coupons  attached,  and  sliall  bear  interest  not  ex- 
ceeding four  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  on  the 
first  days  of  May  and  November  in  each  year.  Such  scrip  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be  designated  on  the  face  thereof, 
Hospital  for  Epileptics  Loan,  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  gov- 
ernor and  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  principal  and  interest  shall  be  paid  at  the 
times  specified  therein  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  or  its 
equivalent ;  and  said  scrip  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  sliall  be 
sold  and  disposed  of  at  public  auction,  or  in  such  other  mode,  and 
at  such  time  and  prices,  and  in  such  amounts  (the  rate  of  interest 
not  to  exceed  the  rate  above-specified),  as  shall  be  deemed  best. 
The  sinking  fund  established  by  chai)ter  three  hun<lred  and  ninety- 
one  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four, 
known  as  the  prison  and  hospital  loan  sinking  fund,  shall  also  be 
maintained  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  bonds  issued  under 
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the  authority  of  this  act,  and  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general 
shall  apportion  thereto  from  year  to  year  an  amount  sullicient 
with  the  accumulations  of  said  fund  to  extinguish  at  maturity  the 
debt  incurred  by  the  issue  of  said  bonds.  The  amount  necessary 
to  meet  the  annual  sinking  fund  requirements  and  to  pay  the 
interest  on  said  bonds  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  from  year  to 
year. 

Section  14.  So  far  as  this  act  authorizes  the  appointment  of 
trustees  of  said  hospital  it  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage  ;  in 
other  respects  it  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  Monday  in  July  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five.  \_Approved  June  5, 
1895, 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Governor  appointed 
the  following  Trustees:  William  N.  Bullard,  M.D.,  of 
Boston,  Chairman:  Albert  C.  Getchell,  of  Worcester,  Sec- 
retary; Burnhara  R.  Benner,  M.D.,  of  Lowell;  Charles  R. 
Clough,  of  Boston  ;  Adelaide  A.  Calkins,  of  Springfield  ; 
Mabel  G.  Stedman,  of  Roslindale  ;  ^Villiam  S.  Hyde,  of 
Ware. 

Having  received  permission  from  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil to  dispose  of  some  of  the  old  Primary  School  buildings, 
the  Trustees  have  sold  these  buildings  at  auction,  and  they 
are  to  be  removed  this  winter. 

The  Trustees  have  appointed  as  Superintendent  of  the 
new  Institution  Dr.  Owen  Copp,  formerly  first  assistant  of 
Taunton  Lunatic  Hospital,  and,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law,  preliminary  plans  for  such  new  buildings 
as  were  deemed  necessary  were  presented  to  the  Governor 
and  Council,  in  September  last.  The  Trustees  are  now  en- 
gaged in  the  perfection  and  completion  of  the  plans  so  as  to 
be  ready  to  begin  the  erection  of  the  new  buildings  in  the 
Spring. 

The  Private  Insane  Asylums. 

Licenses  for  the  establishment  of  four  new  private  asylums 
were  issued  by  the  Governor  during  the  year,  after  investi- 
gation and  report  b}"  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charit}^

Dr.  Russell  reports  that,  in  addition  to  his  former  accom- 
modations, a  third  house  has  been  entirely  remodelled  and 
repaired. 

Dr.  Channing  reports  that  arrangements  for  classifying 
patients  have  been  much  improved  by  the  addition  of  a 
neighboring  estate,  upon  which  there  is  a  large  house  ;  this 
house  has  been  thoroughly  renovated  and  furnished,  and 
since  last  April  has  been  used  for  cases  of  nervous  pros- 
tration and  convalescent  patients,  thus  securing  an  entire 
separation  of  these  classes  of  patients  from  the  rest.  Another 
successful  experiment  was  made  last  summer :  an  old-fash- 
ioned house  was  hired  in  Newcastle,  N.  H.,  on  the  water,  and 
there  five  patients  passed  most  of  the  summer,  driving,  walk- 
ing, going  to  concerts,  church  and  the  theatre.  They  were 
patients  at  times  far  from  well,  but  whenever  visited  they 
were  found  bright  and  cheerful,  and  on  their  return  had 
perceptibly  gained  in  many  ways.  The  same  house  has 
been  hired  for  another  year,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  larger 
number  of  patients  may  get  the  benetit  of  the  change. 
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Dr.  Norton  reports  an  enlargement  and  reraodellinir  of 
his  establishment,  enabling  him  now  to  receive  and  care  for 
eight  patients. 

Dr.  Paine  reports  preparations  for  an  additional  building 
to  accommodate  nine  patients. 

The  following  tables  show  the  number  in  each  of  the 
private  asylums  at  the  beginning  of  the  official  year,  the 
number  admitted  and  discharged  during  the  year,  and  the 
number  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year.

The  Boarded-out  Insane  . 

There  are  sixteen  less  patients  boarded  out  in  families  in 
the  Commonwealth  than  were  reported  a  year  ago.  The 
accompanying  statistical  table  shows  the  changes  during  the 
year  and  the  present  status  of  the  boarded-out  insane.  The 
small  number  placed  out  during  the  year  results  not  from 
lack  of  effort,  but  from  dearth  of  suitable  patients.  This 
state  of  things  will  continue  to  exist  so  long  as  Hospital 
Superintendents  require  the  services  of  harmless  workers  in 
their  wards,  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  prefer  to  keep  their 
quiet  insane  under  their  own  immediate  charge. 

By  reference  to  the  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number 
of  State  patients  is  much  less  than  that  of  town  patients. 
While  the  Board  has  a  right  to  remove  State  patients,  it 
cannot  remove  a  town  patient  from  a  hospital  and  place  him 
at  board  in  a  family  without  the  consent  of  the  Overseers  of 
the  Poor,  and  a  request  to  that  effect  too  frequently  results 
in  a  removal  to  an  almshouse  of  patients  who  would  other- 
wise have  been  left  in  the  better  care  of  a  State  Hospital, 
owing  to  the  reasoning  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  that  if 
a  patient  is  able  to  be  boarded  out  in  a  family  the  same 
patient  is  able  to  be  cared  for  in  an  almshouse  at  a  decreased 
expense  to  the  town. 

During  the  year  five  cases  have  been  discharged  as  recov- 
ered, and  twenty  returned  to  institutions.  Of  this  twenty, 
two  were  returned  at  their  own  request,  seven  were  returned 
on  account  of  physical  infirmity  and  the  demand  for  treat- 
ment in  a  hospital,  seven  required  more  care  than  could  be 
given  in  a  family,  one  was  unsuitcd  to  family  life,  one  was 
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returned  after  repeated  elopements,  and  two  at  request  of 
frieiids. 

Two  deaths  have  occurred,  one  from  apoplexy  and  one 
from  Blight's  disease. 

The  boarding-out  plan  is  too  expensive  to  commend  itself 
generally,  and  although  in  some  instances  it  is  of  benefit  in 
restoring  a  patient  to  home  life,  there  are  many  cases  where 
the  advantages  gained  are  very  questionable.

The  General  Care  of  the  Insane. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Board,  the 
last  Legislature  amended  the  Statute  which  prevented  phy- 
sicians connected  with  any  hospital  established  for  the  insane 
from  certifying  to  the  insanity  of  a  patient ;  and  as  the  law 
now  stands,  only  such  physicians  as  are  connected  with  the 
institutions  to  which  patients  are  to  be  committed  are  dis- 
qualified from  so  certifying.  The  commitment  law^s  are  still 
far  from  satisfactory  in  several  particulars,  and  it  is  desirable 
that  a  thorough  revision  of  them  should  be  made  at  an  early 
day. 

The  recommendation  made  last  year  for  the  appointment 
of  a  State  Pathologist  has  resulted  in  the  appointment  of 
special  pathologists  at  some  of  the  hospitals,  with  a  prospect 
of  farther  extension  of  this  system.  At  most  of  the  hos- 
pitals there  are  still  too  few  assistants,  and  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Board  it  would  be  advisable  to  appoint  resident 
internes  at  all  of  them  so  far  as  practicable.     Such  appoint- 
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ments  have  ])een  made  with  success  at  the  ^McLean  Hospital 
and  the  Boston  Insane  Hospital. 

Too  much  stress  cannot  be  hiid  upon  the  matter  of  occu- 
pation for  the  insane.  A  great  deal  has  been  done  in  this 
direction  at  the  Lunatic  A\'ards  of  the  State  Almshouse  and 
the  State  Farm,  and  also  at  some  of  the  Hospitals.  Even  if 
the  pecuniary  return  for  such  work  should  l)e  slight,  and  if 
it  should  become  necessary  to  appoint  an  increased  number 
of  attendants  for  the  purpose  of  securing  it,  the  improved 
condition  of  patients  which  would  certainly  result  from  it 
would  be  well  worth  the  added  expense,  and  would  prove 
an  actual  economy  in  the  end. 

All   hospital   Superintendents  recognize  the  necessity  of 
careful  attention  to  the  nursing  of  acute  cases,  and  under- 
stand that  it  would  be  a  great  gain  if  all  patients  suffering 
from  acute  attacks  of  insanity  could    be  treated,  so  far  as 
possible,   as  if  they   were  patients  in    a   general    hospital. 
Statistics  show  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  recoveries  of 
the  insane  are  within  a  year  from  the  time  of  the  attack, 
and  it  is  during  this  period  that  constant  nursing  is  most 
needed.     It  is  hoped  that  the  time  will  come  when  all  hos- 
pital  nurses  will    be  provided   with  homes   outside  of  the 
institution,  so  that  their  periods  of  relief  from  duty  will  be 
periods  of  absolute  rest  and  recuperation.     In  the  treatment 
of  the  insane,  the  influence  of  mind  upon  mind  is  of  far  more 
importance  and   greater  effect  than   that   of  mere   outward 
authority,  and    nurses  who  can  always  come  unwearied  to 
their  tasks,  with  minds  active  and  alert,  will  do  much  more 
to  assist  in  the  recovery  of  those  under  their  charge.     It  is 
indeed  a  serious  question  whether  it  would  not  be  of  advan- 
tage to  every  institution  for  the  insane  if  the  Superintendent 
should  be  provided  with  a  home  outside  of  the  immediate 
hospital  buildings.     Training  schools  for  nurses  are  already 
in  existence  in  some  of  the  hospitals,  and  are  soon  to  be 
established  in  others.     The  McLean  Hospital  furnishes  one 
of  the  best  examples  of  such  a  school,  the  nurses  there  not 
only  receiving  instruction  in  the  care  of  the  insane,  but  hav- 
ing  the    opportunity  of  taking  an   additional    course   at   a 
general  hospital. 
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It  is  gratifying  to  find,  after  careful  inquiry,  that,  with 
the  exception  of  the  occasional  employment  of  mild  sedatives 
for  excited  patients  and  those  suffering  from  insomnia,  drugs 
are  no  longer  used  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane  at  the  State 
institutions,  and  also  that  less  recourse  is  had  to  mechani- 
cal restraint,  and  more  reliance  placed  upon  the  watchful- 
ness of  attendants.  The  avoidance  of  drugs  and  the  with- 
drawal of  mechanical  restraint  undoubtedly  imposes  a  far 
greater  responsibility  upon  those  in  immediate  charge  of  the 
patients,  but  it  is  in  accordance  with  the  most  advanced  ideas 
and  the  most  improved  methods  of  the  day,  not  only  as 
regards  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  but  also  with  reference 
to  the  treatment  of  a  large  proportion  of  other  diseases  of 
the  nervous  system.  At  the  Danvers  Hospital  there  are  still 
some  padded  rooms,  but  they  are  less  used  than  formerly, 
and  at  this  Hospital  there  is  seldom  a  patient  in  restraint  of 
any  kind. 

Proper  attention  to  the  food  of  insane  patients  is  of  the 
utmost  importance,  and  it  should  be  the  eff'ort  of  the  author- 
ities of  each  of  the  institutions  to  supply  to  all  the  inmates 
without  distinction  a  varied  and  nutritious  diet,  both  as  a 
manifest  aid  to  recovery  in  curable  cases,  and  as  constantly 
productive  of  a  better  condition  of  body  and  mind  in  the 
incurable. 

Much  advantage  might  result  to  the  various  Hospitals  if 
there  could  be  more  frequent  opportunities  for  conference 
among  the  Superintendents  for  study  of  methods  and  com- 
parison of  work.  Every  Superintendent  naturally  becomes 
interested  and  absorbed  in  the  work  of  his  own  institution, 
but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  occasional  inspection 
of  the  wards  of  his  fellow  workers  might  offer  him  many 
valuable  suggestions,  and  stimulate  him  to  renewed  exertion 
for  the  highest  attainments  in  the  management  of  the  unfor- 
tunate people  committed  to  his  charge. 


The  City  and  Town  Almshouses. 

The  city  and  town  almshouses  of  the  State,  217  in  num- 
ber, were  all  visited,  under  the  direction  of  the  Inspector 
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of  Institutions,  during  the  year,  —  some  of  them  two  or 
three  times.  In  a  few,  small  improvements  have  been  made, 
but  the  general  standard  of  care  and  management  is  about  as 
usual.  As  a  rule,  the  inmates  are  kindly  treated,  well  fed^ 
and  kept  reasonably  clean,  and  are  perhaps  as  well  off  and 
as  contented  as  is  necessary  for  the  aged  and  broken-down 
class  who  form  the  staple  of  almshouse  population,  and  who 
have  in  very  many  cases  been  brought  to  their  present  con- 
dition by  their  own  shiftlessness  and  intemperance.  For  the 
insane,  however,  who  are  present  in  small  numbers  in  nearly 
all  almshouses,  the  conditions  are  not  so  satisfactory,  and 
in  many  cases  they  do  not  receive  suitable  care.  Often  they 
are  kept  in  constant  restraint  from  the  ignorance  or  timidity 
of  those  who  have  them  in  charge,  and  they  are  sometimes 
cruelly  neglected.  It  recently  became  necessary  for  this 
Board  to  resort  to  legal  action  to  secure  the  advantages  of 
hospital  treatment  for  an  insane  inmate  of  a  country  alms- 
house. 

One  class  of  persons  found  in  many  almshouses  deserves 
special  mention.  Too  often  there  appears  in  the  list  of  in- 
mates "....,  a  feeble-minded  woman  with  her  illegiti- 
mate child."  Sometimes  it  is  not  by  any  means  her  first ;  in 
some  instances  the  father  of  the  child  is  a  pauper  inmate; 
or  often  the  unfortunate  creature  has  been  allowed  to  roam 
at  will  in  the  community,  a  source  of  danger  to  herself  and 
others.  This  is  a  crying  evil  and  a  disgrace  to  any  alms- 
house in  which  it  occurs  ;  and  the  necessity  of  a  place  of 
detention  for  such  women,  a  home  where  they  can  be 
sheltered  and  suitably  employed,  cannot  be  too  strongly 
urged  upon  the  Legislature.  Perhaps  the  desired  result  could 
be  accomplished  by  the  increase  of  accommodations  at  the 
Massachusetts  School  for  the  Feeble-Minded.  The  Trustees 
of  this  Institution  say  in  their  last  Annual  Report:  **  Since 
the  reorganization  of  the  School  by  the  Act  of  1886,  the 
care  of  feeble-minded  grown  women  has  been  a  leading  feat- 
ure of  our  work.  The  control  that  some  of  the  attendants 
have  over  the  women  who  in  the  outer  world  have  passed  for 
bad  is  marvellous.  There  is  nothing  that  the  strange  creatures 
would  not  attempt  at  the  word  of  their  mistress."     The  cost 
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of  a  new  building  to  accommodate  seventy-five  of  the^c 
women  is  estimated  at  $30,000. 

Bad  as  is  the  condition  of  the  insane  in  some  of  the 
country  almshouses,  those  in  towns  having  no  almshouses 
are  sometimes  even  worse  off.  Forty  of  these  towns  have 
been  visited,  and  it  has  been  found  that  while  in  some  cases 
suitable  and  humane  provision  is  made,  in  others  the  poor 
are  bound  out  by  the  Overseers  to  the  lowest  bidder,  often 
for  a  sum  insufficient  to  provide  for  the  barest  necessities  of 
life. 

Under  the  Inspector's  direction,  the  pauper  children 
boarded  outside  of  almshouses  have  also  been  visited. 
They  were  355  in  number,  in  148  places,  in  92  different 
cities  and  towns.  In  the  main  they  were  found  well  lodged 
and  provided  for,  but  in  some  instances  it  became  necessaiy 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  authorities  to  their  insufficient 
care. 

The  truant  school  at  Lowell  has  been  removed  from  the 
almshouse  of  that  city,  and  there  are  no  longer  any  truant 
schools  connected  with  almshouses  in  the  State. 

In  the  following  brief  abstracts  of  the  visitation  reports, 
a  special  aim  has  been  to  show  the  condition  of  the  alms- 
houses in  respect  to  the  separation  of  the  sexes  and  the 
separation  of  insane  from  sane  inmates.  It  will  be  found 
that  practically  all  the  larger  almshouses  secure  both  these 
objects  by  structural  provisions,  while  few  of  the  smaller 
ones  have  been  built  for  the  use  to  which  they  have  been  put, 
and  when  so  built,  the  matter  of  separation  has  been  little 
considered.  It  would  be  unfair,  however,  to  assume  that 
all,  or  even  most,  of  these  small  almshouses  fail  to  guard 
with  reasonable  care  against  the  danger  of  too  promiscu- 
ous association  of  their  inmates.  Safety  is  often  found  in 
the  excellence  of  discipline  or  in  the  character  of  the  alms- 
house population,  as  for  instance,  where  the  inmates  are  all 
of  one  sex,  or  wholly  of  advanced  years. 

Acton. 

(Visited  October  10,  1895.) 
The  almshouse  is  small  and  in  need  of  repairs,  which  are  con- 
templated.    It  is   poorly  warmed   and  lacks   bathing  appliances. 
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There  is  partial  provision  for  separating  the  sexes  ;  none  for  the 
insane.  Its  present  management  is  far  from  satisfactory,  though 
the  inmates  are  kindly  treated  and  fairly  comfortable. 

There  are  but  t\yo  inmates,  both  women,  one  insane  and  the 
other  idiotic  and  blind.  Ciianges  of  warden  are  frequent ;  the 
present  one  came  in  the  spring,  and  has  $350  for  the  year's  service. 


AcusnNET. 
(Visited  September  25,  1895.) 

The  long  needed  repairs  of  this  almshouse  have  lately  been 
made.  It  has  been  newly  shingled  and  painted,  and  the  interior 
has  been  renovated.  It  is,  however,  not  well  arranged  for  an 
almshouse,  giving  no  means  for  separating  the  sexes  or  for  special 
care  of  insane.     Stoves  are  in  use,  and  there  is  no  bath-room. 

It  has  few  inmates,  two  only  at  the  present  time.  A  new  war- 
den came  a  mouth  ago,  and  now  has  $15  a  month.  Usually  the 
warden  receives  only  his  living. 

Adams. 
(Visited  July  25,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  has  not  improved,  and  repairs  have  been  much 
neglected.  The  separation  of  the  sexes  is  complete  except  at 
meals.  The  men  sleep  in  a  detached  building,  poorly  furnished 
(like  the  main  house)  and  at  times  poorly  warmed.  There  is  no 
accommodation  for  insane.     The  house  is  kept  fairly  clean. 

There  are  eleven  inmates,  all  sane. 

The  warden  has  served  eight  years.  The  salary  has  been 
8600,  but  this  year  will  be  whatever  he  saves  from  the  weekly 
allowance  of  82.50  for  support  of  each  inmate. 

Agawam. 

(Visited  August  28,  1895.) 

Within  two  years  this  almshouse  has  been  much  improved  on 
the  outside,  being  newly  shingled  and  painted.  Some  defective 
cornices  were  left,  through  which  squirrels  enter  and  infest  the 
attic.  The  house  is  not  adapted  to  the  separation  of  the  sexes, 
or  sane  from  insane  ;  it  lacks  bath-rooms  and  general  heating. 
The  old  wooden  bedsteads  are  nests  of  vermin.  But  the  house  is 
fairly  clean,  and  the  five  inmates  well  cared  for.  One  woman 
is  insane.  The  matron  has  served  seven  years,  receiving  ten  dol- 
lars monthly  for  each  inmate. 
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Amesbury. 

(Visited  May  7,  and  October  25,  1895.) 

Although  not  built  for  an  almshouse  or  suitably  planned  for 
such  use,  and  quite  old,  the  buildings  are  in  good  repair,  and  with 
the  enlargement  made  some  years  ago  can  accommodate  twice  the 
usual  number  of  inmates.  The  house  does  not  furnish  separate 
quarters  for  men  and  women,  and  does  not  make  special  provision 
for  the  insane,  has  no  general  supply  of  heat,  and  but  incomplete 
bathing  arrangements.  But  it  is  kept  clean,  and  the  inmates, 
eight  in  number,  are  well  cared  for,  having  good  food,  beds  and 
clothing. 

Of  the  eight,  one  man  and  one  woman  are  insane,  and  one  man 
is  idiotic.     The  new  warden  came  three  weeks  ago :  salary,  8400, 

A  mildly  insane  woman  is  suitably  boarded  at  $2.50  a  week  in 
a  family  in  a  neighboring  town. 

Amherst. 

(Visited  August  22,  1895  ) 

No  change  has  been  made  in  this  almshouse  since  its  erection 
ten  years  ago.  It  has  been  kept  in  good  repair,  and  is  clean  and 
orderly.  It  has  no  bath-room.  The  sexes  lodge  in  separate  sec- 
tions of  the  house,  but  the  insane  have  no  special  quarters. 

The  inmates  number  six,  among  whom  one  woman  is  insane, 
and  another  a  deaf  mute.  The  warden  has  served  ten  years,  and 
receives  S400. 

Andover. 
(Visited  May  21,  1895.) 

As  usual,  this  almshouse  is  in  good  condition,  cleanly  and  well 
managed.  Within  the  past  year  portions  of  the  house  have  been 
newly  floored,  and  new  mattresses  and  beds  have  been  provided 
for  nearly  all  the  rooms.  The  sexes  are  well  separated,  but  the 
insane  mingle  with  the  sane. 

Among  the  eighteen  inmates  are  three  insane  men  (one  of  them 
being  also  epileptic)  and  three  insane  and  two  idiotic  women. 
There  are  also  two  infants  with  their  mothers. 

The  farm  is  large,  and  the  surplus  products  yield  a  large  in- 
come.    The  warden  has  served  two  years.     Salary,  $700. 

Arlington. 

(Visited  Nov.  G,  189:) ) 
In  the  past  year  iron  fire-escapes  have  been  set  up  at  this  alms- 
house,   which   in   other  respects   remains  as    when   last  reported. 
There  are  faults  of  construction  which  should  be  remedied,  the 
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sexes  shoiikl  have  separate  quarters,  and  the  only  bath-room 
should  not  be  given  up  to  dormitory  uses.  There  is  no  provision 
for  insane,  and  none  are  kept  here.  The  house  is  clean  and  in 
good  order. 

There  are  eleven  inmates,  of  whom  one  woman  is  feeble-minded. 
The  warden  has  served  over  three  years,  and  receives  S3G0  a  year. 


ASHBURNHAM. 

(Visited  February  27,  1895.) 

This  almshouse,  formerly  a  tavern,  is  very  ill-arranged  for  its 
present  use.  It  gives  but  partial  separation  of  the  sexes  and 
none  for  insane,  and  has  no  modern  appliances.  Under  these 
circumstances  it  is  as  well  managed  as  possible,  and  the  inmates 
are  under  good  discipline  and  work  as  they  are  able.  The  house 
is  kept  clean  and  fairly  comfortable,  but  needs  extensive  altera- 
tions and  additions.  The  tramp  quarters  are  too  near  the  other 
rooms. 

There  are  ten  inmates,  of  whom  one  man  is  insane  and  filthy, 
and  one  woman  is  idiotic.  The  warden  has  served  four  years. 
Salary,  8450. 

ASHBT.  , 

(Visited  May  6,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  like  an  ordinary  farmhouse  in  material  and 
plan,  and  makes  no  provision  for  separation  of  the  sexes  or  care 
of  the  insane.  It  is  imperfectly  warmed  by  stoves,  and  has  no 
bathing  facilities.  There  is  abundance  of  water,  sufficient  drain- 
age, and  ordinary  furniture.  The  house  is  clean  throughout,  and 
the  inmates  are  well  looked  after,  well  clothed  and  well  fed. 
They  number  four,  of  whom  the  only  man  is  idiotic,  and  one  of 
the  women  is  demented.  The  warden  has  kept  the  place  two 
years.     Salary,  $400. 

ASHFIELD. 

(Visited  September  10,  1895.) 

This  town  may  be  said  to  maintain  a  town  farm  rather  than  an 
almshouse,  for  few  poor  are  ever  kept  in  it,  and  none  at  the  present 
time.  There  is  a  large  farm,  barn  nearly  new,  and  an  ordinary 
farmhouse  capable  of  receiving  comfortably  several  inmates,  with- 
out distinct  separation  of  the  sexes  or  of  sane  and  insane.  It 
is  kept  clean  and  orderly.  The  warden,  whose  chief  business 
is  managing  the  farm,  came  last  spring,  at  a  salary  of  $300. 
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Ashland. 
(Visited  March  12,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  attractive  on  the  outside,  but  poorly  arranged 
within,  providing  no  separation  of  the  sexes  or  the  insane.  Within 
the  past  year  there  has  been  some  renovation  of  the  rooms.  The 
water-closets  are  too  near  the  sleeping-rooms  and  are  in  poor  con- 
dition.    The  house  is  clean  and  well  conducted. 

There  are  eleven  inmates,  among  whom  are  three  idiotic  men, 
and  an  insane  man  who  is  secluded  most  of  the  time  to  prevent 
eloping.     The  warden  has  served  three  years.     Salary,  $500. 

An  insane  woman  supported  by  Ashland  at  $2  a  week  has  proper 
care  in  a  private  family  of  the  town. 

Athol. 
(Visited  February  26,  1895.) 
The  buildings  here,  though  old,  are  in  fair  repair  and  the  in- 
terior is  clean  and  orderly.     There  is  no  structural  provision  for 
separating  the  sexes  or  suitably  lodging  the  insane.     There  is  a 
deficiency  of  domestic  help,  but  the  house  is  well  managed. 

There  are  seven  inmates,  of  whom  one,  a  woman,  is  idiotic  and 
epileptic.     The  warden  has  served  five  years.     Salary,  $400. 

Attleborough. 

(Visited  February  20,  1895.) 

Tliis  almshouse  is  an  old  wooden  building,  poorly  adapted  to 
its  use  ;  the  sleeping-rooms  are  small,  not  well  furnished,  and  un- 
warmed,  without  separate  provision  for  men  and  women,  sane  and 
insane.  It  uses  stoves  for  warming,  and  has  no  bath-room.  It 
is  kept  fairly  clean,  and  the  inmates  are  as  well  cared  for  as  the 
place  allows. 

There  arc  five  inmates,  of  whom  two  men  are  feeble-minded. 
The  warden  has  served  three  years.     Salary,  $'37 o, 

Ayer. 

(Visited  May  7,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  has  received  small  internal  repairs  in  the  past 
year,  but  remains  otherwise  unchanged.  It  is  comparatively 
modern,  but  has  never  iiad  any  general  heat  sui)ply  or  bath-room, 
and  is  not  well  arranged  to  secure  separation  of  the  sexes.  There 
is  no  provision  for  separate  care  of  the  insane.  The  inmates  have 
good  care,  and  the  place  is  in  good  order. 
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There  are  four  inmates,  of  whom  two  men  are  insane.  The 
warden  has  served  six  years.  Much  of  his  lime  is  given  to 
highway  hibor,  for  which  the  farm  receives  credit.     Salary,  $550. 

Barnstable. 
(Visited  July  23,  189o.) 
This  almshouse  habitually  presents  a  good  appearance,  being 
kept  in  excellent  order  and  clean  throughout.  It  should  have, 
however,  better  means  of  heating,  and  better  conveniences  for 
bathing.  Tiie  sexes  are  separated  sufficiently  by  night  and  mingle 
by  day.  There  is  no  separate  provision  for  insane.  Clothing, 
food  and  treatment  of  inmates  are  good.  There  are  twelve 
inmates,  of  whom  two  women  are  insane,  and  a  man  and  four 
women  are  idiotic.  The  warden  has  served  thirteen  years,  receiv- 
ing $400  a  year. 

Barre. 

(Visited  June  3,  1895.) 

"Within  the  past  year  steam  heating  has  been  introduced  at  this 
almshouse,  and  some  improvement  is  manifest  in  the  sanitary 
arrangements.  The  house  is  built  with  a  view  to  the  separation 
of  the  sexes,  but  the  insane  are  not  kept  apart  from  the  others. 
The  most  urgent  want  of  the  place  is  more  assistance  in  the 
domestic  work,  so  as  to  secure  greater  order  and  cleanliness. 

The  house  is  but  half  filled  by  its  eleven  inmates,  among  whom 
are  two  men  and  a  woman  insane,  and  two  idiotic  men.  The 
warden  has  served  three  years.     Salary,  $500. 

The  town  boards  an  epileptic  insane  woman  with  a  relative, 
paying  $2.25  a  week  ;  excellent  care  is  secured. 

Becket. 

(Visited  September  17,  1895  ) 
The  poor  of  this  town  are  in  private  families.  One  of  them,  a 
woman  with  a  feeble-minded  daughter  of  twelve  years,  is  boarded 
at  82.10  a  week  for  the  two.  At  the  same  place  is  a  pauper  man, 
for  whom  .88  a  week  is  allowed.  The  house  is  poor,  cold  and 
disorderly,  the  food  sufficient. 

Bedford. 

(Visited  May  17,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  very  old  and  not  weather-proof,  poorly  ar- 
ranged, compelling  the  intermingling  of  the  sexes  and  the  sane 
with  insane,  and  without  bathing  facilities.     It  is  conducted  well, 
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and  kept  clean  in  most  parts.     No  improvements  have  been  made 
of  late  years. 

There  are  six  inmates,  of  whom  one  man  is  insane,  and  a  mau 
and  a  woman  are  idiotic.  The  warden  has  been  here  but  one  year. 
Salary,  $400. 

Belch  ERTOWN, 

(Visited  July  2,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  in  good  condition,  having  been  recently 
painted.  It  is  clean  and  well-managed,  but  the  separation  of  the 
sexes  is  not  attended  to,  and  sane  and  insane  inmates  intermingle. 
There  is  no  bath-room,  or  common  source  of  heat.  There  are  ten 
inmates,  including  two  insane  women.  The  warden  has  served 
seven  years.    Salary,  $400. 

Bellingham. 

(Visited  September  30,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  to  some  extent  provides  for  separating  the  sexes, 
and  sane  from  insane,  but  it  is  not  very  well  arranged  or  well 
heated.  A  part  is  old  and  needs  repair,  but  it  is  kept  clean  and 
orderly,  and  the  inmates  are  well  and  kindly  cared  for. 

There  are  but  five  inmates,  three  men  and  two  women,  one  of 
the  latter  being  insane  and  the  other  idiotic.  The  warden  has 
served  less  than  a  year,  and  receives  $500  a  year. 

Berkley. 

(Visited  June  13,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  very  old  and  dilapidated,  and  unfit  for  occu- 
pancy. At  times  some  rooms  are  indecently  crowded.  With 
stinted  heat,  the  inmates,  fortunately  few,  must  suffer  in  winter. 
There  is  no  arrangement  for  separating  the  sexes  or  provision  for 
insane  ;  rarely  occasion  for  either.  The  water  is  in  danger  of 
pollution,  and  the  drainage  is  bad.  Vermin  abound ;  otherwise 
the  house  is  clean,  and  the  single  inmate,  an  insane  man,  has  good 
care.  The  farm  is  well  managed  by  the  warden,  who  has  been 
here  three  years.     Salary,  $225. 

Berlin. 

(Visited  ScpteuU^er  12,  1895.) 
The  town  boards  its  poor  in  several  private  families,  at  a  weekly 
cost  for  each  of  $3  and  upwards.  Two  men,  one  of  them  insane, 
are  in  one  family,  an  old  man,  demented  and  blind,  at  another 
place,  and  at  another  an  insane  woman,  one-third  of  whoso  support 
comes  from  friends.  All  these  poor  persons  are  well  placed  and 
kindly  treated. 
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Beverly. 
(Visited  July  12,  1S95.) 
This  almshouse  has  changed  little  for  several  years.  It  is  kept 
in  good  repair,  and  is  efficiently  managed.  The  sexes  are  sepa- 
rated ;  but  there  is  no  separation  of  sane  and  insane.  Cleanliness 
and  good  order  are  maintained,  and  regard  is  had  to  the  comfort 
of  inmates,  the  majority  of  whom  are  defective  mentally ;  one  or 
two  are  quite  troublesome.  Of  the  nineteen  here,  three  men  and 
three  women  are  insane,  and  four  men  (one  of  them  also  epileptic) 
and  four  women  are  idiotic.  The  warden  has  served  thirteen 
years ;  salary  $500. 

BiLLERICA. 
(Visited  June  10,  1895  ) 
The  almshouse  here,  though  old,  is  in  good  repair,  but  modern 
conveniences  are  wanting  and  there  is  imperfect  heating.  The 
sexes  with  occasional  exceptions  occupy  separate  buildings,  but  the 
insane  live  in  common  with  the  sane.  The  house  is  clean  and 
well  ordered,  the  inmates  well  fed  and  well  treated. 

Of  the  eight  inmates  two  men  are  insane  and  two  women  idiotic 
The  warden  has  served  ten  years.     Salary,  $500. 

Blackstone. 
(Visited  September  13,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  comparatively  new,  but  is  not  so  well  con- 
structed as  it  should  have  been,  and  would  be  better  for  some  re- 
pairs. In  the  past  year  iron  fire-escapes  have  been  placed  at 
either  end  of  the  building.  A  cement  floor  in  the  damp  cellar 
would  be  a  great  improvement.  The  rooms,  beds  and  clothing  are 
kept  clean  and  in  good  condition,  and  the  inmates  have  good  care. 
The  farm  is  yearly  improving.  The  sexes  are  well  separated,  the 
sane  and  insane  mingle. 

There  are  twenty  inmates,  two  of  the  men  being  insane.  The 
warden  is  serving  his  fourth  year,  and  receives  $400. 

Blandford. 
(Visited  September  7,  1895.) 
Among  other  poor  supported  by  this  town  in  private  families, 
are  an  insane  man,  advanced  in  years  and  a  growing  care,  boarded 
at  $3.12  a  week,  and  an  idiotic  woman,  of  infantile  helplessness, 
towards  whose  support  the  town  pays  $1.36  a  week.  Both  receive 
good  care. 
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Bolton. 

(Visited  September  12,  1895.) 

This  old  almshouse  still  needs  repair.     Steam  heating  has  been 

introduced   within   three    years,    and    limited    conveniences    for 

bathing.     The  separation  of  the  sexes  is  incomplete,  and  there  is 

no  provision  for  the  insane.     Cleanliness  and  order  prevail. 

The  six  inmates  are  suitably  kept.  All  are  sane  and  adult. 
The  warden,  who  has  been  here  three  years,  gets  $325  a  year. 

Boston. 
Charlestown. 
(Visited  October  25,  1895.) 
Little  change  has  been  made  the  past  two  years  at  this  alms- 
house, but  the  male  wing  is  now  receiving  a  small  addition.     The 
house  is  well  equipped,  and  is  kept  in  good  repair;  the  manage- 
ment is  also  good.     Men  and  women  have  separate  sections.     No 
insane  are  found  here  among  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  inmates, 
and  but  one  child,  an  idiotic  boy,  who  was  refused  admission  to 
the  School  for  Feeble-Minded.     The  warden  has  served  efficiently 
for  six  years,  at  a  salary  of  $1,300,  and  employs  five  domestics. 

Long  Island. 
(Visiied  October  29,  1895.) 

Since  last  reported  considerable  changes  have  taken  place  in 
this  institution,  in  the  general  readjustment  of  the  pauper  estab- 
lishments, which  has  been  some  years  in  progress,  to  secure  a 
better  classification  of  the  public  dependents  and  a  complete 
separation  of  the  poor  from  the  vicious  element.  The  institution 
at  Long  Island  now  comprises,  among  other  buildings,  separate 
dormitories  for  men  and  for  women  and  a  large  hospital,  with  a 
portion  for  either  sex ;  all  with  modern  appliances  for  heating, 
ventilation  and  drainage,  and  suitably  furnished.  In  the  work  of 
construction  and  the  cultivation  of  the  farm  criminals  from  Deer 
Island  are  habitually  employed,  going  back  and  forth  daily. 

AVithin  the  year  the  women's  dormitory  has  been  completed, 
and  the  occupants  of  Kainsford  Island  have  been  transferred  to 
it,  and  Raiusford  has  been  given  up  to  the  use  of  the  House  of 
Reformation. 

The  various  buildings  contain  at  present  008  inmates,  about 
equally  divided  between  the  sexes.  None  are  ro[)orted  as  insane, 
but  there  are  doubtless  many  idiotic  and  demented  and  many 
epileptics.     Paid  help  is  su[)plicd  in  sullicieut    number,  and    the 
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hospital  is  in  cbargo  of  three  physicians  and  four  trained  nurses. 
A  training-school  for  nurses  is  in  operation.  The  superintendent 
was  ai^pointed  in  1883. 


Marcella  Street  Home, 
(Visited  November  5,  1895.) 

This  is  a  pauper  institution  in  the  main,  devoted  to  the  care 
and  teaching  of  chiklren,  but  about  one-fifth  of  its  inmates  are 
of  the  "neglected"  class.  A  considerable  number  are  infants, 
and  these  remain  but  a  short  time,  being  as  soon  as  practicable 
boarded  in  private  families.  The  more  permanent  inmates  receive 
school  instruction  and  some  industrial  training.  The  buildings 
are  substantial,  convenient  and  well  furnished.  Sanitary  im- 
provements have  been  made  the  past  year. 

Of  the  four  hundred  and  thirty  children  under  the  care  of  the 
Home,  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  are  infants  at  board  in  pri- 
vate families.  The  superintendent  has  been  in  charge  but  a  few 
months,  succeeding  the  present  Commissioner  of  Public  Institu- 
tions of  Boston. 

BOXFORD. 

(Visited  May  23,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  has  lately  been  provided  with'  a  hot  water 
system  of  heating,  and  its  general  condition  shows  some  improve- 
ment. It  is  in  great  need  of  a  bath-room,  and  permanent  help  in 
the  domestic  work  is  desirable.  There  is  no  separation  of  the 
sexes  or  of  the  sane  from  the  insane.  The  farm  yields  dairy 
products  sufficient  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  place. 

There  are  six  inmates,  of  whom  half,  —  one  man  and  two  women, 
—  are  idiotic,  the  man  and  a  woman  being  also  epileptic.  The 
warden  has  served  ten  years.     Salary,  $450. 

BOYLSTON. 

(Visited  July  1,  1895.) 

Nothing  has  been  done  for  some  years  to  improve  this  alms- 
house, which  differs  little  from  an  ordinary  farmhouse,  and  is  old 
and  in  need  of  repair.  There  are  no  means  of  separating  men 
from  women,  or  insane  from  sane  inmates.  A  new  day-room  is 
planned,  and  bathing  facilities  should  be  provided.  There  are 
four  inmates,  all  men,  and  none  insane  or  idiotic.  The  warden 
lias  served  two  years.     Salary,  $365. 
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Braintree. 

(Visited  February  12,  1895.) 

This  is  a  good  and  in  most  respects  a  well-arranged  almshouse, 
of  modern  construction,  and  provided  with  modern  appliances, 
and  is  in  good  repair  and  clean  throughout.  The  inmates  receive 
good  care.  There  are  separate  wards  for  men  and  women,  but 
none  for  the  insane. 

Among  the  twelve  inmates  are  three  insane  women,  and  two  of 
each  sex  idiotic.  The  warden  has  served  but  a  year.  Salary, 
8480. 

Brewster. 
(Visited  August  15,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  in  excellent  condition,  clean  throughout,  and 
the  inmates  have  suitable  care.  The  place  has  no  bathing  facili- 
ties, and  its  structure  does  not  admit  of  full  separation  of  the 
sexes,  or  provide  for  insane.  There  are  eight  inmates,  among 
whom  two  of  each  sex  are  idiotic.  The  warden  has  served  two 
years  at  a  salary  of  $300. 

Bridgewater. 
(Visited  January  2,  1895.) 

This  old  almshouse  remains  as  last  year  in  much  need  of  repair, 
some  of  the  floors  being  quite  worn  out.  It  is  warmed  by  a  fur- 
nace and  has  a  good  bath-room.  The  drainage  and  water  supply 
are  good.     Cleanliness  prevails  in  the  house. 

There  are  ten  inmates,  all  adult,  including  three  insane  and  one 
idiotic.  The  warden  is  in  his  seventh  year  of  service.  Salary, 
S400.  No  provision  is  made  for  separating  the  sexes  nor  the  sane 
from  the  insane.     (The  warden  resigned  in  April.) 

Brimfield. 
(Visited  September  19,  1895.) 

In  the  past  year  this  almshouse  has  been  provided  with  a  fur- 
nace ;  it  still  needs  a  bath-room.  Though  the  house  is  not  modern, 
it  might  be  kept  in  clean  and  orderly  condition ;  it  is  not  so  now. 
There  is  no  separation  of  the  sexes  or  of  sane  from  insane,  and 
vigilance  has  not  been  able  to  prevent  serious  consequences. 

There  are  thirteen  inmates,  among  whom  is  an  insane  l)lind 
man,  who  is  secluded  in  an  unfit  room,  two  insane  women,  and  au 
idiotic  man  also  epileptic.  There  is  also  a  young  child  with  an 
unwedded  mother.  The  warden  is  serving  his  seventh  year,  and 
receives  $425. 
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Brockton. 

(Visited  September  25,  1895.) 

This  alnislioiise  continues  very  satisfactory  in  most  respects, 
being  clean  and  well  ordered  and  under  excellent  management. 
It  is  amply  provided  with  safeguards  against  fire,  and  has  good 
sanitary  appliances.  In  the  past  year  the  house  has  been  re- 
painted and  out-buildings  enlarged.  The  sexes  are  quite  sepa- 
rate, the  insane  partially  by  themselves.  The  latter  are  numerous 
enough  to  warrant  special  provision  for  them. 

Among  the  thirty-four  inmates,  twelve  men  and  as  many  women 
are  insane,  and  two  men  and  one  woman  idiotic.  The  warden 
has  served  four  years  at  SI, 000  a  year. 

Brookfield. 
(Visited  September  20,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  has  been  renovated  inside  within  two  years,  and 
is  in  as  good  condition  as  its  age  and  structure  will  allow.  It  is 
provided  with  steam  heat  and  a  bath-room.  It  does  not  separate 
the  sexes  properly,  but  the  insane  are  kept  apart  from  the  sane, 
being  cases  that  require  seclusion.    The  house  is  clean  and  orderly. 

Of  the  six  inmates,  two  women  are  insane  and  constantly  con- 
fined to  their  rooms,  and  another  is  an  idiotic  woman.  The  warden 
is  serving  his  second  year,  and  gets  $450. 

Brookline. 

(Visited  November  8,  1895.) 

The  almshouse  here  is  quite  modern  in  structure,  not  wholly  so 
in  its  appointments.  It  separates  the  sexes,  but  provides  no 
accommodations  for  insane,  and  none  are  ever  received  here.  Its 
bathing  facilities  have  been-  improved  lately,  but  the  drainage, 
owing  to  the  rocky  character  of  the  land,  is  not  always  satis- 
factory. The  house  is  kept  in  excellent  order,  and  the  inmates 
have  proper  care. 

There  are  but  six  inmates.  The  place  is  in  charge  of  a  matron, 
who  is  paid  S500  a  year,  and  she  has  a  male  assistant  to  whom  she 
pays  $20  a  mouth.     She  has  been  here  twelve  years. 

BUCKLAND. 
(Visited  September  10,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  old  and  dilapidated  and  cold  in  winter,  but  it  is 
kept  as  clean  and  comfortable  as  is  possible.      There  is  no  separa- 
tion of  the  sexes  or  of  sane  from  insane.     The  drainage  is  imper- 
fect.

There  are  six  inm.ites,  the  two  men  and  three  of  the  women 
being  insane.  The  warden  has  served  six  years,  and  has  $350 
a  year. 

Burlington. 
(Visited  July  26,  1895.) 

The  almshouse  here  is  nearly  new,  but  was  not  thoroughly 
built,  and  is  cold  in  winter.  A  general  system  of  heating  would 
much  improve  it.  It  has  no  means  of  separating  the  sexes,  and 
makes  no  provision  for  the  insane,  but  the  inmates  are  few.  The 
house  is  in  better  order  than  it  has  sometimes  been  found.  There 
are  four  inmates,  three  men  and  an  idiotic  woman.  The  manage- 
ment is  frequently  changed.  The  present  warden  has  served  a 
year  and  a  half.     The  salary  is  $400. 

Cambridge. 
(Visited  April  16,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  has  been  much  improved  within  two  years,  and 
there  has  been  much  change  in  the  character  of  its  inmates,  in 
consequence  of  the  removal  of  the  truant  school  so  long  a  part  of 
the  institution.  The  vacated  rooms  have  been  converted  to  pauper 
uses ;  provision  for  better  lodgment  of  insane  women  has  been 
made,  steam  pipes  and  other  safeguards  against  fire  have  been  in- 
troduced, and  much  of  the  interior  has  been  renovated.  There  is 
complete  separation  of  the  sexes  and  there  are  separate  quarters 
for  insane  women,  but  none  for  insane  men. 

The  number  of  paupers  and  neglected  children  here  is  usually 
considerable.  The  inmates  number  12G,  and  of  these,  four  men 
and  sixteen  women  are  insane ;  one  man  and  five  women  are 
idiotic,  one  of  the  latter  also  epileptic.  The  management  of  the 
almshouse  is  excellent ;  the  warden  has  served  nine  years.  Salary, 
$1,500. 

Canton. 
(Visited  April  12,  1895.) 

AVithin  the  past  two  years  several  improvements  have  been  made 
in  this  almshouse,  including  fire-escapes,  another  bath-room, 
electric  bells  and  fire  and  police  alarm.  The  house  is  mainly 
modern,  but  has  an  old  section  in  good  rei)air  whicii  furnishes 
sleeping-rooms  for  the  women.  The  separation  of  the  si'xes  by 
day  is  not  well  secured  and  is  a  source  of  trouble.  The  house  is 
in  good  condition,  clean  and  well  aired  and  warmed,  and  tlie 
fifteen   inmates    have    good    care.     Eleven    are    males   and    four 
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females  ;  one  niau  being  insane  and  one  idiotic ;  and  one  woman  is 
epileptic  and  the  mother  of  two  children,  one  an  illegitimate  child 
born  here.  The  warden  has  served  over  three  years.  Salary, 
6500. 

Carlisle. 
(Visited  June  10,  1895.) 

Some  repairs  have  been  made  in  this  almshouse  the  past  year, 
greatly  improving  it.  The  place  is  managed  with  economy,  and 
better  than  formerly,  a  fair  degree  of  cleanliness  and  order  being 
manifest.  Separation  of  the  sexes  is  not  provided  for,  nor  do  the 
insane  have  distinct  quarters.  The  well  gives  insuIBcient  water, 
and  other  sources  of  supply  are  distant. 

There  are  but  two  inmates,  both  idiotic  women.  The  warden 
has  served  one  year,  at  a  salary  of  $350. 

Charlemont. 
(Visited  September  11,  1895.) 
This  town  abandoned  its  almshouse  several  years  ago,  but  sup- 
ports two  of  its  paupers  at  the  old  place.     These  are  an  idiotic 
woman  and  her  young  daughter,  who  are  well  provided  for  at  8250 
a  year  for  the  two. 

At  another  place  an  insane  woman,  formerly  in  a  hospital,  has 
for  some  years  been  well  cared  for  at  $2  per  week. 

Charlton. 

(Visited  October  16,  1895.) 

Much  has  been  done  the  past  year  to  improve  this  almshouse. 
Steam  heating  has  been  introduced,  new  water-closets  and  a  bath- 
room supplied,  and  the  drainage  made  satisfactory.  There  is 
incomplete  separation  of  the  sexes,  and  a  mingling  of  sane  with 
insane. 

There  are  ten  inmates,  including  one  of  either  sex  insane,  and 
an  infant  with  his  mother.  The  warden  has  served  three  years, 
and  gets  8375  a  year. 

Chatham. 
(Visited  August  15,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  not  old,  and  is  fairly  well  adapted  to  pauper 
use,  though  the  administrative  part  is  inconvenient.  Neither  cloth- 
ing nor  bedding  is  clean,  and  the  occupied  rooms  are  in  great  dis- 
order. There  is  partial  separation  of  the  sexes,  and  of  sane  from 
insane. 

There  are  six  inmates,  including  an  insane  man  and  a  paralytic 
woman.     The  warden  has  been  in  charge  five  years.     Salary,  8250. 
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Chelmsford. 
(Visited  June  10,  1895.) 

Formerly  a  tavern,  this  almshouse  is  used  for  its  present  purpose 
without  any  essential  alterations.  It  does  not  separate  the  sexes, 
or  sane  from  insane  inmates.  It  has  been  improved  the  past  year 
by  the  introduction  of  iron  bedsteads  and  fire-escapes  ;  is  well 
managed,  clean  and  orderly.  The  farm  is  under  good  cultivation, 
and  its  income  is  supplemented  by  the  board  received  for  four 
laborers  on  the  highway. 

There  are  six  inmates,  of  whom  one  woman  is  insane  and 
another  idiotic.  The  warden,  an  overseer  of  the  poor,  came  a 
year  ago.     Salary,  $400. 

Cheshire. 
(Visited  July  24,  1895.) 

This  town  supports  its  poor  chiefly  in  one  family.  They  are 
kept  in  a  detached  building  of  one  story  and  a  basement,  three 
rooms  above  and  two  below,  one  of  the  latter  mostly  underground 
and  dimly  lighted  by  a  cellar  window,  five  old  men  lodge  here, 
one  of  whom,  insane,  sleeps  in  the  dark  and  damp  cellar.  These 
poor  persons  are  not  suitably  placed  or  properly  cared  for.  The 
town  pays  $7  a  month  for  each  person. 

Another  pauper  who  is  insane  and  never  had  hospital  treatment 
is  boarded  in  a  neighboring  town  at  $2.50  a  week,  and  is  com- 
fortably situated. 

Chesterfield. 
(Visited  October  18,  1895.) 

This  town  distributes  its  poor  in  private  families.  Of  the  two 
idiotic  persons  so  provided  for  recently,  one,  a  woman,  was  com- 
mitted to  a  lunatic  hospital  and  died  ;  the  other,  a  man,  is  well 
and  kindly  cared  for  at  a  cost  to  the  town  of  $1.50  a  week. 

Chicopee. 

(Visited  September  18,  1895.) 

No  change  has  been  made  in  this  almshouse  for  several  years. 
Its  plan  is  not  convenient ;  it  gives  no  effectual  separation  of  the 
sexes,  makes  no  provision  for  insane  (of  whom  it  rarely  has  any), 
and  the  warden's  rooms  are  not  separated  from  those  of  the  in- 
mates. The  place  is  furnished  with  the  modern  conveniences,  — 
steam  heat,  batli-rooms,  fire-escapes,  —  and  is  kept  in  good  order 
and  clean. 

There  are  thirty-seven  inmates.  The  house  is  in  charge  of  a 
matron  at  $25  a  month,  while  the  farm  is  managed  by  a  liired 
farmer. 
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Clinton. 

(Visited  May  23,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  has  two  sections  of  different  ages,  one  part 
dating  from  1831,  the  other  from  1888  and  designed  for  women. 
The  older  portion,  unworthy-  of  repair,  is  to  be  demolished  this 
season,  and  a  larger  section  added  for  the  use  of  men.  Sepa- 
ration of  the  sexes,  now  incomplete,  will  then  be  effectual ;  and 
needed  renovation  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  is  expected. 
There  is  no  provision  for  insane,  but  the  almshouse  is  fairly  clean 
and  comfortable. 

There  are  found  here  thirteen  inmates,  among  them  one  imbe- 
cile woman,  who  lives  with  the  sane  inmates.  The  warden  has 
served  twelve  years.  The  warden  is  paid  a  salary  of  $700,  the 
matron,  $100. 

COHASSET. 
(Visited  April  29,  189.5.) 

This  almshouse  has  changed  little  within  the  past  two  years, 
and  though  quite  old  and' irregularly  arranged,  and  none  too  well 
furnished,  is  kept  clean,  and  was  found  in  fair  sanitary  condition. 
It  has  a  bath-room,  available  only  in  summer,  and  has  many 
stoves  in  use  in  winter.  There  is  no  separation  of  sexes  and  none 
of  sane  from  insane.  It  has  more  paid  help  than  most  alms- 
houses of  its  size,  and  suitable  food  and  clothing  are  provided. 

The  inmates  number  seven,  of  whom  two  men  and  one  woman 
are  insane,  and  one  woman  is  idiotic.  The  warden  has  served 
three  years  :  salary,  S600. 

Concord. 

(Visited  October  14,  1895  ) 

No  changes  or  special  repairs  have  been  made  at  this  almshouse 
since  the  last  report.  It  is  attractive  without,  clean  and  comfort- 
able within,  has  now  most  of  the  modern  conveniences,  but  does 
not  well  separate  the  sexes  or  provide  for  insane.  It  is  under 
good  management. 

There  are  no  insane  or  idiotic  among  its  eight  inmates,  but 
one  woman  is  epileptic.  The  warden  has  served  eleven  years. 
Salary,  $480. 

Conway. 
(Visited  October  18,  1895.) 

Some  improvement  is  manifest  in  this  almshouse  within  the  past 
year,  cliiefly  in  its  sanitary  arrangements  and  the  surroundings. 
There  is  no  change  of  importance  within.  No  good  separation 
of  the  sexes  is  made,  and  no  attempt  to  separate  sane  from  insane. 
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The  chambers  are  but  partly  warmed  by  stoves,  and  this  leads  to 
some  crowding  in  winter.     The  inmates  receive  good  care. 

There  are  five  inmates,  including  one  insane  man,  and  two  men 
and  a  woman  idiotic.  The  warden  has  served  four  years,  at  8350 
a  year. 

CUMMINGTON. 

(Visited  October  18,  1895.) 
Among  the  poor  of  this  town,  which  maintains  no  almshouse, 
are  an  idiotic  woman,  boarded  in  a  good  family  in  town,  and 
an  insane  woman,  who  never  had  hospital  treatment,  boarded  at 
her  son's  in  a  neighboring  town,  where  also  the  father  is  supported 
as  a  pauper.  For  each  of  these  persons  $2  a  week  is  paid,  and 
the  provision  for  them  is  suitable. 

Dalton. 

(Visited  July  24,  1895.) 
This  town  has  no  almshouse,  and  provides  for  its  poor  in  private 
houses.  One  woman  with  four  young  children,  the  eldest  an  idiot 
boy  of  twelve,  quite  helpless,  has  a  poor  tenement  of  four  rooms. 
Another  woman  with  two  children  has  a  wretched  house  of  three 
rooms.  Both  places  are  provided  by  the  town,  which  also  furnishes 
supplies  to  the  value  of  $2  a  week  for  each  person.  The  idiot 
child  has  his  mother's  care. 

Dana. 

(Visited  May  31,  1895.) 
For  two  years  past  this  almshouse  has  had  but  a  single  inmate, 
an  insane  woman.  Some  of  the  rooms  are  unfurnished  and  would 
be  improved  in  appearance  by  paint  and  paper,  but  so  far  as  used 
they  are  clean  and  in  good  order.  A  new  warden  has  lately  taken 
charge  of  the  place,  at  a  salary  of  $200. 

Dartmouth. 
(Visited  Septembcy  3,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  of  modern  construction  and  gives  complete 
separation  of  the  sexes,  but  has  no  provision  for  insane.  Its 
supply  of  heat  is  insuQicient.  It  is  without  bath-room,  and  the 
wash-room  is  without  water.  IMost  of  the  inmates  sleep  in  two 
large,  cold  dormitories.  The  house  is  clean  and  tidy,  and  the  in- 
mates have  good  treatment. 

They  number  thirteen,  of  whom  a  man  and  a  woman  are  idiotic, 
and  there  is  a  young  illegitimate  child  with  his  mother.  The  war- 
den has  served  two  years.     Salary,  §450. 
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Dedham. 

(Visited  February  11,  1895.) 

The  new  Dedham  almshouse  has  been  in  use  but  a  year.  It  is 
of  wood,  entirely  modern  in  construction  and  is  furnished  with 
steam  heat  and  electric  lighting.  It  consists  of  a  central  admin- 
istrative part  and  two  wings  containing  respectively  eight  and 
nine  sleeping-rooms,  all  but  one  of  them  on  the  second  floor.  It 
properly  separates  the  sexes,  but  there  is  no  provision  for  insane. 
Instead  of  fire-escapes  it  has  wooden  stairways  at  each  end  and 
in  the  centre  running  from  attic  to  cellar.  The  attics  form  two 
large  dormitories,  not  yet  entirely  finished,  and  unoccupied.  The 
first  floor  provides  bathing,  dining  and  sitting-rooms,  and  the 
brick  basement  contains  the  laundry,  heating  and  cellarage.  The 
arrangement  is  quite  good,  and  the  place  is  well  managed. 

There  are  thirteen  inmates,  all  sane,  but  one  is  epileptic.  The 
warden  has  served  nine  years  :  salary,  8C00. 

Deekfield. 

(Visited  August  19,  1895.) 

"Within  a  year  or  two  past  this  place  has  been  much  improved 
by  repairs  on  the  barn  and  within  the  house.  The  premises  gen- 
erally are  in  better  condition  than  formerly.  No  alteration  has 
been  made  in  the  quarters  for  the  poor,  and  the  attic  rooms  are  as 
unsuitable  as  ever.  The  cellar  is  now  dry.  There  is  no  separa- 
tion of  the  sexes  or  of  sane  and  insane. 

Among  the  five  inmates  (including  one  boarder)  one  man  and 
two  women  are  insane.  The  warden  has  served  five  years,  and 
has  this  year  8425. 

Dennis. 

(Visited  August  16,  1895.) 
The  almshouse  here  is  in  good  repair,  but  not  in  as  good  order, 
or  as  clean,  as  formerly.  The  sexes  are  partially  separated,  as 
are  the  sane  from  insane.  The  six  inmates  have  ordinary  fare 
and  good  treatment,  but  their^  clothing  is  unclean.  One  woman 
is  insane,  and  another  idiotic,  and  there  is  a  paralytic  and  idiotic 
boy.     The  warden  took  charge  two  months  ago  at  a  salary  of  §260. 

DiGHTON. 

(Visited  June  13,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  in  good  condition,  like  an  ordinary  farm- 
house, without  modern  conveniences,  but  neat  and  orderly  within. 
The  exterior  needs  slight  repairs.      The  sanitary  arrangements  are 
suitable,  except  that  the  sink  drainage  might  be  improved. 
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The  inmates,  a  woman  and  a  boy,  both  sane,  mingle  with  the 
family  of  the  warden,  who  has  been  here  four  years  :  salary,  $300. 

Douglas. 

(Visited  October  1,  1895.) 

This  old  almshouse  continues  little  changed,  and  has  had  but 
little  in  the  way  of  repairs.  It  is  very  poorly  arranged,  not 
separating  the  sexes  or  sane  from  insane.  It  is  improved  in  re- 
spect to  cleanliness  and  order.  It  is  imperfectly  warmed,  but  this 
has  not  been  complained  of.     The  inmates  have  good  care. 

There  are  seven  inmates  ;  two  of  them,  a  man  and  a  woman,  be- 
ing idiotic,  and  the  latter  also  epileptic.  The  warden  came  six 
months  ago,  and  is  to  have  S300  a  year. 

The  town  also  pays  $3  a  week  for  the  support  of  an  idiotic  man 
in  a  private  family,  where  he  often  requires  confinement,  which 
could  be  better  applied  in  an  asylum. 

Dracut. 
(Visited  May  14,  1895.) 

This  old  and  stoutly  built  house  is  kept  in  tolerable  repair,  and 
furnishes  good  and  clean  quarters  for  the  few  paupers  supported 
here.  There  is  no  attempt  at  separation  of  the  sexes,  or  saue 
from  insane.  The  farm  is  gradually  diminishing  by  sales  for 
building  purposes,  and  will  ultimately  be  wholly  disposed  of.  A 
good  income  is  received  from  milk. 

There  are  three  inmates,  the  only  woman  being  insane.  The 
warden  has  served  four  years.     Salary,  $400. 

Dudley. 

(Visited  May  9,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  old  and  ill  adapted  to  its  use,  but  in  fair  con- 
dition, and  cleanly.  Imperfectly  heated,  destitute  of  bathing  con- 
veniences, or  means  for  separating  the  sexes  or  sane  from  insane, 
it  is  well  conducted,  and  the  inmates  receive  good  care.  These 
are  five,  of  whom  one  man  is  idiotic.  A  boy  of  fifteen  years  is 
physically  defective.  The  farm  is  productive.  The  warden  is 
serving  his  second  year.     Salary,  $400. 

DuxnuuY. 
(VisitedOctober  9,  189.").) 
This  almshouse  is  old  and  unsuitably  arranged,  but  conspicu- 
ously neat.     There  is  no  separation  of  the  sexes,  or  of  sane  from 
insane,  but  the  inmates  get  good  care.     A  new  furnace  is  about 
to  be  procured,  and  a  bath-room  is  needed. 

(This  almshouse  was  destroyed  by  fire  December  9,  1805.) 
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There  are  seven  inmates,  among  whom  ai'e  an  untidy  insane 
woman  (often  subject  to  restraint)  and  two  idiotic  women.  The 
warden  has  served  three  years,  and  receives  $400  a  year. 

East  Bridgewater. 
(Visited  January  2,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  old  and  ill-arranged,  giving  imperfect  separa- 
tion of  tlie  sexes.  It  has  furnace  heat,  but  lacks  some  modern 
improvements.  No  change  has  been  made  the  past  year,  but  an 
effort  is  making  to  supply  good  bathing  facilities.  The  house  is 
clean,  the  management  good,  and  the  twelve  inmates  are  made 
comfortable. 

Of  these  ten  are  sane,  one  insane,  and  one  idiotic.  Among  the 
inmates  are  a  woman  and  twin  children,  supported  by  the  town 
of  Raynham.  The  warden  has  served  acceptably  eleven  years. 
Salary,  425.     The  sane  and  insane  are  not  separated. 

Eastham. 

(Visited  August  U,  1895.) 

This  town  has  no  almshouse  and  few  poor  to  support.  An 
insane  woman  is  boarded  in  a  private  family  at  $3.00  a  week,  and 
has  proper  care. 

Eastiiampton. 
(Visited  August  23,  1895.) 

Little  has  been  done  or  required  at  this  almshouse  in  the  way 
of  repairs.  The  house  provides  separate  sections  for  men  and 
women,  but  the  excess  of  women  interferes  with  separation.  No 
special  provision  is  made  for  insane.  The  almshouse  and  farm 
are  well  conducted,  and  the  thirteen  inmates  receive  suitable  care. 
Five  of  them,  one  man  and  four  women,  are  insane,  and  have  all 
had  hospital  care.  The  warden  is  serving  his  fourth  year,  and 
receives  $600  yearly. 

Easton. 
(Visited  June  11,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  looks  better  without  than  within,  the  rooms 
needing  some  repair.  It  is  not  arranged  with  a  view  to  separating 
the  sexes,  or  keeping  the  insane  by  themselves.  The  attic  rooms 
are  low  and  poorly  ventilated.  There  is  a  bath-room  without 
water.  The  drainage  has  lately  been  improved  and  the  rooms 
are  kept  clean,  though  vermin  are  not  rare.  The  farm  is  pro- 
ductive. 

Twelve  inmates  are  here,  of  whom  two,  a  man  and  a  woman,  are 
insane,  and  three  men  are  idiotic.  The  warden  has  but  lately 
taken  charge  of  the  place,  at  a  salary  of  $400. 
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Egremont. 

(Visited  September  4,  1895.) 
This  town  boards  an  elderly  woman  with  her  mother ;  she  has 
been  long  insane  and  often  troublesome,  and  has  never  had  any 
hospital  treatment.     A  little  less  than  $3  a  week  is  paid  for  her, 
and  she  has  good  care. 

Enfield. 
(Visited  July  2,  1895,  and  August  8,  1895.) 
Having  years  ago  abandoned  its  almshouse,  this  town  boards  its 
poor  in  private  families.  Four  are  now  so  maintained,  amoDg 
them  an  insane  and  epileptic  woman,  living  with  her  mother,  who 
gets  $2  a  week  for  her  support ;  and  another  insane  woman  sup- 
ported in  an  adjoining  town  at  $2.20  a  week.  In  both  cases  suit- 
able provision  is  made. 

Essex. 

(Visited  July  12,  1895.) 
Little  is  done  to  keep  this  almshouse  in  repair,  while  the  ques- 
tion of  a  new  one  is  under  consideration.  It  is  poorly  fitted  for 
its  purpose,  destitute  of  separate  quarters  for  men  and  women,  or 
for  the  insane,  without  bath-room  or  good  system  of  heating.  The 
management  is  efficient,  and  the  inmates  have  good  care.  They 
number  seven,  including  a  man  and  a  woman  insane,  and  an  idiotic 
woman  of  uncleanly  habits.  The  warden  has  been  in  charge  seven 
years.     Salary,  $400. 

Fairhaven. 
(Visited  September  24,  1895.) 

This  town  has  a  new  almshouse,  well  arranged  on  the  whole, 
and  it  secures  separation  of  the  sexes.  It  is  well  but  not  com- 
pletely furnished.  Sane  and  insane  are  in  part  separated.  The 
building  is  heated  by  steam,  has  bath-rooms  and  water-closets, 
and  single  rooms  throughout.     Everything  is  clean  and  wholesome. 

There  are  five  inmates,  of  whom  two  men  are  insane,  and  a 
woman  is  idiotic.  A  new  warden  came  four  months  ago  at  a 
salary  of  HOO. 

Fall  River. 
(Visited  August  19,  1895.) 

Within  the  past  two  years  considerable  improvements  have  been 
made  at  this  almshouse,  chiefly  by  the  erection  of  a  new  hospital 
building  and  the  increase  of  bathing  facilities.  The  whole  estab- 
lishment is  in  excellent  order.  There  is  no  special  separation  of 
the  insane  from  others,  but  the  sexes  are  kept  apart. 
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Of  the  one  hundred  and  twentj^-seven  inmates,  one  woman  is 
insane,  and  two  of  either  sex  are  idiotic.  The  warden  is  serving 
his  second  year.  He  receives  SG50,  and  the  matron  S350,  and 
there  are  eight  paid  assistants. 

FALMOUtll. 
(Visited  November  14, 1895.) 
Tliis  almshouse  is  always  clean  and  orderly,  and  the  inmates  are 
"well  cared  for.     The  house  has  no  means  of  separating  the  sexes 
or  sane  from  insane,  and  it  has  no  bath-room.     The  sanitary  con- 
dition is  good. 

There  are  seven  inmates,  among  whom  are  two  idiotic  women. 
The  warden  has  served  three  years  at  $375  a  year. 

FiTCHBURG. 

(Visited  September  17,  1895  ) 

This  almshouse  continues  to  increase  its  general  convenience 
and  efficiency.  It  is  kept  in  excellent  order,  with  sufficient  paid 
help.  There  is  thorough  separation  of  the  sexes,  but  only  the 
most  objectionable  insane  cases  have  special  provision  made  for 
them.     The  sanitary  conditions  are  good. 

The  inmates  number  seventy-four,  among  whom  are  six  men 
and  eleven  women  insane,  three  men  and  two  women  idiotic,  and 
an  epileptic  man.  The  warden  has  served  three  years.  Salary, 
$900. 

FOXBORODGH. 
(Visited  January  22,  1895.) 

The  buildings  here  are  in  poor  repair,  the  barn  dilapidated.  The 
place  is  offered  for  sale,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  new  and  better 
establishment  will  be  provided  nearer  the  village ;  otherwise, 
extensive  improvements  will  be  necessary  on  the  present  site. 
Drainage  and  water  supply  are  both  insufficient. 

The  four  inmates,  all  sane  adults,  seem  comfortable,  but  the 
housekeeping  miglit  be  improved.  The  warden  has  served  here 
eleven  years.  Salary,  $300.  No  provision  is  made  for  separating 
the  sexes  or  the  sane  from  the  insane. 

Framingham. 

(Visited  February  13,  1895.) 

This  is  an  old  almshouse  and  naturally  lacks  some  conveniences 

now  deemed  indispensable,  though  it  has  been  somewhat  improved 

within  two  years.     It  has  no  bath  room  and  until  lately  had   a 

very  poor  water  supply.     No  provision  is  made  for  separating  the 
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sexes  or  the  sane  from  the  iasaue,  but  the  arrangement  is  good 
and  the  inmates  are  well  cared  for. 

They  are  ten  in  number,  one  man  only  being  insane.     The  war- 
den has  served  but  six  months.     Salary,  $500  per  annum. 


Franklin. 
(Visited  March  15,  1895.) 

Tills  almshouse  is  well  managed  and  has  received  many  improve- 
ments within  two  years  past.  Steam  heat  has  been  introduced  and 
the  rooms  have  been  renovated  with  paint  and  whitewash  and 
floors  carpeted  ;  the  water-closets  are  improved  and  iron  bedsteads 
replace  the  old  wooden  ones.  The  introduction  of  water  from  the 
town  mains  is  under  consideration.  The  farm  is  steadily  growing 
more  productive.  The  house  is  clean  and  orderly  ;  a  domestic  is 
now  employed.  The  plan  of  the  house  does  not  secure  entire  sep- 
aration of  the  sexes,  but  separation  at  night  is  effected.  There  is 
no  p:ovision  for  insane. 

The  inmates  number  ten,  of  whom  one  of  each  sex  is  idiotic. 
The  warden  has  served  four  years  :  present  salary,  8400. 


Freetown. 

(Visited  June  13,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  much  out  of  repair  and  not  suited  to  its  use, 
being  ill-arranged  for  separating  men  and  women,  without  pro- 
vision for  insane  or  idiotic,  without  bath-room,  good  water  supply, 
good  ventilation,  or  good  heating.  Most  of  the  rooms  and  furnish- 
ings are  clean  and  in  good  order,  and  the  food  is  of  fair  quality. 

There  are  seven  inmates,  of  whom  three,  a  man  and  two  women, 
are  simple,  and  one  a  child  with  his  unwedded  mother.  The  war- 
den is  serving  his  third  year.     Salary,  $250  per  annum. 

Gardner. 
(Visited  September  17,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  has  been  built  but  three  years,  and  is  quite  well 
arranged  and  supplied  with  modern  conveniences.  It  provides 
for  complete  separation  of  the  sexes,  but  not  for  insane.  It  is 
managed  well,  is  clean  and  in  order. 

The  inmates  number  seventeen,  among  whom  are  three  insane 
women,  one  having  an  infant  child.  The  warden  has  served  four 
years,  and  receives  $525  a  year. 
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Georgetown. 
(Visited  July  9,  1895.) 
Alterations  within  the  past  year  have  much  improved  this  alms- 
house, but  there  is  room  for  further  improvement.  Hot  water 
heating  has  been  introduced  for  a  part  of  the  house,  and  some 
new  rooms  fitted  up.  The  sexes  are  not  separated,  nor  are  the 
insane  especially  provided  for.  The  drainage  is  imperfect,  and 
might  easily  prove  troublesome.  The  place  is  well  conducted,  and 
the  six  inmates  are  properly  cared  for.  Two  of  the  men  are  insane, 
and  one  is  idiotic.  The  warden  has  served  two  years.  Salary, 
8300. 

GLOrCESTER. 
(Visited  May  24,  1895.) 

The  almshouse  here  is  quite  large,  but  far  from  modern  in  its 
plan,  and  very  inconvenient.  Separation  of  the  sexes  is  effected 
by  assigning  them  to  different  floors  ;  no  attempt  is  made  to  keep 
the  large  iosane  element  of  the  population  from  mingling  with  the 
sane.  Many  chronic  insane  have  lately  been  brought  here  from 
the  hospitals.  Tlie  house  is  always  clean  and  orderly,  and  the 
management  is  good.  There  is  some  need  of  repairs  within,  and 
the  supply  of  water  is  inadequate  to  the  requirements  of  a  full 
house. 

The  inmates  number  thirty-two,  and  of  tliese  six  men  and  seven 
women  are  insone,  and  two  of  each  sex  are  idiotic.  The  warden 
is  serving  his  fifth  year.     Salary,  8550. 

Grafton. 

(Visited  September  30,  1895.) 

Some  slight  repairs  excepted,  nothing  has  been  done  to  this 
almshouse  since  last  reported.  It  is  not  arranged  so  as  to  sepa- 
rate the  sexes  or  give  the  insane  special  quarters.  It  has  good 
facilities  for  warming  and  bathing,  it  is  kept  tidy,  and  its  manage- 
ment is  improved. 

It  contains  sixteen  inmates,  of  whom  one  man  is  idiotic  and 
epileptic,  and  a  woman  is  idiotic.  The  warden  receives  8450  and 
is  serving  his  second  year. 

Granby. 

(Visited  August  20,  1895.) 
There  is  no  almshouse  here,  though  the  establishment  of  one  has 
lately  been  considered  and  abandoned.     Seven  of    its  poor  are 
kept  in  private  families,  five  in  one  place,  at  an  expense  of  little 
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more  than  one  dollar  a  week  for  each.  The  place  is  fairly  good, 
and  the  poor  are  generally  well  provided.  One  woman  is  shabbily 
clothed. 

Great  Barringtox. 

(Visited  September  4,  1895.) 
This  town  has  no  almshouse,  but  cares  for  its  poor  in  private 
families.  Three  of  them,  including  one  insane  and  one  idiotic 
woman,  are  kept  by  one  person  in  a  rough,  unfinished  building, 
cold  in  winter,  where,  however,  they  have  good  food  and  clothing. 
The  town  pays  $100  a  year  for  the  support  of  each,  and  has  con- 
tracted with  the  same  person  for  several  years  past.  Several  other 
poor  persons  are  at  like  cost  boarded  in  different  families, 

Greenfield. 
(Visited  November  8,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  has  been  very  much  improved  since  the  last  re- 
port. Repairs  upon  the  outside  and  inside  have  been  made,  the 
whole  house  painted,  city  water  introduced,  also  improved  sani- 
tary arrangements,  drainage,  etc.  There  is  urgent  need  of  a  bath- 
room supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water.  A  fire-escape  should  also 
be  added,  leading  from  the  second  story  now  occupied  by  men. 
There  is  practically  no  separation  of  the  sexes  or  of  sane  from 
insane. 

There  are  five  inmates,  two  men  and  three  women.  One  man 
has  epilepsy,  all  the  women  are  insane.  The  warden  has  been  in 
charge  a  year  and  a  half  at  a  salary  of  $400. 

Green^vich. 
(Visited  July  2,  1895.) 
This  almshouse,  the  "  Cooley  House,"  was  given  to  the  town 
many  years  ago  for  the  maintenance  of  a  former  inmate.  It  is 
small,  old  and  cheerless,  without  means  of  separating  the  sexes  or 
caring  for  insane.  Repairs  are  neglected,  but  the  house  is  clean 
and  orderly.  Of  the  three  inmates,  all  elderly  men,  one  —  a 
cripple  —  is  idiotic.  The  warden  has  a  record  of  seventeen  years 
service,  and  receives  $325  a  j^ear. 

Groton. 

(Visited  September  18,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  old  and  ill-arranged,  with  imperfect  separa- 
tion of  sexes  and  of  sane  from  insane.     It  is  clean  and  orderly, 
but  not  cheerful.     Much  housework   is   done   by  inmates  ;  farm 
hands  are  hired. 
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The  seven  inmates  include  one  of  either  sex  insane,  and  one 
idiotic.    The  warden  has  served  three  years,  and  gets  $550  a  year. 

Gkoveland. 

(Visited  August  26,  1895  ) 

This  almshouse,  old  and  not  well  arranged,  has  not  been  improved 
since  last  reported.  It  is  kept  clean  but  not  in  good  order.  The 
inmates  have  suitable  food  and  clothing.  Separation  of  the  sexes 
is  not  secured,  nor  that  of  sane  from  insane. 

The  number  of  inmates  is  always  small ;  at  present  there  are 
two,  a  man  and  wife.  The  warden  took  charge  last  spring. 
Salary,  8250. 

Hadley. 
(Visited  August  24,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  in  better  condition  than  formerly,  a  greater 
degree  of  cleanliness  and  order  being  apparent.  No  alterations 
have  been  made  in  the  buildings,  which  are  not  planned  with  a 
view  of  separating  the  sexes,  or  sane  and  insane,  and  there  are 
no  bathing  facilities. 

The  inmates  look  neat  and  well  cared  for.  There  are  five, 
among  whom  is  an  idiotic  woman  and  an  epileptic  man.  The 
warden  is  serving  his  second  year ;  he  has  charge  also  of  the 
highways,  and  has  a  salary  of  S350  for  all  services. 

Hanover. 

(Visited  March  5,  1895.) 

Being  formerly  a  dwelling-house,  this  almshouse  is  ill-adapted 
to  its  present  use.  It  has  no  provision  for  separation  of  the  sexes 
or  for  the  insane,  nor  has  it  bathing  or  good  heating  arrangements  ; 
it  also  needs  repairs.  But  it  is  kept  clean  and  in  good  order,  and 
the  inmates  are  well  cared  for. 

Among  the  eight  inmates  are  an  insane  man  and  a  simple-minded 
woman.     The  warden  has  managed  the  place  eleven  years.    Salary, 

8350. 

Hanson. 

(Visited  December  4,  1894,  and  September  17,  1895.) 
This  is  a  very  old  and  dilapidated  wooden  almshouse,  and  in- 
sufficiently warmed,  having  only  stove  heat  by  day.  The  house 
is  clean  within  but  not  attractive.  The  sexes  are  not  separated, 
or  the  insane  well  provided  for.  An  untidy  and  destructive  idiot 
woman  has  long  been  kept  in  unfit  quarters  in  the  shed.  (At  a 
later  date  she  was  removed  to  a  lunatic  hospital.) 

There  are  but  four  inmates,  including  an  idiot  of  either  sex. 
The  warden  has  been  here  three  years.     Salary,  $225. 
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Hardwick. 

(Visited  May  31,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  though  nearly  new  makes  no  provision  for  sepa- 
rating the  sexes  or  lodging  the  insane  by  themselves,  nor  has  it 
the  modern  conveniences  of  bath-rooms  and  steam  or  furnace 
heat.  A  new  water  supply  was  secured  a  year  ago.  The  clean- 
liness of  the  house  and  good  condition  of  the  inmates  attest  good 
management. 

There  are  seven  inmates,  one  man  being  insane  and  another 
idiotic.     The  warden  has  been  here  six  years.     Salary,  8450. 

Harvard. 
(Visited  May  7,  1895.) 

During  the  past  year  this  almshouse  has  received  some  inside 
repairs,  and  a  decided  improvement  in  drainage.  It  is  attractive 
externally,  but  within  lacks  suitable  heating  and  bathing  arrange- 
ments, and  is  less  neat  and  orderly  than  it  should  be  with  a  paid 
domestic  and  help  from  inmates.  The  sleeping  rooms  of  the  sexes 
are  well  separated,  the  insane  mingle  with  the  sane  inmates.  A 
woman  not  insane  is  habitually  confined  in  her  room,  because,  as 
is  said,  she  makes  trouble  with  other  inmates. 

Of  the  seven  inmates,  three,  a  man  and  two  women,  are  idiotic. 
The  warden,  who  also  does  highway  work,  has  served  here  four 
years.     Salary,  $400. 

Harwich. 
(Visited  August  15,  1895.) 

Everything  at  this  almshouse  is  in  good  order,  except  the 
lodging  room  of  an  insane  woman,  which  might  be  improved.  No 
special  change  has  been  made  the  past  year  or  two.  The  sexes 
are  entirely  separated,  the  sane  and  insane  but  partially  so. 

Among  the  twelve  inmates  are  an  idiotic  woman,  who  is  locked 
up  at  night,  and  an  idiotic  boy  and  girl,  whose  mother  is  an  in- 
mate. The  boy  attends  school  to  little  profit.  The  warden  has 
served  three  years.     Salary,  $250. 

Haverhill. 
(Visited  Augu&t  26,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  has  changed  little  since  last  reported.  It 
makes  a  good  separation  of  the  sexes,  and  to  some  extent  has  pro- 
vision for  untidy  insane  and  persons  under  sentence,  which,  how- 
ever, is  not  of  the  best  sort.  The  house  as  a  whole  is  clean  and 
in  good  condition,  and  the  inmates  are  suitably  clothed  and  fed. 
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The  present  number  of  inmates  is  sixtj^-eight,  and  among  them 
are  ten  men  and  six  women  insane,  and  five  boys  and  a  girl 
idiotic.  Among  the  sane  inmates  are  seven  workhouse  men.  The 
warden  has  served  seven  years,  at  SI, 000  a  year. 

Hawley. 

(Visited  April  11,  1895.) 
This  house  was  found  in  the  same  bad  condition  as  reported  for 
several  years  past,  old  and  much  in  need  of  repair,  as  also  are  the 
out-buildings.  Nothing  of  moment  has  been  done  here  to  improve 
the  place.  Floors  and  drains  require  especial  attention.  A 
good  degree  of  cleanliness  prevails  in  the  main  house,  and  the 
inmates,  two  men  and  one  woman,  are  as  well  cared  for  as  the 
plaoe  admits,  but  there  is  no  provision  for  proper  separation. 
None  of  the  inmates  are  insane.  The  warden  has  been  here  less 
than  two  weeks.     Salary,  8300  per  annum. 

Heath. 

(Visited  September  11,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  more  than  ever  in  need  of  repair  if  it  is  to 

continue  in  use.     The  part  of  the  house  assigned  to  inmates  is 

dismal  and  untidy  ;  the  rest  is  cleanly.     There  is  no  provision  for 

separating  the  sexes,  or  sane  from  insane. 

The  inmates  are  few  ;  at  present  there  is  only  one,  an  insane 
woman.     The  warden  took  charge  six  months  ago.     Salary,  8375. 

HiNGHAM. 
(Visited  February  14,  1895.) 

This  old  brick'  almshouse  is  in  good  repair  and  well  managed. 
It  needs  greatly  a  bath-room  and  a  more  convenient  supply  of 
water.  The  sexes  are  generally  separated,  but  there  is  no  special 
section  for  the  insane,  one  of  whom  requires  almost  constant 
seclusion.  The  house  is  supposed  to  be  nearly  fire-proof  and  has 
no  fire-escapes. 

The  inmates  are  twelve  in  number,  and  among  them  are  two 
insane  and  two  idiotic  women.  The  warden  has  served  here  six 
years.     Salary,  8720. 

HOLBROOK. 
(Visited  September  21,  1895.) 
The  poor  of  Holbrook  are  boarded  in  private  families  at  an 
average  cost  of  83  per  week  for  each.  One  of  them,  an  idiotic 
man,  lives  with  his  mother,  who  gives  him  good  care  at  the  usual 
expense  to  the  town.  Ten  years  ago  he  came  from  a  lunatic  hos- 
pital. 
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HOLDEN. 

(Visited  October  7,  1895.) 

This  almshouse,  which  serves  for  five  towns  forming  the  "  Poor- 
Farm  Association,"  is  an  old  and  badly  arranged  building  and  not 
in  good  repair.  In  the  past  year  a  wooden  fire-escape  has  been  set 
up  and  fire  extinguishers  purchased,  also  an  inadequate  furnace, 
which  poorly  warms  some  of  the  lower  rooms  ;  the  upper  rooms 
are  supposed  to  be  warmed  from  the  hall.  There  is  a  bath-tub  in  a 
frequented  room.  The  water-closets  are  improperly  placed  and 
very  offensive,  the  drainage  is  defective,  and  the  water  supply 
wretchedly  small.  The  house  is  clean  throughout.  There  is  no 
separation  of  any  sort. 

The  town  of  Holden  gets  for  the  use  of  its  property  about  $300 
a  year  in  rent,  interest  on  personal  estate  and  sales  of  wood.  Re- 
pairs and  improvements  are  at  the  expense  of  the  Association,  and 
each  town  bears  a  part  of  the  net  cost  proportionate  to  the  number 
of  its  poor  supported.  The  towns  embraced  in  the  Association  at 
present  are  Holden,  Hubbardston,  Oakham,  Rutland  and  West- 
minster. 

The  present  number  of  inmates  is  too  large  for  the  accommoda- 
tions. There  are  twenty,  among  whom  are  two  men  and  three 
women  insane,  and  a  man  and  four  women  idiotic,  and  another 
woman  is  epileptic.  Two  of  the  inmates  are  supported  at  private 
expense.     A  new  warden  took  charge  last  spring  at  $500  a  year. 

HOLLISTON. 
(Visited  September  20,  189o.) 

The  present  almshouse  of  Holliston  has  been  in  use  only  since 
the  abandonment  of  the  old  one  two  years  ago.  It  has  little  pro- 
vision for  separating  the  sexes  and  none  for  insane.  It  is  heated 
by  steam  and  has  one  bath-room.     It  is  clean  and  orderly. 

Tliere  are  nine  inmates,  of  whom  two  women  are  insane  and 
two  men  idiotic,  and  there  are  two  paralytic  men.  The  warden  is 
on  his  first  year's  service  at  $450. 

An  idiotic  and  epileptic  woman  is  well  cared  for  in  a  private 
family,  the  town  paying  $6  a  week. 

HOLTOKE. 

(ViMted  March  28,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  now  five  years  old  and  the  grounds  about  it 
still  remain   half  graded.     The  need  of  renovation  in  the  untidy 
halls  and  rooms  is  apparent,  for  the  house  has  been  full  ever  since 
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the  opening  and  no  repairs  have  been  made.  Now,  however,  ad- 
ditions are  projected  and  when  these  are  made  the  repairs  of  the 
present  house  are  likely  to  follow.  The  house  has  modern  con- 
veniences, is  furnished  with  iron  bedsteads  and  springs,  but  uses 
folded  comforters  instead  of  mattresses.  The  sexes  are  separated 
and  there  is  an  insane  ward  for  each  sex,  but  there  is  some  ming- 
ling of  sane  and  insane. 

The  inmates  number  fifty-six,  of  whom  eight  men  and  nineteen 
women  are  insane,  and  two  men  idiotic  and  epileptic  ;  two  of  the 
insane  women  are  also  epileptic.  The  new  warden  has  served  but 
two  months.  The  warden  receives  a  salary  of  $420,  the  matron, 
H'20. 

HOPKINTON. 
(Visited  March  16,  1S95.) 

This  almshouse  has  within  two  years  been  provided  witli  a  good 
water  supply,  at  a  cost  of  8700,  but  other  improvements  are 
needed  to  make  it  satisfactory.  It  is  overcrowded  and  the  sexes 
are  not  well  separated,  nor  the  sane  from  the  insane.  The  loca- 
tion and  general  condition  of  the  water-closets  is  a  source  of  dan- 
ger, and  the  bath-room,  in  a  detached  building,  is  unavailable  in 
winter.  There  is  insufficient  in-door  help  ;  the  management,  how- 
ever, is  good. 

There  are  twenty-two  inmates,  among  whom  are  one  idiotic  and 
two  insane  women,  and  two  idiotic  men,  one  of  whom  is  also 
epileptic.     The  warden  has  been  here  three  years  :  salary,  8500. 

Hudson. 
(Visited  March  11,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  old  but  in  good  repair  and  well  conducted. 
Two  years  since  it  was  provided  with  steam  heat  and  bathing 
facilities,  and  some  minor  improvements  have  been  made.  It  is 
in  creditable  condition,  much  more  comfortable  than  formerly. 
The  inmates  have  good  care,  and  the  sexes  are  properly  separated. 
There  is  need  of  some  place  for  isolation  of  inmates  sick  with 
offensive  diseases. 

There  are  eight  inmates,  one  being  a  soldier  whose  board  is  paid. 
There  are  no  insane  and  there  is  no  provision  for  them.  The 
warden  is  serving  his  sixth  year.     Salary,  SoOO. 

Huntington. 
(Visited  September  17,  1896.) 
This  town  provides  for  its  poor  in  private  families,  often  with 
friends,  often  in  other  towns,  at  weekly  rates  varying  from  §1.86 
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to  more  than  three  dollars.  Among  them  is  a  young  man,  idiotic 
and  epileptic,  for  whose  care  his  mother  receives  $12  a  month. 
He  is  suitably  placed. 

Ipswich. 

(Visited  January  23,  1895.) 

This  old  almshouse  was  improved  two  years  ago  by  the  addition 
of  a  rear  portion  for  the  use  of  insane  and  untidy  inmates.  Tlie 
rest  of  the  house  is  unchanged,  but  kept  in  tolerable  repair. 
There  is  a  partial  separation  of  the  sexes,  and  also  of  the  sane  and 
insane.     Sanitary  conditions  are  good. 

The  thirteen  inmates,  of  whom  two  are  young  children  with 
their  mother,  are  well  cared  for.  Five  adults  are  insane  and  one 
is  idiotic.    The  warden  has  been  here  two  years.     Salary,  8G00. 

Kingston. 
(Visited  October  9,  1895.) 
This  town  has  closed  its  almshouse,  and  provides  for  its  poor  in 
families.     One  of  them,  an  idiotic  woman,  is  boarded  with  a  rela- 
tive in  town  at  85  a  week.     She  has  the  best  of  care. 

Lancaster. 

(Visited  April  5,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  a  good  one  and  well  managed.  Long  pos- 
sessing most  of  the  proper  appliances,  —  steam  heat,  bath-room, 
good  water  and  drainage,  but  no  fire-escapes, —  it  has  lately 
been  supplied  with  mattresses  and  spring  beds.  The  rooms  have 
a  homelike  appearance,  and  the  inmates  show  good  care.  Clean- 
liness prevails.  The  sexes  are  wholly  separated,  but  the  insane 
mingle  with  the  sane. 

There  are  thirteen  inmates,  of  whom  two  men  are  insane  and 
one  woman  is  idiotic,  and  the  only  child  is  epileptic.  The  warden 
has  served  over  six  years  and  has  much  increased  the  farm 
income  ;  his  salary  is  8G00  per  annum. 

Lawrence. 

(Visited  September  11,  1895  ) 
The  general  appearance  of  this  almshouse  has  been  improved  dur- 
ing the  year,  by  minor  changes  in  arrangement  of  rooms,  etc.,  both 
in  the  pauper  department  and  in  that  of  the  insane.  The  whole 
institution  is  very  neat  and  orderly,  but  the  wooden  building  for 
sane  inmates  is  inadequate  in  many  ways  and  should  be  rcph\ced 
by  a  new  and  modern  one.  The  condition  of  the  grounds,  barns 
and  out-buildings  is  very  conmiendable,   reflecting   much    credit

upon  the  excellent  management  of  the  warden  and  matron. 
There  is  complete  separation  of  the  sexes  and  of  sane  from  in- 
sane. 

The  inmates  number  117  (37  men  and  80  women)  of  whom  10 
men  and  42  women  are  insane.  The  warden  and  matron  receive 
a  combined  salary  of  $1,000. 

Lee. 

(Visited  September  7,  1895.) 

Nothing  has  been  done  at  this  almshouse  lately  to  improve  it. 
The  basement  portion  where  men  sleep  is  unfit  for  such  use. 
There  is  a  project  to  abandon  this  location  and  buildings  for  a 
new  site  and  better  accommodations.  The  house  secures  separa- 
tion of  men  from  women,  but  not  of  sane  from  insane.  It  is  not 
very  clean  or  orderly. 

The  inmates  number  eight,  among  them  an  insane  man,  and  one 
of  either  sex  idiotic.  The  warden  has  served  ten  years,  receiving 
$500  a  year. 

An  aged  insane  woman  is  maintained  at  a  relative's,  out  of 
town,  where  she  is  well  cared  for  at  $2.25  a  week. 

Leicester. 

(Visited  October  15,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  in  good  condition  and  excellently  managed. 

Its  plan  does  not  secure  full  separation  of  the  sexes,  or  of  sane 

from  insane.     Its  sanitary  arrangements  are  satisfactory,  and  the 

house  is  in  good  order. 

Among  its  thirteen  inmates  are  two  mildly  insane  women  and 
two  idiotic  men.  The  warden  has  served  two  years  at  $450  a 
year. 

Lenox. 
(Visited  September  3,  1895.) 
The  town  distributes  its  poor  in  private  families.      One  of  them 
is  a  mildly  insane  woman,  who  receives   good  and  kind  care  at 
a  cost  of  $2.50  to  the  town. 

Le05IINSTER. 
(Visited  September  18,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  has  changed  little  in  the  past  three  years.  It 
does  not  secure  full  separation  of  the  sexes  or  make  any  pro- 
vision for  the  insane.  The  house  is  in  good  order  and  clean. 
There  is  still  too  much  dependence  upon  stoves  for  heating,  the 
furnace  being  inadequate. 
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Among  the  fourteen  inmates  are  two  insane  and  two  idiotic  men 
and  an  insane  woman.  The  warden  who  came  last  Spring  receives 
$650,  and  pays  his  domestic  help. 


Lexington. 

(Visited  May  17,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  very  inconveniently  arranged,  and  lacks  good 
heating  and  bathing  appliances.  The  water  supply  is  scanty.  No 
structural  provision  exists  for  separation  of  the  sexes  or  for  the 
insane.  The  poor,  however,  are  well  treated,  and  the  place-  is 
clean  and  orderly. 

There  are  seven  inmates,  none  insane.  The  warden  has  been 
retained  eleven  years.     Salary,  $550. 

Littleton. 

(Visited  May  20,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  has  undergone  no  change  the  past  two  years.  It 
is  old-fashioned  in  all  its  arrangements,  does  not  provide  for  sep- 
arating the  sexes,  or  furnish  distinct  quarters  for  insane.  Its 
drainage  is  defective.  The  rooms  are  clean,  and  the  inmates  re- 
ceive proper  care.  These  are  five  in  number,  all  female.  Three 
are  young  children  with  their  mother.  The  farm  is  said  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  the  place.  The  warden  has  served  four  years. 
Salary,  $300. 

Lowell. 

(Visited  October  16,  1895.) 

In  general  appearance  the  almshouse  is  somewhat  improved. 
The  truant  school  has  been  removed,  and  the  insane  men  have 
been  separated  from  the  paupers  and  criminals  and  now  occupy 
quarters  especially  prepared  for  them.  Some  much  needed 
changes  have  been  made  in  rearrangement  of  rooms,  painting, 
renovation  of  water-closets,  bath-tubs,  etc.  Further  improvements 
might  still  be  made,  and  some  are  in  contemplation  by  the  Over- 
seers of  Poor.  The  inmates  appear  to  be  comfortably  cared  for 
and  kindly  treated.  The  evil  of  the  work-house  still  exists  here 
to  a  far  greater  degree  than  found  elsewhere  ;  one  hundred  and 
sixteen  criminal  inmates  are  present.  The  association  of  thig 
class  with  respectable  paupers  is  much  to  be  deprecated. 

There  are  36G  inmates  (148  men  and  218  women)  of  whom  S-i 
men  and  58  women  are  insane.  The  warden  and  matron  receive  a 
combined  salary  of  $2,000. 
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Ludlow. 

(Visited  September  17,  1895.) 

The  poor  of  Ludlow  are  in  general  supported  at  one  place  in  a 

private  family,  where  at  present  there  is  but  one,   a  mildly  insane 

old  man,    formerly  at  a  State  hospital.     Excellent  care  is  given 

him,  at  a  cost  to  the  town  of  about  $2  a  week. 

Lunenburg. 
(Visited  September  18,  1895.)  ^ 

Within  the  past  year  this  almshouse  has  been  improved  by  paint- 
ing the  outside  and  to  some  extent  the  interior,  and  the  barn  has 
been  slated.  But  it  is  ill-arranged,  and  cannot  properly  keep  the 
sexes  separate,  or  the  sane  from  insane.  It  lacks  a  bath-room 
and  good  heating.     It  is  clean  and  tidy. 

Two  insane  and  two  idiotic  men  are  found  among  the  eight 
inmates.     The  warden  has  served  four  years  and  receives  $375. 

Lynn. 

(Visited  October  2,  1895.) 

The  new  almshouse,  soon  to  be  occupied,  is  directly  behind  the 
old  one  and  practically  occupies  the  same  site.  It  is  a  large  brick 
structure,  thoroughly  well  built  and  apparently  of  good  materials, 
but  its  general  plan  is  not  to  be  commended.  Instead  of  three 
stories  there  should  be  but  two,  for  the  feeble  and  infirm  class  for 
which  it  is  intended.  It  is  improperly  ventilated,  difficult  to  heat, 
also  defective  in  stairways,  which  in  the  inmates'  department 
should  be  double  the  present  number.  For  administration  and 
convenience  the  location  of  the  kitchen,  boilers,  etc.,  is  not  to  be 
commended.  The  old  building,  now  occupied  by  insane  men,  is 
to  be  moved,  and  its  use  continued.  This  house  is  too  small  and 
will  be  insufficient  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  it.  The  sexes 
are  separated,  also  the  sane  from  the  insane. 

There  are  eighty-one  inmates,  fifty-two  men  and  twenty-nine 
women,  of  whom  twelve  men  and  two  women  are  insane,  one  of 
each  sex  idiotic,  and  two  men  and  one  woman  epileptic. 

The  warden  and  matron  continue  to  give  most  excellent  satis- 
faction ;  they  have  been  here  seven  years  at  a  salary  of  $1,050. 

Malden. 

(Visited  February  5,  1895.) 

"Within  two  or  three  years  a  wooden  addition  has  been  made  to 

this  almshouse,  furnishing  separate  quarters  for  the  women  and 

children.     Further  room  for  men  has  been  provided  by  finishing 
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the  attics.  An  outside  wooden  stairway  serves  as  a  fire-escape. 
The  whole  house  is  in  good  repair,  and  has  steam  heat  and  bath- 
ing conveniences.  Water  comes  from  wells  and  from  the  city 
supply.  The  place  is  very  well  managed.  There  is  no  section 
for  the  insane,  and  it  is  not  the  practice  to  keep  them  here. 

The  inmates  number  forty-one,  one  man  being  idiotic.  The 
warden  has  been  in  charge  between  three  and  four  years  :  salary, 
$700. 

Manchester. 

(Visited  September  13,  1895.) 

No  change  has  been  made  in  this  almshouse  for  some  years.  It 
is  far  from  new  and  poorly  arranged,  giving  but  partial  separation 
of  the  sexes  and  not  providing  for  insane,  and  it  has  none  of  the 
modern  improvements.  It  is  neat  and  clean.  The  farm  of  mod- 
erate dimensions  is  becoming  desirable  for  building  purposes,  and 
this  will  doubtless  occasion  the  early  removal  of  the  almshouse  to 
some  other  location. 

There  are  six  inmates,  all  sane  and  adult.  The  warden  has 
served  eight  years  at  $275  a  year. 

Mansfield. 

(Visited  January  5,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  old  and  has  long  been  out  of  repair.  It  is 
fairly  warmed  by  steam,  is  kept  clean,  and  the  inmates  are  made 
comfortable.  Separation  of  the  sexes  is  lacking,  as  usual  in  old 
almshouses.  No  provision  is  made  for  separating  the  sane  from 
the  insane.  The  drainage  is  open,  but  has  not  proved  bad.  New 
water-closets  have  been  added  the  past  year. 

The  inmates  are  seven  adults,  among  them  two  idiotic  women. 
The  warden  has  served  seven  years.     Salary,  $400. 

Makbleiiead. 
(Visited  July  11,  1895.) 

No  changes  have  been  made  in  this  almshouse  for  3'cars.  It  is 
fairly  arranged,  gives  separation  of  the  sexes,  and  has  a  pauper 
section  steam-heated,  and  a  building  warmed  by  stoves  and  de- 
signed for  the  insane  but  not  used  by  them  exclusively.  The 
single  bath-room  is  not  used  by  inmates.  Cleanliness  and  order 
prevail.  Among  the  nineteen  inmates  are  one  insane  and  two 
idiotic  women.  The  warden  has  had  charge  for  twenty-seven 
years.     Salary,  $420. 
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Marion. 
(Visited  September  25,  1895.) 
This  town  has  few  to  support  except  such  as  are  mentally  de- 
fective. Two  are  at  lunatic  hospitals,  and  two  men  are  in  private 
families.  One  has  long  been  insane  and  is  cared  for  by  his  sister, 
the  town  paying  84  a  week  ;  the  other  is  idiotic  and  lives  with  his 
father  in  an  adjoining  town,  a  similar  allowance  being  made  for 
his  support.     Both  are  in  suitable  places  and  have  good  care. 

Marlborough. 

(Visited  March  1,  1895.) 

Considerable  improvements  have  lately  been  made  in  this  alms- 
house and  more  are  under  consideration.  Steam  heat,  bath-rooms 
and  water-closets  have  been  provided,  and  wooden  bedsteads  have 
disappeared.  The  sexes  are  completely  separated,  but  the  insane 
and  idiotic  have  no  special  quarters.  The  premises  are  being 
improved  by  the  removal  of  old  out-buildings,  and  much  attention 
is  paid  to  the  farm.  A  fire-escape  from  the  attic  dormitories 
seems  desirable.     The  house  and  inmates  receive  good  care. 

There  are  thirty-one  inmates,  among  them  seven  men  and  one 
woman  insane  and  two  men  and  one  woman  idiotic.  One  each  of 
the  insane  and  the  idiotic  is  also  epileptic.  There  is  one  child 
(illegitimate)  here  with  his  mother.  The  warden  came  a  year 
ago.     Salary,  8650. 

Marshfield. 
(Visited  October  9,  1895  ) 

This  almshouse  is  large,  old,  ill-arranged  and  poorly  equipped, 
but  is  kept  as  neat  and  clean  as  possible,  and  its  occupants  have 
good  care.     The  stove  heating  is  very  imperfect. 

There  are  seven  inmates,  one  man  being  boarded  here  by 
friends.  The  warden  has  lately  died  and  a  new  man  has  been 
appointed.     The  salary  is  8125  for  the  rest  of  this  year. 

Mattapoisett. 
(Visited  September  24,  1895.) 

This  almshouse,  though  old,  is  in  good  repair  and  quite  com- 
fortable. In  part  the  sexes  are  separated,  but  the  arrangement 
of  the  house  is  defective.  There  is  no  provision  for  insane, 
and  no  bath-room.  Sea  bathing  is  available  in  summer.  Every- 
thing is  clean. 

There  are  seven  inmates,  one  man  and  two  women  being  insane, 
and  one  man  idiotic.  The  warden  has  had  charge  for  twenty- 
eight  years,  and  receives  8350. 
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Maynard. 

(Visited  October  11,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  was  a  private  dwelling,  built  for  two  families, 
and  half  of  it  is  still  rented.  It  has  none  of  the  requirements 
for  an  almshouse,  and  is  poorly  managed.  There  is  no  proper 
separation  of  the  sexes,  or  of  sane  from  insane,  and  it  is  not 
well  conducted  or  neat.  Of  the  six  inmates,  one  is  an  insane 
man  and  one  a  soldier  in  receipt  of  pension  and  State  aid.  The 
warden  came  in  1894,  at  a  salary  of  $350. 

Medfield. 
(Visited  August  3,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  in  excellent  condition.  It  is  comparatively 
new,  but  small,  and  does  not  provide  for  complete  separation  of 
the  sexes  ;  nor  are  sane  and  insane  separated.  Its  water  supply 
was  improved  two  years  ago  and  is  now  good.  It  needs  a  bath- 
room and  better  heating.  There  are  six  inmates.  The  warden 
came  six  months  ago,  at  a  salary  of  $400. 

Medford. 

(Visited  February  8,  1895  ) 

This  brick  almshouse  is  to  be  enlarged  the  coming  season  so  as 
to  provide  separate  accommodation  for  the  two  sexes  ;  a  step 
made  necessary  by  the  greatly  increased  number  of  inmates.  The 
house  has  steam  heat,  baths  and  fire-escapes,  but  no  provision 
for  insane.  It  has  always  been  found  in  good  condition,  and  the 
management  worthy  of  praise. 

There  are  twenty-one  inmates,  of  whom  one  man  is  idiotic  and 
one  woman  insane.  The  warden  has  served  six  years.  Salary, 
$600. 

Medway. 

(Visited  August  3,  1895  ) 

This  almshouse  is  old  and  not  well  arranged  ;  the  inside  is  less 
attractive  than  the  outside.  The  separation  of  the  sexes,  and  of 
sane  from  insane,  is  but  partial.  The  rooms  are  in  poor  condition 
and  disorderly,  though  fairly  clean.  The  food  and  clothing  of 
inmates  are  suitable.     The  drainage  is  defective. 

There  are  fourteen  inmates,  of  whom  a  man  and  a  woman  are 
insane  and  two  men  are  idiotic.  The  farm  is  a  source  of  profit. 
The  warden  has  served  seven  years,  receives  $450,  and  has  two 
paid  employes. 
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Methuen. 

(Visited  Jnue  18,  1895  ) 
This  almshouse  is  iu  good  condition  and  well  managed.  The 
sexes  are  well  separated  by  night,  but  mingle  by  day.  There  is 
no  provision  for  insane  inmates,  and  the  place  lacks  bathing 
facilities  and  other  modern  conveniences.  The  inmates  are  usu- 
ally few,  at  present  but  four,  none  insane.  The  new  warden  came 
two  months  ago,  at  a  salary  of  $400. 

MiDDLEBOROUGH. 
(Visited  September  25,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  well  arranged  to  secure  separation  of  the 
sexes,  and  provides  some  separate  rooms,  not  of  the  best  sort,  for 
the  insane.  It  has  a  single  bath-room  and  hot  water  for  bathing. 
It  is  in  good  condition  and  clean  throughout. 

There  are  sixteen  inmates,  among  whom  are  one  man  and  one 
woman  insane,  and  three  men  and  two  women  idiotic ;  one  of  the 
latter  is  also  epileptic.  The  warden  has  served  two  years,  and 
gets  $500  a  year. 

MiLFORD. 
(Visited  June  21,  1895.) 

There  is  little  to  be  commended  in  the  structure  of  this  alms- 
house, its  plan  not  providing  for  the  proper  separation  of  the  sexes, 
or  of  sane  from  insane.  Steam  heat  was  introduced  about  two 
years  ago,  and  smaller  improvements  have  been  made.  There 
should  be  better  means  of  exit  for  the  upper  floors.  The  house 
is  clean,  and  good  care  is  taken  of  the  inmates,  so  far  as  the 
accommodations  permit.     At  times  there  is  much  crowding. 

There  are  now  thirty-four  inmates,  among  whom  are  a  man  and 
two  women  insane,  the  former  being  also  epileptic.  One  infant  is 
present  with  his  mother.  The  warden,  of  long  experience  else- 
where, came  here  three  months  ago,  at  a  salary  of  $600. 

MiLLBURY. 

(Visited  September  30,  1895  ) 

This  old  almshouse  has  received  little  in  the  way  of  repairs  for 
a  long  time.  What  is  absolutely  necessary  to  keep  it  in  use  is 
done, — little  else.  It  has  no  means  of  separation  of  the  sexes. 
It  is  clean  and  tidy,  and  the  inmates  are  as  well  cared  for  as  the 
condition  of  the  place  permits,  in  the  absence  of  modern  con- 
veniences. 

All  the  five  inmates  are  sane  and  adults.  The  warden  is  serving 
his  third  year  here,  and  has  $400  a  year. 
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MiLLIS. 

(Visited  August  3,  1895.) 
Among  the  town's  poor  who  are  cared  for  in  families  is  an 
insane  woman,  a  large  part  of  whose  life  has  been  passed  in  a 
lunatic  hospital.     She  is  now  at  board  in  a  private  family  at  $2.40 
a  week,  and  has  sufficient  care. 

Milton. 

(Visited  August  2,  1895.) 

During  the  past  year  the  main  part  of  this  almshouse  has  been 
renovated.  The  place  has  rooms  for  men  in  a  separate  building, 
which  they  take  care  of  themseh'es.  The  sane  and  insane  are 
partly  separated.  Everything  is  in  good  order,  and  the  inmates 
have  proper  care.  They  number  five,  one  woman  being  insane. 
The  warden  has  been  here  one  year,  at  a  salary  of  $500. 

The  town  also  maintains  two  persons  in  private  families,  one  of 
whom,  an  idiotic  boy  of  twelve,  is  well  supported  at  his  mother's 
house. 

MONSON. 
(Visited  February  18,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  not  of  modern  construction  but  is  in  good 
repair.  It  has  no  bath-room  and  only  stove  heat ;  it  does  not  pro- 
vide well  for  separation  of  the  sexes  and  has  little  provision  for 
the  insane,  a  small  detached  building  furnishing  room  for  one 
inmate.  Under  these  conditions  it  is  as  well  managed  as  is  pos- 
sible and  the  inmates  receive  good  care  and  are  well  fed.  Its 
sanitary  conditions  are  fair. 

The  inmates  number  fourteen,  of  whom  four  men  and  two  women 
are  insane,  one  also  epileptic ;  and  one  man  and  one  woman  are 
idiotic.  An  insane  man  is  in  constant  seclusion.  The  warden 
has  served  nearly  two  years.     Salary,  $G00. 

Montague. 

(Visited  August  8,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  old,  in  poor  repair,  and  not  well  ordered  nor 
clean,  the  care  of  the  rooms  being  left  to  tlie  inmates.  Tiie  place 
needs  renovation  throughout,  a  better  supply  of  heat,  and  a  bath- 
room. There  is  little  separation  of  the  sexes,  and  no  provision 
for  insane. 

The  inmates  number  twelve,  one  woman  being  idiotic.  There 
are  two  children,  —  a  little  girl  with  her  mother,  and  a  boy  physi- 
call}^  defective.  The  warden  has  served  three  years,  and  receives 
$400. 
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Monterey. 

(VisitedJuly  22,  1895.) 
This  town  boards  its  poor  in  different  families  or  in  lunatic 
hospitals.  Two  are  in  adjoining  towns.  One,  a  helpless,  idiotic 
man,  blind  and  lame,  is  with  a  relative,  who  gets  $10  a  month  for 
his  support;  the  other,  an  elderly  idiotic  woman,  easily  managed 
and  able  to  do  light  work,  has  better  care,  at  $1.90  a  week. 

Nantucket. 

(Visited  November  12,  1895.) 

No  change  is  manifest  in  this  almshouse.  It  lacks  some  con- 
veniences, has  no  insane  quarters,  but  maintains  the  separation  of 
the  sexes.     The  place  is  well  managed. 

There  are  twenty-four  inmates,  among  whom  are  one  man  and 
one  woman  insane,  and  a  man  and  three  women  idiotic,  one  of 
the  latter  being  also  epileptic.  The  warden  is  serving  his  third 
year.     Salary,  $300. 

Natick. 
(Visited  March  4,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  ill-constructed  for  its  present  use  and  is  over- 
crowded. Of  the  nine  sleeping-rooms  only  two  are  single  rooms. 
There  is  no  structural  separation  of  the  sexes  or  of  sane  from 
insane.  There  is  steam  heating  but  no  bathing  facilities.  The 
care  of  rooms  is  left  to  the  inmates.  Under  these  conditions  there 
is  a  reasonable  degree  of  cleanliness,  and  the  nineteen  inmates  are 
sufficiently  clothed  and  fed.  Among  them  are  one  insane  and  one 
idiotic  woman.      The  warden  has  served  one  year :  salary,  $600. 

New  Ashford. 

(Visited  July  27,  1895.) 

This  town  has  no  poor  persons  fully  supported.     Assistance  to 

the  amount  of  fifty  cents  a  week  is  rendered  to  a  weak-minded 

woman,  who  partly  supports  herself  by  housework.     She  is  fairly 

well  provided  for. 

New  Bedford. 
(Visited  September  24,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  in  some  respects  well  arranged,  making  sep- 
aration of  the  sexes  complete.  The  rooms  are  in  part  quite  small, 
but  none  contain  less  than  two  beds,  and  there  is  unavoidable 
crowding.  The  basement  rooms  are  used  by  insane  and  untidy 
inmates,  and  are  small  and  damp.  There  is  objectionable  mingling 
of  sane,  insane  and  criminal  inmates,  and  inadequate  protection 
against  fire.     The  house  is  clean  and  orderly. 
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There  are  eighty-seven  inmates,  of  whom  two  men  and  twelve 
women  are  reported  insane,  and  four  of  either  sex  idiotic.  The 
warden  has  served  three  years.     Salary,  $850. 

Newbury. 

(Visited  July  8, 1895.) 
This  town,  having  no  almshouse,  boards  its  seven  permanent 
poor  in  private  families.  Two  of  them  are  harmlessly  insane 
women  who  are  kept  in  separate  places  at  higher  rates  than  for- 
merly, but  not  too  well.  There  is  an  idiotic  girl,  untidy,  noisy 
and  destructive,  more  fit  for  an  institution  than  for  a  private 
family. 

Newburyport. 

(Visited  July  9,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  continues  under  efficient  management,  and  has 
changed  little  since  it  was  built.  It  is  fairly  well  arranged,  com- 
pletely separating  the  sexes,  but  making  no  separate  provision  for 
insane.  It  has  modern  conveniences,  and  good  sanitary  appliances. 
The  house  is  orderly  and  clean.  There  are  thirty-eight  inmates, 
of  whom  two  men  and  one  woman  are  insane,  and  five  men  (one 
of  them  epileptic)  and  two  women,  are  idiotic.  An  idiotic  man  is 
kept  secluded  night  and  day  in  a  new  attic  room.  Untidy  inmates 
room  in  the  basement.  The  warden  has  served  four  years. 
Salary,  8600. 

New  Salem. 
(Visited  August  7,  1895.) 

This  is  a  new  almshouse,  having  been  built  within  two  years 
past,  but  it  does  not  provide  for  insane,  or  for  the  separation  of 
the  sexes,  and  the  furniture  was  used  in  the  old  almshouse.  There 
is  no  bath-room.     Everything  is  clean  and  orderly. 

There  are  three  inmates,  one  being  an  insane  woman.  The 
warden  has  served  one  year.     Salary,  8265. 

Newton. 
(Visited  February  25,  1895.) 

No  change  has  been  made  in  this  almshouse  since  it  was  reno- 
vated in  1892,  and  there  is  no  longer  talk  of  a  new  almshouse. 
It  is  in  good  repair  and  well  managed.  There  is  complete  sepa- 
ration of  the  sexes  but  no  provision  for  the  insane.  It  needs 
another  batli-room,  for  the  use  of  women  ;  there  is  already  one 
for  men. 

Twenty-three  inmates  were  found  here,  of  whom  two  women  are 
insane.     The  warden  has  served  three  years.     Salary,  86UO. 
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North  Adams. 

(Visited  July  26,  1895.) 

No  change  is  apparent  in  this  almshouse  since  last  year.  It 
is  large,  M'ell  arranged,  fairly  furnished,  and  well  managed. 
Sanitary  conditions  are  generally  satisfactory  ;  it  has  good  drain- 
age, abundant  water  supply,  bath-rooms  and  steam  heat.  Clean- 
liness prevails.  It  would  be  better  if  the  barns  and  outbuildings 
were  further  from  the  house.  Separation  of  the  sexes  is  com- 
plete ;  sane  and  insane  mingle. 

There  are  seventeen  inmates,  among  whom  are  one  insane  and 
one  idiotic  woman,  and  an  infant  whose  mother  is  an  inmate. 

The  warden  is  serving  his  fifth  year,  and  receives  $800. 

Northampton. 
(Visited  August  13,  1895.) 

The  interior  of  this  almshouse  has  been  renovated  the  past  year, 
and  is  much  improved.  Several  of  the  water-closets  have  been 
renewed  with  better  fixtures.  The  house  is  clean  and  orderly, 
and  the  inmates  seem  contented.  There  is  a  separate  wing  for 
eitlier  sex,  but  the  insane  and  sane  are  mixed. 

There  are  twenty-seven  inmates,  including  four  paupers  of  ad- 
joining towns,  whom  the  warden  is  allowed  to  take  charge  of,  and 
two  whose  board  is  paid  by  friends.  Three  men  and  eight  women 
are  insane,  one  woman  is  idiotic,  and  one  man  is  epileptic. 

The  small  farm  is  receiving  a  good  deal  of  care,  and  is  yearly 
improving.  The  warden  has  served  three  years,  and  receives 
S2.25  a  week  for  each  inmate,  but  contributes  $100  annually  for 
fuel. 

North  Andover. 
(Visited  May  21,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  in  excellent  condition,  clean  and  attractive. 
The  bathing  arrangements  have  been  much  improved,  and  repairs 
are  now  going  on.  The  structure  of  the  house  does  not  provide 
for  the  separation  of  the  sexes,  or  of  sane  from  insane.  The 
management  is  good. 

There  are  six  inmates,  of  whom  three  women  are  mentally 
defective,  one  being  insane  and  two  idiotic.  The  warden  has 
served  two  years.     Salary,  6500.

North  Attleborough. 

(Visited  February  25,  1895.) 

This  well-planned  and  well-appointed  almshouse  has  been  in 
use  about  three  years.  It  is  receiving  interior  painting  and  other 
small  repairs.  Its  structure  provides  complete  separation  of  the 
sexes,  but  makes  no  provision  for  the  insane.  The  management 
is  good. 

There  are  sixteen  inmates,  of  whom  one  man  is  idiotic  and 
epileptic,  and  two  women  are  simple-minded,  one  being  also  blind. 
The  warden  has  served  but  one  year :  salary,  $550. 

NORTHBOROUGH. 

(Visited  September  6,  1895.) 
This  almshouse,  old,  ill-arranged,  and  without  proper  conven- 
iences, has  received  no  improvements  in  the  past  two  years.  It 
is  for  sale,  the  purpose  being  to  establish  another  nearer  the  village. 
It  makes  no  separation  of  sexes,  or  of  sane  from  insane.  It  is 
kept  clean  and  orderly,  and  the  inmates  have  proper  care.  There 
are  but  three  ;  a  man  who  sometimes  requires  bodily  restraint, 
and  two  women.     The  warden  came  last  spring.     Salary,  $300. 

NORTHBRIDGE. 
(Visited  September  30,  1895.) 
The  almshouse  here  has  been  kept  in  fair  condition  by  minor  re- 
pairs, but  remains  defective,  as  the  sexes  are  not  separated,  the 
insane  are  not  provided  for,  and  it  has  stove  heat  only.  Cleanli- 
ness and  good  order  are  maintained,  and  the  management  is 
efficient. 

The  inmates  are  six  sane  men.  The  warden  has  served  here 
two  and  a  half  years.     Salary,  $375. 

North  Brookfield. 
(Visited  May  10,  1895.) 

For  many  years  this  almshouse  has  been  considered  quite  unfit 
for  use,  being  dilapidated,  wretchedly  arranged,  ill  warmed, 
and  poorly  furnished,  particularly  in  the  part  devoted  to  the  poor. 
It  seems  past  repair.  With  effort  it  is  kept  reasonably  clean. 
The  farm  yields  well  under  good  management.  A  new  house 
should  be  provided. 

The  inmates  number  six,  of  whom  one,  a  man,  is  simple-minded. 
The  warden  has  served  nine  years.     Salary,  $450. 
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NORTIIFIELD. 

(Visited  August  6,  1895.) 
This  towu  keeps  its  poor  in  dififerent  families.      One  of  them  is 
an  idiotic  man  of  forty-five  years,  for  whom  the  town  pays  $1.50  a 
week,  and  who  is  competent  to  do  a  little  work.     He  is  properly 
cared  for. 

North  Reading. 
(Visited  February  15,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  poorly  arranged  and  destitute  of  all  modern 
conveniences,  yet  the  inmates  get  good  care.  The  sexes  are  sep- 
arated. Heating  is  supplied  by  stoves,  an  element  of  danger. 
The  water  supply  is  good  and  the  drainage  suitable.  The  farm  is 
productive,  at  present  paying  the  almshouse  expenses. 

There  are  six  inmates,  of  whom  one  woman  is  insane  and  one 
simple-minded  and  a  dwarf.  The  warden  has  served  thirteen 
years.     Salary,  $400. 

Norton. 
(Visited  January  7,  1895.) 
This  house  has  been  used  for  an  almshouse  less  than  two  years, 
and  when  first  occupied  received  considerable  repairs.  Some 
changes  have  been  made  the  past  year  that  add  to  its  capacity,  and 
it  is  in  good  condition,  but  lacks  a  bath-room  and  a  convenient 
supply  of  good  water,  and  relies  wholly  upon  stoves  for  heating. 
There  is  no  provision  for  the  separation  of  the  sexes  nor  of  the 
sane  from  the  insane. 

The  four  inmates  are  well  cared  for.  One  woman  is  insane,  and 
another  weak-minded.  The  only  man  is  weak-minded.  Salary  of 
warden,  $290  per  annum. 

Nor  WELL. 

(Visited  October  18,  1895.) 

Like  most  old  almshouses  this  is  defective  in  many  respects, 
but  kept  in  fair  repair  and  is  clean  and  orderly.  Bathing  con- 
veniences are  lacking,  and  there  are  no  means  of  separating  the 
sexes  or  sane  and  insane.  Parts  of  the  house  are  destitute  of 
heat. 

The  five  inmates  have  good  care.  One  of  the  men  is  a  boarder, 
and  one  of  the  women  is  insane.  The  warden  took  charge  six 
months  ago,  at  $300  a  year. 

Orange. 

(Visited  August  6, 1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  in  good  repair  and  generally  neat  and  com- 
fortable, though  lacking  some  conveniences.     It  provides  for  some 
separation  of  the  sexes,  but  does  not  separate  sane  from  insane. 
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At  present  there  are  only  women  here,  four  in  number;  two 
being  mildly  insane  and  one  idiotic.  The  warden  has  served 
three  years.     Salary,  $400. 

Oxford. 
(Visited  May  11,  1895.) 

No  change  is  observable  in  this  almshouse  since  last  visited. 
Economy  in  the  matter  of  repairs  and  in  the  management  of  the 
house  is  apparent.  The  sanitary  provision  is  not  good,  the  bath- 
room having  no  appliances,  and  the  vaults  being  offensive.  The 
sleeping-rooms  of  men  and  women  are  separated  ;  the  insane  are 
not  set  apart.     The  house  is  clean. 

There  are  thirteen  inmates,  among  them  one  insane  woman,  and 
three  imbecile  men,  one  of  the  latter  being  also  epileptic.  The 
warden  has  managed  the  place  fourteen  years,  and  receives  $500  a 
year. 

An  insane  woman,  at  times  troublesome,  has  a  good  home  in  a 
private  family  out  of  town,  where  the  town  pays  $2  a  week  for 
her  support. 

Palmer. 
(Vi&ited  July  3,  1895.) 

A  considerable  enlargement  of  this  almshouse  is  in  progress, 
which  will  provide  for  the  separation  of  the  sexes,  but  no  separate 
quarters  for  insane.  The  inmates  have  suitable  food  and  cloth- 
ing and  are  well-treated,  but  the  rooms  are  not  as  tidy  as  they 
sliould  be,  from  the  want  of  paid  service.  There  is  little  help  from 
inmates.  The  sanitary  conditions  have  been  improved.  There 
are  twenty  inmates,  of  whom  three  men  and  two  women  are  insane 
and  one  man  is  idiotic.  One  of  the  insane  women  is  not  a  suit- 
able almshouse  case.  The  warden  has  served  five  years.  Salary, 
$500. 

Peabody. 
(Visited  June  19,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  well  cared  for,  and  is  built  so  as  to  secure 
separation  of  the  sexes,  though  it  makes  little  provision  for  the 
insane,  some  of  whom  are  here  at  all  times.  The  house  has  fur- 
nace heat,  bath-rooms,  and  other  modern  conveniences.  It  is 
kept  clean  and  in  good  order.  The  farm  is  well  cultivated  and 
yields  a  good  income.  From  the  ahiisliouse  stores  supplies  are 
distributed  by  the  warden  to  the  out-door  poor  of  the  town. 

There  arc  fewer  inmates  than  usual,  —  thirty-four,  and  of  tliese 
three  women  are  insane,  wliile  four  men  and  a  woman  are  idiotic, 
one  of  each  sex  being  also  epileptic.  The  warden  has  served  live 
years.     Salary,  8G00. 
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Pembroke. 

(Visited  October  18,  1895.) 

Though  much  improved  over  its  former  condition,  this  alms- 
house is  not  ver}^  good,  and  is  not  neatly  kept.  The  separation 
of  sexes  is  not  well  carried  out,  from  imperfect  construction  ; 
and  there  is  no  classification  by  mental  condition.  The  well  and 
the  privies  are  too  near  each  other  for  safety.  Oiothing  of  inmates 
is  clean,  and  the  food  is  reasonably  good. 

There  are  eight  inmates,  of  whom  one  woman  is  insane  and 
three  men  are  idiotic  ;  and  there  is  an  epileptic  woman.  The 
warden  has  served  many  years  at  different  times,  but  came  last  in 
1891.     Salary,  $350. 

Pepperell. 
(Visited  November  1,  1895.) 

Although  no  essential  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  buildings, 
much  has  been  done  in  the  past  two  years  to  improve  this  alms- 
house, and  more  is  intended.  The  interior  has  been  thoroughly 
renovated,  and  the  cleanliness  is  all  that  could  be  desired.  Sepa- 
ration of  the  sexes  is  not  provided  for  in  the  plan  of  the  house, 
but  it  is  made  complete  at  night.  The  insane  associate  with  the 
sane. 

The  six  inmates  have  good  care  :  one  man  is  idiotic  and  two 
women  are  insane.  A  boj"  two  years  old  is  here  with  his  mother. 
The  warden  is  serving  his  second  year  at  $375. 

Peru. 
(Visited  July  24,  1895.) 
This  town  supports  but  one  pauper,  who  is  a  deformed,  idiotic 
woman,  in  the  care  of  her  aged  mother,  who  gets  $6  a  month  for 
the  service.  An  idiotic  old  man  is  boarded  by  the  town  of  Cum- 
mington  at  the  same  place  at  $1  a  week.  The  amount  paid  is  too 
small,  the  place  is  poor,  and  the  care  is  insufficient. 

Petersham. 
(Visited  June  1,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  old  and  old-fashioned.  There  are  occasional 
small  repairs  made,  but  no  other  improvement.  The  sexes  are 
not  separated ;  the  insane,  except  in  periods  of  excitement,  mingle 
with  the  rest  of  the  inmates.  The  house  is  fairly  clean  and  com- 
fortable.    The  water  is  exposed  to  drainage  impurities. 

There  are  four  inmates,  two  men  being  insane,  and  the  only 
woman  idiotic.     The  warden  has  served  two  years.     Salary, 
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PiTTSFIELD. 

(Visited  July  23,  1895.) 
Within  the  past  two  years  this  almshouse  has  been  enlarged  by 
the  addition  of  a  well-constructed  brick  building  for  the  use  of  in- 
sane brought  from  the  hospitals.  The  former  insane  wards  in  the 
main  house  have  been  renovated  and  given  up  to  sane  women,  and 
are  quite  good  ;  the  quarters  for  sane  men  are  much  less  satisfac- 
tory. Separation  of  the  sexes  and  of  sane  from  insane  is  com- 
plete. The  house  has  modern  appliances  for  health  and  comfort. 
A  more  reliable  supply  of  water  is  needed  as  the  institution 
enlarges. 

There  are  now  thirty-five  inmates,  among  them  seventeen  insane, 
—  nine  men  and  eight  women,  and  four  idiotic,  —  three  men  and 
one  woman.     An  insane  man  is  also  epileptic. 

The  warden,  a  former  assistant  here,  is  serving  his  first  year  at 
a  salary  of  8650. 

Plymouth. 
(Visited  April  29,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  remains  essentially  as  when  last  reported.  It 
was  entirely  reconstructed  a  dozen  years  ago,  much  enlarged,  and 
provided  with  more  modern  appliances.  The  sexes  occupy  differ- 
ent floors,  but  the  insane  mingle  with  sane  inmates.  The  house  is 
kept  clean  and  orderly,  but  little  help  is  employed. 

There  are  fifteen  inmates,  of  whom  three  men  are  insane,  one  of 
them  being  also  epileptic.  The  warden  has  been  here  eleven 
years.     Salary,  8450. 

Provincetown. 
(Visited  August  14,  1895.) 
Everything  at  this  almshouse  is  in  excellent  condition,  though 
it  has  none  of  the  modern  appliances,  and  makes  no  provision  for 
separation  by  sex  or  mental  condition.     Cleanliness  prevails  every- 
where, and  the  inmates  have  good  care. 

There  are  eight  inmates,  two  of  the  women  being  idiotic.  The 
matron  in  charge  has  served  one  year  at  8260. 

QuiNcr. 

(Visited  January  12,  1895.) 
This  house  is  defective  in  arrangement,  providing  no  efficient 
separation  of  the  sexes.  It  has  not  been  improved  since  its 
erection  in  1883.  It  has  steam  heat,  is  well  ventilated,  has  a 
single  bath-room  and  a  fire-escape.  The  sane  and  insane  are  not 
separated.  It  contains  twelve  sane  inmates  and  one  insane,  all 
adults. 
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At  prescut  the  approach  in  front  is  used  as  a  dumping-ground 
b}'  the  city,  and  swill  is  deposited  in  the  rear  for  subsequent  dis- 
tribution ;  these  conditions  are  perhaps  temporary,  but  scarcely 
conducive  to  the  welfare  of  the  inmates. 

The  warden  has  been  in  charge  eight  years.     Salary,  $500. 

Randolph. 
(Visited  February  12,  1895.) 

No  substantial  improvement  has  been  made  in  this  almshouse 
for  a  long  time.  Its  bathing  facilities  are  too  limited,  and  the 
water-closets  badly  located.  The  appearance  of  the  rooms  is 
untidy,  from  the  want  of  efficient  help  in  the  domestic  department. 
There  is  no  effectual  separation  of  the  sexes  or  of  sane  from  in- 
sane. 

Of  the  eight  inmates  one  man  and  two  women  are  insane,  one 
of  the  latter  extremely  untidy.  The  warden  has  been  here  six 
3'ears,  and  works  also  upon  the  highways.     His  salary  is  $500. 

Ratnham. 

(Visited  August  21,  1895.) 
This  town  supports  its  poor  in  private  families.     Among  them 
is   a  feeble-minded  girl  of  twelve  years,  who  is   also  epileptic. 
The  town  pays  $3  a  week  for  her  board  in  an  excellent  home. 

Reading. 

(Visited  February  15,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  in  good  repair  and  is  well  managed,  but  it 
does  not  provide  for  separating  the  sexes  or  the  insane  from  the 
sane.     Its  sanitary  arrangements  are  good. 

Of  its  ten  inmatbs  two  men  are  idiotic  and  one  is  an  infant  with 
her  mother.  The  warden  has  served  twenty-five  years,  and  now 
has  charge  of  the  street  lighting  also.     Salary,  $500. 

Rehoboth. 
(Visited  July  25,  1895.) 
This  old  and  unattractive  almshouse  is  destitute  of  all  modern 
conveniences,  but  seems  well  managed.  The  sexes  are  not  sep- 
arated, nor  is  there  any  provision  for  insane.  The  drainage  is 
not  well  arranged,  and  has  at  times  been  offensive.  The  well- 
patronized  accommodations  for  tramps  in  the  attic  are  very 
objectionable,  introducing  vermin  and  interfering  with  proper 
discipline.     The  inmates  are  suitably   cared  for.     Of   the   seven 
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here,  one  woman  is  idiotic  and  the  only  child  is  idiotic  and  epi- 
leptic. The  warden's  only  experience  is  his  six  months  service 
here.     The  salary  is  8300. 

Rochester. 

(Visited  September  25,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  old,  badly  arranged,  and  in  rather  poor  repair. 
Little  separation  of  the  sexes  or  of  sane  from  insane  can  be  had 
in  it.  It  is  wholly  without  modern  conveniences.  It  is  tolerably 
clean,  but  untidy,  and  the  management  is  poor. 

There  are  six  inmates,  one  woman  being  insane  and  one  man 
idiotic.     The  warden  has  served  four  years  at  $200  a  year. 

Rockland. 
(Visited  March  5,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  has  many  modern  conveniences  and  is  well 
managed,  being  clean  and  orderly  throughout,  but  it  does  not 
provide  for  separation  of  the  sexes  or  of  sane  from  insane.  The 
bath-room  needs  warming  and  a  supply  of  hot  water  to  make  it  of 
use  in  the  winter.  The  steam  heating  apparatus  has  been  repaired, 
and  the  barns  moved  the  past  year,  and  the  house  is  receiving  wires 
for  electric  lighting. 

There  are  ten  inmates,  one  man  being  idiotic  and  locked  in  at 
night.     The  warden  came  a  year  ago,  at  a  salary  of  $400. 

ROCKPORT. 
(Visited  May  24,  1895  ) 
A  small  addition  was  made  to  this  almshouse  two  years  ago, 
providing  a  new  kitchen  and  a  bath-room.  Otherwise  the  place 
remains  as  previously  reported.  It  effects  a  separation  of  the 
sexes,  but  mingles  sane  and  insane  inmates.  The  water  supply 
has  been  limited,  but  is  shortly  to  be  made  ample.  The  rooms 
are  clean  and  tidy,  and  the  inmates  are  well  cared  for 

There  are  five  inmates,  among  them  one  man  insane,  and  two 
men  and  a  woman  idiotic.  A  new  warden  came  this  spring. 
Salary,  $400. 

Salem. 

(Visited  October  11,  1805.) 

« 
Most  of  the  almshouse  is  in  good  condition,  the  insane  wards 

in  particular.     These  are  comparatively  new,  and  are  well  arranged 

and  equii)ped  for  the  purpose.     The  sane  department  is  old  and 

has  not  modern   appliances  ;  it  is  also   in  need  of  some   repairs 

which  will  soon  be  made.     There  is  complete  separation  of  the 

sexes,  and  a  special  building  for  the  insane.     Sullicient  paid  help 
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is  provided  for  the   proper  care  of  the    buildings   aud  iumates. 
Sanitary  condition  good. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  three  inmates  at  date,  twenty-two  men 
and  twenty-six  women  are  insane,  and  three  men  and  two  women 
are  idiotic,  both  of  the  idiotic  women  aud  two  of  the  idiotic  men 
being  also  epileptic.  The  warden  has  served  efiicicntly  over  nine 
years,  at  a  salary  of  $800. 

Sandisfield. 
(Visited  September  6,  1895.) 
The  poor  of  Sandisfield  are  boarded  in  different  places.     About 
$1.50  a  week  is  paid  for  the  support  of  an  idiotic  man  at  his 
brother's.     This  troublesome  case  is  very  well  provided  for. 

Sandwich. 
(Visited  July  23,  1895.) 

This  is  an  old,  ill-arranged  and  irregular  almshouse,  full  of 
small  rooms  and  narrow  passages  and  stairways,  without  good 
provision  for  separating  the  sexes  or  sufficient  accommodation  for 
insane.  Stove  heating  is  relied  upon.  In  this  state  of  things  the 
danger  from  fire  is  excessive  ;  the  chief  safety  is  the  vigilance  of 
the  warden.  Most  of  the  inmates  are  mentally  defective.  The 
house  is  kept  reasonably  clean,  and  the  inmates  need  and  have  a 
good  deal  of  care.  There  are  sixteen  in  number,  out  of  whom 
six  men  and  six  women  are  insane,  and  one  man  and  one  woman 
are  idiotic.  One  insane  woman  belongs  to  the  town  of  Bourne. 
The  warden  has  served  satisfactorily  five  years,  and  is  now  paid 
$800. 

Saugus. 
(Visited  August  29,  1895.) 

This  house  looks  fairly  well  outside,  but  is  less  attractive  within, 
though  tliere  is  a  good  degree  of  cleanliness.  The  building  is  not 
properly  arranged  to  separate  the  sexes,  and  there  is  no  provision 
for  insane.  The  rooms  occupied  by  men  are  poor,  and  parts  of  the 
house  cannot  be  warmed. 

The  inmates,  seven  in  number,  have  as  good  care  as  the  place 
allows.  Three  of  the  men  are  idiotic,  one  being  also  epileptic. 
The  warden  has  served  seventeen  years.     Salary,  $500. 

Savoy. 

(Visited  July  26,  1895.) 
This  town  lets  out  its  poor  to  the  lowest  bidder.     Two  of  them, 
a  mother  and  a  middle-aged  daughter  who  is  a  troublesome,  help- 
less idiot,  have  two  rooms  in  a  private  house  and  are  supported  at 
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$199  for  the  year.     Their  quarters  are  rather  poor  and  scantily 
furnished,  and  the  women  are  left  mostly  to  themselves. 


Seekonk. 

(Visited  July  25,  189-5.) 

This  almshouse  has  none  of  the  modern  conveniences,  and  does 
not  provide  separately  for  the  sexes  or  for  the  insane,  but  is  in 
good  repair,  and  is  fairly,  though  economically,  managed,  being 
clean  and  orderly  in  most  respects.  Here  and  there  vermin  are 
numerous.  The  cesspool  is  too  near  the  house,  but  no  harm  has 
resulted.  There  are  but  four  inmates,  three  men  and  an  insane 
woman.     The  warden  has  served  five  years.     Salary  is  $350. 

Sharon. 

(Visited  April  2,  1895.) 

The  almshouse  of  this  town  is  in  fairly  good  condition,  having 
received  some  small  inside  repairs.  It  has  no  bath-room  or  fire- 
escape  and  is  warmed  by  stoves,  but  it  is  clean  and  comfortable. 
Separation  of  the  sexes  is  wanting  and  there  is  no  provision  for 
insane. 

It  has  but  few  inmates,  at  present  but  two,  a  woman  and  a 
young  boy  whose  home  is  in  another  state.  The  warden  has 
served  three  years.     Salary,  $250. 

Sheffield. 
(Visited  September  4,  1895.) 

Tliis  town  owns  no  almshouse  but  has  supported  its  poor  many 
years  at  a  private  house,  which  is  called  an  almshouse,  where  three 
persons  are  now  kept.  Two  of  them  are  women,  one  insane  and 
one  idiotic,  and  one  is  an  epileptic  cripple.  The  quarters  of  the 
poor  are  not  good  and  are  very  untidy,  but  in  other  respects  the 
inmates  have  good  care.  The  town  engages  to  pay  $2.50  a  week 
for  the  support  of  each. 

Shelburne. 
(Visited  September  12,  1895  ) 

The  poor  of  Shelburne  are  placed  in  private  families  mainly  out 
of  town.  An  idiotic  man  has  for  years  been  supported  thus  in 
Charlemont  at  $2.50  a  week  in  a  comfortable  manner,  and  a 
minor  girl  in  Deerfield  at  $2  a  week.     Both  are  well  provided  for. 
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Sherborn. 

(Visited  March  4,  1895.) 

The  old  Sberborn  almshouse  was  sold  in  1893  and  another 
purchased,  which  has  been  occupied  for  the  past  year.  It  is  de- 
cidedly inferior  in  character,  being  of  a  story  and  a  half,  the 
rooms  low-studded  and  small,  and  three  of  them  in  the  attic, 
besides  two  roughly  constructed  in  a  detached  building.  They 
are  poorly  warmed  by  stoves  and  are  poorly  furnished.  The 
drainage  is  superficial  and  the  water  supply  insulticient.  The 
place  is  fairly  managed  considering  its  defects,  but  is  one  of  the 
poorest  in  the  State.  There  are  four  inmates,  one  of  whom,  a 
woman,  is  idiotic.     The  warden  has  served  one  year  at  $425. 

When  visited  later  (September  20)  a  new  warden  was  in  charge, 
the  drainage  had  been  improved,  old  out-buildings  removed,  and 
some  interior  improvements  made.  The  essential  defects  of  the 
place  remain. 

Shrewsbury. 
(Visited  January  17,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  has  not  improved  during  the  past  year.  It 
continues  unfit  for  its  purpose,  very  much  out  of  repair,  unsani- 
tary in  regard  to  its  drainage  and  water  supply,  and  far  from 
comfortable.  It  is  clean  as  possible  within,  and  the  four  inmates 
receive  good  care.  The  sexes  are  not  separated  nor  the  sane  from 
the  insane.  All  are  adults  ;  one  is  insane  and  another  is  idiotic 
and  epileptic.  The  warden  has  been  in  charge  four  years.  Salary, 
$300. 

SlIUTESBURY. 
(Visited  August  7,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  far  from    modern,   has    no  bath-room,  only 
stove  heat,  does  not  wholly  separate  the  sexes,  and  has  no  quar- 
ters for  insane.      It  has  received  some  repairs  within  two  years. 
The  cellar  is  low,  wet  and  dirty. 

The  five  inmates  seem  well  cared  for.  Three  women  are  idiotic, 
one  being  also  epileptic  and  the  mother  of  the  idiotic  and  epileptic 
male  inmate.  The  warden  has  served  five  years,  and  receives  now 
$225. 

Somerset. 

(Visited  June  14,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  seems  not  to  have  been  thoroughly  built,  is  hard 
to  warm,  and  is  much  out  of  repair.     There  is  too  strong  a  con- 
trast between  the  warden's  part  and  the  inmates'  rooms.     The  lat- 
ter are  mostly  cared  for  by  the  occupants,  are  lacking  in  cleanli- 
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ness  and  order,  and  some  are  infested  with  vermin.  A  sufficiency 
of  domestic  help  would  give  better  results.  The  income  from  tlie 
farm  would  warrant  some  outlay  upon  the  almshouse. 

There  are  eight  inmates,  and  of  these  a  man  and  two  women  are 
insane  and  a  man  is  idiotic.  The  warden  has  served  here  eleven 
years.     Salary,  $400. 

SOUTIIBOROUGH. 

(Visited  November  22,  1895.) 

Having  no  almshouse,  Southborough  boards  its  poor  in  different 

families.     Two  men  are  kept  at  one  place  at  a  cost  of  $3  a  week 

for  each.      One  is  a  middle-aged  imbecile,  long  a  town  charge. 

Both  are  suitably  placed. 

SOUTHBRIDGE. 
(Visiled  May  10,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  fairly  arranged,  the  men  and  women  having 
separate  sections,  but  the  insane  are  not  generally  separated  from 
the  sane.  There  has  for  years  been  a  bath-room  without  water, 
and  the  house  is  warmed  by  a  furnace.  The  inmates'  rooms, 
though  fairly  clean,  are  not  in  good  order :  there  is  need  of 
efficient  domestic  help,  but  some  work  is  done  by  inmates.  A  year 
ago  many  applicants  for  relief  were  hired  to  work  on  the  farm, 
w^hich  is  large  and  quite  good. 

There  are  seventeen  inmates,  and  among  them  are  one  man  and 
three  women  insane,  and  one  man  idiotic.  The  warden  has  kept 
his  position  sixteen  years.     Salary,  8C00. 

South  Hadley. 
(Visited  August  20,  1895.) 

No  change  is  apparent  in  this  almshouse.  The  rooms  in  use  are 
clean  and  in  good  order ;  part  of  the  rooms  have  never  been  fitted 
up  because  not  required  for  use.  Men  and  women  have  no  distinct 
quarters,  and  the  insane  no  special  provision.  There  is  no  bath- 
room, but  there  is  little  sickness  here,  and  sanitary  conditions  are 
reasonably  good.     The  farm  is  well  and  profitably  managed. 

There  are  seven  inmates,  all  women  ;  one  of  them  is  epileptic. 
The  warden  is  serving  his  second  year  for  3'>00. 

SouTinviCK. 
(Visited  August  27,  1895.) 
This  town  has  no  almshouse.  Two  of  its  poor  are  in  lunatic 
hospitals  ;  six  others,  including  an  insane  woman,  are  boarded  in 
private  families  in  and  out  of  town,  at  rates  varying  from  §1.'J.> 
to  $2.50  per  week.  Two  who  were  visited  are  well  placed  and 
well  treated  :  one  was  insane,  the  other  blind. 
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Spencer. 
(Visited  October  16,  1895.) 

Within  the  past  two  years  a  good  deal  of  the  interior  of  this 
almshouse  has  been  renovated,  and  it  is  in  good  condition.  It  is 
not  planned  to  secure  separation  of  the  sexes,  but  the  insane 
women  have  lodgings  in  a  detached  building,  where  they  are 
locked  up  at  night.  The  rooms  are  amply  warmed,  and  the  san- 
itary arrangements  are  satisfactory. 

There  are  nine  inmates,  of  whom  three  men  and  two  women  are 
insane.  Tlie  warden  is  passing  his  second  year's  service,  and  gets 
8400  a  year. 

Springfield. 
(Visited  September  16,  1895.) 

This  is  a  well-arranged  almshouse,  supplied  with  all  appliances 
requisite  for  good  administration  and  the  care  of  inmates.  There 
is  complete  separation  of  the  sexes,  and  the  insane  have  a  special 
building  assigned  them.  There  is  steam  heating,  electric  lighting, 
good  protection  against  fire,  numerous  bath-rooms,  a  good  water 
supply  and  good  drainage,  and  sufficient  help  is  employed.  The 
management  is  excellent. 

Of  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  inmates,  thirty-two  men  and 
forty-one  women  are  insane,  mostlv  transferred  from  the  lunatic 
hospitals,  and  three  women  are  idiotic.  Besides  these,  two  men. 
and  six  women  are  epileptic.  The  warden  receives  $1,000  a  year, 
and  has  served  seven  years. 

Sterling. 

(Visited  June  25,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  well  managed,  although  it  lacks  many  con- 
veniences. A  good  bath-room  is  needed  for  its  untidy  inmates. 
The  sexes  are  partially  separated,  and  the  insane  have  separate 
rooms.  Of  the  eight  inmates  one  man  and  one  woman  are  insane 
and  a  man  and  woman  idiotic.  The  insane  are  in  constant  se- 
clusion.    The  warden  has  been  here  five  years.     Salary,  $564. 

Stockbridge. 
(Visited  September  2,  1895.) 
This  town  supports  its  poor  in  private  families,  mostly  in  town 
and  sometimes  at  their  homes,  the  rate  allowed  varying  from 
S2.15  to  S3. 90  a  week.  An  aged,  demented  man  is  boarded  at 
the  last  named  rate,  and  at  another  place  an  idiotic  woman  is 
boarded  at  $2.30  a  week.  In  both  cases  the  surroundings  and 
care  are  o:ood. 
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Stoneiiam. 

(Visited  January  24,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  in  good  condition  within,  having  been  en- 
larged and  repaired  two  years  ago,  but  it  needs  outside  painting, 
for  which  arrangements  have  been  made.  It  has  steam  heating, 
bath-room,  four  closets,  separates  the  sexes  completely,  and  its 
drainage  is  in  process  of  improvement.  The  management  is  good 
and  considerate.  Of  the  seventeen  inmates,  all  adults,  one  is 
simple-minded.  The  warden  is  serving  his  third  year.  Salary, 
8500.  There  is  uo  provision  for  separating  the  sane  from  the 
insane. 

Stoughton. 
(Visited  March  7,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  very  old  and  badly  adapted  for  its  purpose, 
both  in  construction  and  equipment.  No  recent  repairs  have  been 
made,  and  this  condition  is  excusable  only  in  the  prospect  that  a 
new  almshouse  will  be  built  at  an  early  day.  Its  chief  modern 
convenience  is  steam  heating.  The  place  is  under  good  manage- 
ment, but  there  is  no  separation  of  the  sexes,  nor  are  the  insane 
kept  by  themselves. 

Of  the  twelve  inmates  one  woman  is  a  boarder,  eight  (five  males 
and  three  females)  belong  to  Stoughton,  and  three  (two  males 
and  one  female)  belong  to  the  town  of  Avon.  One  is  an  illegiti- 
mate girl  whose  mother  is  here.  The  warden  has  served  but  one 
year,  his  salary  being  $500  per  annum. 

Stow. 
(Visited  October  10,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  in  fair  condition,  clean,  orderly  and  excel- 
lently managed.  It  has  imperfect  heating  and  uo  bath-room,  and 
the  water  supply  is  precarious  and  should  be  improved  at  once. 
There  is  no  special  provision  for  insane  or  for  the  separation  of  the 
sexes. 

The  inmates  are  four  women.  The  warden  has  served  five 
years,  at  $4.30  a  year. 

STURimiDGE. 
(Visited  May  9,  1895.) 
This  almshouse,  nearly  a  century  old,  built  for  a  tavern,  is 
large,  and  not  in  good  repair  ;  the  wing  in  particular  is  dilapi- 
dated. No  provision  exisits  for  sei)aration  of  the  sexes  or  caring 
separately  for  the  insane,  and  the  house  has  none  of  the  modern 
conveniences.      It    is    kept   clean,  and  is   mostly  in  good  order. 
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Good  food  is  supplied  to  the  inmates.  These  are  five  in  number, 
one  of  them,  a  man,  being  insane.  The  warden  has  served  eight 
years.     Salary,  8300. 

Sudbury. 
(Visited  October  10,  1895.) 

This  almsliouse  is  old  and  ill-arranged,  securing  little  separation 
of  the  sexes  and  none  of  insane  from  sane.  It  has  no  modern  con- 
veniences, but  is  clean  and  in  good  order,  and  its  inmates  are  prop- 
erly cared  for. 

They  number  six,  of  whom  two  men  are  idiotic  and  two  women 
insane.     The  warden  is  serving  his  second  year.     Salary,  $375. 

Sutton. 

(Visited  January  21,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  finely  situated,  has  steam  heat,  a  bath-room 
and  an  abundance  of  good  water,  and  is  clean.  But  it  is  over- 
crowded, having  but  fifteen  beds  for  twenty-seven  inmates,  and  so 
ill-arranged  that  sane  and  insane  of  both  sexes  are  mingled  to- 
gether. No  paid  help  is  supplied  except  at  the  superintendent's 
expense  and  for  temporary  service,  and  the  tolerable  condition  of 
the  house  seems  wholly  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  superintendent 
and  matron,  w^ho  have  served  here  four  years,  receiving  $600  a 
year. 

Of  the  inmates,  two  men  and  six  women  are  insane,  and  five 
men,  one  woman  and  a  boy  idiotic,  two  men  being  also  epileptic. 
Of  the  thirteen  sane  inmates,  seven  are  children  of  parents  in  jail. 

On  a  subsequent  visit.  May  2,  no  children  were  found. 

Swansea. 
(Visited  June  14,  1895.) 

Without  modern  conveniences  and  not  well  planned,  not  secur- 
ing the  separation  of  the  sexes,  nor  providing  for  insane,  this 
almshouse  is  very  comfortable  and  clean,  and  is  kept  in  perfect 
repair.  The  inmates  are  well  cared  for,  though  all,  three  in  num- 
ber, are  mentally  defective,  two  women  being  insane  and  the  other 
idiotic.  The  latter  and  one  of  the  insane  women  require  seclusion 
most  of  the  time,  but  do  not  suffer  from  it.  Very  little  paid 
domestic  service  is  required.  The  warden  has  served  four  years. 
Salary,  8375. 
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Taunton. 

(Visited  August  20,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  has  an  attractive  exterior,  but  is  not  cheerful 
within,  and  its  arrangement  is  not  good.  The  sexes  are  imper- 
fectly separated,  and  the  sane  and  insane  associate.  In  the  past 
year  the  bathing  and  other  sanitary  facilities  have  been  increased, 
and  there  is  effort  at  further  improvement.  The  house  is  kept 
clean  but  not  in  good  order. 

There  are  sixty  inmates,  of  whom  four  men  and  one  woman  are 
insane,  and  two  men  and  one  woman  idiotic.  There  are  also  three 
young  children  with  their  mothers.  The  warden  has  served  three 
years,  and  receives  $800  this  year. 

Templetox. 
(Visited  September  17,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  in  fair  condition,  clean  and  orderly.  Its 
arrangement  permits  complete  separation  of  the  sexes  and  partial 
separation  of  sane  and  insane.  It  has  a  wood  consuming  furnace, 
—  of  doubtful  efficiency,  —  and  a  bath-room  to  which  water  is 
carried  by  hand.  Water  is  now  abundant.  The  house  is  well 
managed. 

There  are  six  inmates,  including  two  insane  women.  The  war- 
den has  served  three  years  and  has  $750  a  year. 

Tewksbury. 
(Visited  March  U,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  in  its  usual  excellent  condition,  owing  in 
part  to  its  recent  and  modern  construction  and  complete  appli- 
ances. Separation  of  the  sexes  is  secured,  but  the  insane  are 
mingled  with  the  sane.  The  management  of  the  house  is  good, 
and  the  farm  products  nearly  meet  the  expenses  of  the  place. 

Of  the  six  inmates  four  (three  men  and  one  woman)  are  insane. 
The  warden  has  been  here  seven  years.     Salary,  8550. 

Tolland. 

(Visited  Semptenil)er  0,  1895.) 

The  town  boards  its  poor  in  private  families.  One,  an  idiotic 
woman,  lives  at  her  father's,  as  comfortably  as  the  rest  of  the 
family,  and  the  town  pays  $1.25  a  week  for  her  maintenance. 


IGO  LUNACY  AND   CHARITY.  [Jan. 

TOPSFIELD. 

(Visited  May  23,  1895.) 

No  change  is  apparent  in  this  almshouse,  and  a  small  outlay 
would  much  improve  its  appearance.  It  has  none  of  the  conven- 
iences of  modern  almshouses,  does  not  separate  the  sexes,  or  make 
provision  for  insane,  but  is  well  conducted,  clean  and  orderly. 

The  inmates,  three  in  number,  have  a  good  degree  of  comfort. 
There  are  no  insane  and  no  children.  The  farm  yields  a  fair 
income.     The  warden  has  served  three  years.     Salary,  $350. 

Town  SEND. 

(Visited  May  5,  1895.) 

This  almshouse,  old  but  in  fair  repair,  is  kept  clean  and  pretty 
comfortable.  Its  water  supply  has  been  improved  within  the  past 
year.  The  drainage  is  defective  and  offensive.  Recently  abuse 
of  inmates  has  been  charged  here,  apparently  with  little  founda- 
tion. A  more  rigid  discipline  than  formerly  existed  has  been 
enforced.  No  separation  of  the  sexes  or  of  sane  from  insane  is 
provided  by  the  plan  of  the  house. 

There  are  eight  inmates,  of  whom  two  only  are  sane ;  one  man 
being  insane,  three  women  insane  (two  also  epileptic),  and  two 
women  simple-minded.  The  warden  has  served  but  one  year. 
Salary,  $400. 

An  idiotic  woman,  dwarfish  and  helpless,  is  boarded  at  $5  a 
week  in  a  private  family,  where  she  has  good  and  kind  treatment. 

Truro. 
(Visited  August  14,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  old  but  in  fair  repair.  There  is  little  attractive 
about  it,  and  it  is  poorly  arranged,  providing  for  partial  separation 
of  the  sexes  and  of  sane  from  insane.  It  has  no  modern  appli- 
ances. The  rooms  are  clean  but  not  orderly,  bedding  abundant 
but  dirty,  food  of  fair  quality. 

There  is  but  one  inmate,  an  old  man.  The  matron  has  kept  the 
house  twenty-three  years,  at  $140  per  year. 

Tyngsborough. 
(Visited  January  15,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  remains  in  its  chronic  state  of  dilapidation.     It 
can  scarcely  be  called  comfortable  in  any  part,  but  is  clean  and 
no  doubt  sufficiently  ventilated.     It  has  but  one  inmate,  a  simple- 
minded  epileptic,  and  rarely  has  more.     This  may  account  for  its 
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neglected  condition.  It  has  a  large  and  productive  farm,  the  in- 
come from  which  is  reported  to  exceed  all  expenses  of  maintaining 
the  place.  The  town  is  considering  whether  to  repair  the  house 
or  to  sell  it  and  buy  a  smaller  one.  The  warden  has  managed  the 
house  and  farm  for  three  years.  Salary,  S375.  There  is  no  pro- 
vision for  the  separation  of  the  sexes  nor  of  the  sane  from  the 
insane. 

Tyringham. 
(Visited  September  6,  1895.) 
The  poor  of  this  town  are  supported  in  private  families.  A 
decrepit  insane  woman,  of  seventy-seven  years,  is  boarded  with 
her  sister  in  an  adjoining  town  at  a  little  less  than  $2  a  week  ;  and 
an  idiotic  girl  of  thirteen  is  boarded  in  the  town  at  $1.75  a  week 
or  less.     Both  are  well  cared  for. 

Upton. 
(Visited  November  22,  1895.) 

The  almshouse  of  this  town  was  burned  April  5,  1895.  A  new 
building  has  been  erected  on  the  old  site  at  a  cost  of  about  $4,000. 
It  is  of  wood,  two  stories  in  height,  with  one  wing.  It  has  no 
provision  for  the  separation  of  the  sexes,  and  none  for  the  insane, 
and  the  arrangement  of  rooms  is  otherwise  faulty.  Modern  con- 
veniences are  secured,  furnace  heat,  bath-room,  good  water  and 
proper  drainage. 

During  the  rebuilding  the  three  inmates,  all  men,  are  quartered 
in  neighboring  buildings  in  care  of  the  warden,  who  took  charge 
in  April  last  at  $400  a  year. 

UXBIUDGE. 
(Visited  September  30,  1895  ) 

This  almshouse  two  years  ago  received  extensive  repairs,  not 
beyond  its  needs.  The  separation  of  the  sexes  is,  however,  but 
partial,  there  is  no  provision  for  insane,  and  there  is  a  complete 
lack  of  modern  conveniences.  The  water  supply  is  good  and  the 
drainage  has  been  much  improved.  Cleanliness  prevails  in  the 
house,  and  good  management  with  strict  economy  is  displayed. 

There  are  eight  inmates,  among  whom  is  an  idiotic  woman. 
The  warden,  who  receives  $400  salary,  is  serving  his  second  year. 

Wakefield. 
(Visited  January  21,  189')  ) 
The  almshouse  here  is  defective  in  its  want  of  provision  for  sep- 
aration of  the  sexes  and  its  use  of  stoves  for  heating,  and  is  in 
great  need  of  repairs.     Yet  the  rooms  are  fairly  clean  and  orderly. 
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and  the  inmates  well  provided  for.  Tbe}^  number  eleven,  of  whom 
one  man  is  insane  and  another  idiotic,  and  one  woman  idiotic  with 
an  illegitimate  child.  The  management  of  the  place  is  as  good  as 
the  construction  of  the  house  permits.  The  warden  has  served 
thirteen  years.  Salary,  $G50.  The  sane  and  insane  are  not  sepa- 
rated. 

Wales. 

(Visited  September  19,  1895.) 

The  poor  of  this  town  who  receive  support  outside  of  lunatic 
hosi)itals  are  kept  mainly  together  in  one  private  family.  They 
are  three  aged  and  insane  women,  one  of  whom  came  from  a 
lunatic  hospital.  They  occupy  a  two-bedded  room,  and  have  good 
care  considering  the  $2  per  week  allowed  for  support  of  each. 

Walpole. 
(Visited  April  3,  1895.) 

This  old  almshouse  has  been  kept  in  pretty  good  condition,  but 
it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  replace  it  with  a  new  one,  or  to  make 
extensive  alterations  and  repairs.  It  is  kept  in  good  order,  and 
the  inmates  have  good  care.  No  separation  of  the  sexes  or  of 
sane  from  insane  is  attempted. 

There  are  but  three  inmates,  and  of  these,  two,  —  a  man  and  a 
woman,  —  are  idiotic.  The  warden  has  been  here  two  years. 
Salary,  S400. 

Waltham. 

(Visited  January  12,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  nearly  new  and  fairly  well  arranged,  and  has 
not  yet  required  much  repair  or  alteration.  It  has  modern  con- 
veniences and  sanitary  appliances,  but  is  without  a  fire-escape, 
though  ordinary  stairways  are  numerous.  The  separation  of  the 
sexes  is  complete,  and  there  are  special  wards  for  the  insane, 
though  they  mingle  more  or  less  by  day  with  the  sane  inmates. 

The  present  population  of  the  house  is  forty-three,  of  which 
number  thirteen  are  insane,  and  five  idiotic  (two  being  also  epilep- 
tic). The  place  is  excellently  managed  by  the  warden  who  has 
served  in  this  almshouse  and  its  predecessor  for  fourteen  years. 
Salary,  $900. 

An  insane  M^oman,  formerly  in  a  lunatic  hospital,  receives  from 
the  city  Sl.oO  a  week,  on  which,  with  her  own  earnings,  she  main- 
tains herself  at  board. 
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Ware. 

(Visited  July  1,  1895.J 
This  almshouse  has  of  late  received  few  repairs,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  it  will  soon  be  replaced  by  a  building  provided  with 
modern  conveniences,  and  securing  the  separation  of  the  sexes,  and 
furnishing  quarters  for  the  town's  insane  now  in  lunatic  hospitals. 
The  present  building  lacks  good  heating  and  bathing  accommo- 
dations. Cleanliness,  however,  prevails,  and  the  poor  are  well 
cared  for.  There  are  eight  inmates,  none  insane.  An  idiotic 
man  is  boarded  by  the  town  in  a  private  family  and  has  suitable 
care.     The  warden  has  served  seven  years.     Salary,  $420. 

"Wareham. 

(Visited  September  25,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  in  good  condition,  having  received  some  re- 
pairs within  a  year  or  two,  and  it  is  clean  and  in  good  order.  It 
should  have  a  bath-room.  The  sexes  are  partly  separated  ;  there 
is  no  provision  for  insane. 

There  are  seven  inmates,  including  one  idiotic  man  and  an 
epileptic  woman.  The  warden  has  served  thirteen  years  and  gets 
8250  a  year. 

"Warren. 
(Visited  September  20,  1895.) 

The  almshouse  here  is  in  good  repair,  homelike,  neat  and  clean, 
and  under  good  managament.  It  is  wanting  in  means  for  sepa- 
rating the  sexes,  and  for  caring  for  tlie  insane  apart  from  the  sane. 
It  needs  also  a  good  bath-room.  The  wants  of  the  inmates  are 
well  attended  to. 

There  are  thirteen  inmates,  among  them  an  insane  man,  one 
man  and  two  women  idiotic,  and  an  ei)ileptic  woman.  The  warden 
has  served  eighteen  months,  and  gets  §G00  a  year. 

Warwick. 

(Visited  August  0,  1895) 

This  almshouse  is  old,  in  fair  repair  without,  but  ])oor  within 
and  poorly  furnished.  The  interior  is  not  clean  or  orderly.  It 
has  only  male  inmates,  and  has  no  separate  provision  for  v.-omeu 
or  for  insane  cases.  Modern  conveniences  are  wholly  wanting. 
The  food  is  suitable  and  the  clotliing  clean. 

There  are  throe  inmates,  one  being  ei)ilcptic.  The  warden  has 
served  six  months.     Salary,  S200.

Watertown. 

(Visited  January  12,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  has  a  good  exterior  but  is  not  as  satisfactory 
within,  partly  owing  to  cheapness  of  construction,  partly  also  to 
defects  of  management.  The  sanitary  provisions  are  good,  but 
there  is  less  appearance  of  cleanliness  and  tidiness  than  there 
should  be,  the  male  inmates  being  left  to  take  care  of  their  own 
quarters.  The  inmates,  however,  are  comfortable,  and  the  sexes 
are  separated. 

There  are  sixteen  inmates,  among  whom  are  an  insane  and 
epileptic  man  and  an  insane  woman,  not  separated  from  the  other 
inmates.     The  warden  has  been  here  nine  years.     Salary,  $500. 

Wayland. 

(Visited  July  19,  1895.) 
Little  has  been  done  to  this  almshouse  since  its  erection  nine 
years  ago.  It  makes  no  separation  of  the  sexes,  does  not  provide 
for  the  insane  apart  from  others,  and  uses  stoves.  Its  bath-room 
is  useless  because  not  supplied  with  water ;  its  water-closets  are 
not  suitably  ventilated  or  cared  for ;  its  supply  of  water  abundant, 
but  needlessly  hard  to  get.  The  house  is  kept  clean,  and  the  in- 
mates are  made  comfortable  ;  they  eat  at  the  warden's  table. 
They  number  four,  one  man  being  insane.  The  warden  has  served 
five  years  at  a  salary  of  $350. 

Webster. 

(Visited  May  10,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  under  good  management,  but  bath-rooms  are 
lacking,  and  the  structure  of  the  house  does  not  secure  good  sep- 
aration of  the  sexes.  There  is  no  provision  for  the  insane  as  a 
class.  One  is  secluded  in  his  room.  New  drains  have  been  laid 
in  the  past  year.  Cleanliness  is  maintained,  but  with  insufficient 
paid  help.     Much  farm  work  is  done  by  male  paupers. 

There  are  sixteen  inmates,  of  whom  a  man  and  two  women  are 
insane,  and  one  man  is  simple-minded.  The  warden  has  served  nine 
years.     Salary,  $600. 

AVellesley. 
(Visited  January  10,  1895.) 

This  almshouse,  formerl}'  the  town  hall  of  Needham,  is  ill- 
adapted  to  its  present  use,  but  it  receives  the  poor  of  Wellesley 
and  Needham.  It  now  has  furnace  heat,  — introduced  this  year, 
a  bath-room  and  plenty  of  water,  and  the  drainage  is  good.  But 
its  arrangement  does  not  secure  the  separation  of  the  sexes  or  the 
sane  from  the  insane.     The  present  management  is  efficient. 
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Of  the  eight  inmates  three  belong  to  Necdham.  Tliree  women 
are  insane  and  two  simple-minded.  This  is  the  warden's  first  year. 
Salary,  $500. 

TTendell. 
(Visited  Aug.  7,  1895.) 

This  almshouse,  an  ordinary  farmhouse,  has  received  some 
repairs  the  past  year,  but  it  is  old,  and  cannot  be  much  improved. 
Batliing  facilities  are  wanting,  ventilation  and  heating  are  defec- 
tive, the  water  supply  is  liable  to  contamination,  and  the  drainage 
is  poor.  The  interior  of  the  house  is  clean,  and  the  inmates  have 
good  food  and  clothing.  The  sexes  are  partly  separated,  and  the 
two  insane  are  kept  apart  from  others,  being  constantly  secluded. 

There  are  four  inmates,  one  man  and  one  woman  being  insane. 
The  warden  has  served  one  year,  receiving  $300. 

Westborough. 

(Tisited  July  29,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  remains  in  its  customary  good  condition  and 
management.  It  is  well  equipped,  has  good  heat  and  ventilation, 
and  conveniences  for  cleanliness  and  separation  of  the  sexes. 
There  is  no  provision  for  insane.  Improvement  might  be  made  in 
the  arrangement  of  the  water-closets. 

The  inmates  have  good  care.  They  number  at  present  fifteen, 
among  whom  are  five  idiotic,  —  three  men  and  two  women,  —  two 
of  tlie  men  and  one  of  the  women  being  also  epileptic. 

The  warden  has  served  eighteen  years,  and  receives  $500. 

West  Boylston. 

(Vi.Mted  July  1,  1895.) 
This  almshouse  is  neat,  clean  and  attractive,  and  has  changed 
little  since  last  reported.  The  place  has  the  common  defects,  —  no 
provision  for  separating  the  sexes  or  caring  for  insane,  no  bath- 
room, and  stove  heat.  There  is  no  protection  against  fire,  and  for 
this  reason  especially  the  town  lock-up  in  the  basement  should  be 
removed.  There  are  but  two  inmates,  botli  sane  women.  The 
warden  has  served  three  years.     Salary,  $500. 

West  Bridge  water. 
(Visited  Jan.  3,  1895  ) 
This  almshouse  is  nearly  new,  but  its  cracks  show  too  cheap 
construction;  the  plan,  however,  is  a  good  one.  The  sexes  are 
well  separated,  steam  heat  and  bath-rooms  are  provided,  the  water 
supply  is  good  though  not  well  guarded  against  frost,  and  the 
drainage  is  satisfactory.     Tlie  sane  and  insane  are  not  separated.

There  are  six  inmates,  all  men,  of  "whom  one  is  insane  and  two 
idiotic.  The  warden  has  served  since  the  opening  of  this  house 
four  years  ago.     Salary,  $350. 

West  Bkookfield. 
(Visited  Sept.  20,  1895.) 
Though  of  recent  construction,  this  almshouse  does  not  provide 
for  insane  cases,   or  secure    the  separation  of  the  sexes,  and  it 
lacks  bathing  facilities.     Everything  is  clean  and  in  good  condi- 
tion, and  the  inmates  receive  good  care. 

There  are  but  four  inmates,  all  sane  men.  A  new  warden  took 
charge  last  spring  at  a  salary  of  $300. 

"Westfield. 
(Visited  Sept.  18,  1895.) 

In  many  respects  this  is  a  good  almshouse,  though  there  is  not 
entire  separation  of  the  sexes.  There  is  a  special  building  for  the 
insane  and  the  untidy  which  is  objectionable,  owing  to  its  some- 
what prison-like  character  and  its  damp  basement  where  men  are 
lodged.  There  is  also  a  small  but  sufficient  hospital  building.  The 
bouse  is  well  kept,  clean  and  tidy.  The  introduction  of  steam  or 
furnace  heat  is  to  be  desired,  both  for  the  added  comfort  of  the 
inmates  and  diminished  liability  to  fire. 

There  are  twenty-six  inmates,  among  whom  are  two  men  and 
one  woman  insane,  one  man  and  one  woman  idiotic,  and  an  epi- 
leptic woman.  The  warden  has  served  acceptably  fourteen  years, 
and  has  $700  salary. 

Westford. 
(Visited  May  20,  1895.) 

Various  repairs  have  been  made  in  this  almshouse  since  last 
reported,  and  it  is  in  good  condition  and  under  good  management. 
Like  the  majority  of  almshouses,  it  lacks  modern  conveniences, 
and  the  sexes  are  not  properly  separated,  nor  does  it  make  special 
provision  for  insane.     Cleanliness  is  found  throughout. 

Of  the  nine  inmates,  three  are  soldiers  in  receipt  of  pensions, 
and  one,  a  man,  is  insane,  but  thrives  as  a  peddler.  The  warden 
has  served  three  years.     Salary,  $450. 

"West  Newbury. 

(Visited  July  10,  1895.) 

This  almshouse,  fairly  constructed  and  not  old,  lacks  a  general 

system  of  heating,  is  without  a  bath-room,  and  does  not  separate 

men  from  women,  or  sane  from  insane.    The  management  is  good, 
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and  the  few  inmates  are  properly  cared  for.  They  number  at 
present  three,  including  an  insane  woman.  The  w^arden  has  been 
retained  eight  years.     Salary,  $300. 


Weston. 
(Visited  Oct.  14,  1895.) 

No  improvement  is  apparent  in  this  almshouse.  Its  structure  is 
bad,  its  heating  insufficient,  its  water  supply  unreliable,  its  drain- 
age defective,  and  cleanliness  and  good  order  are  wanting.  No 
attention  is  paid  to  separation  of  the  sexes,  and  there  is  no  special 
provision  for  insane. 

At  present  there  are  but  two  inmates.  The  warden  has  been 
here  five  years,  and  gives  his  chief  attention  to  the  farm.  The 
salary  is  $3j0. 

Westport. 
(Visited  Sept.  23,  1895.) 

This  old  almshouse  is  kept  in  good  repair  and  is  well  managed. 
There  is  no  arrangement  for  separating  the  sexes,  or  caring  for 
insane  apart.  There  is  a  want  of  proper  means  of  heating  and  of 
bathing,  but  the  place  is  fairly  clean,  and  the  inmates  are  well 
cared  for. 

There  are  eight  inmates,  including  one  man  and  two  women 
insane,  and  three  women  idiotic;  also  a  child  with  his  mother. 
The  warden  has  served  nine  years,  receiving  $400  a  year. 

"Weymouth. 
(Visited  Feb.  14  and  April  25,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  not  of  modern  construction  ;  it  provides  im- 
perfectly for  the  separation  of  the  sexes,  and  in  other  respects  is 
not  well  arranged,  but  it  is  in  good  repair  and  is  kept  for  the  most 
part  in  a  tidy  condition.  The  inmates  receive  good  care,  but 
being  largely  men  of  irregular  habits  there  is  some  lack  of  order 
manifest. 

Of  thirty-five  inmates  two  men  and  a  woman  are  insane,  and 
three  men  and  a  woman  are  idiotic.  Three  of  the  inmates  pay 
their  board  here.  The  warden  has  served  three  years.  Salary, 
$850.     The  sane  and  the  insane  are  not  separated. 

An  insane  man,  formerly  at  a  State  hospital,  is  boarded  at  a 
relative's  in  town  for  $2.50  a  week,  and  is  well  placed. 
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WlLBRAHAM. 

(Visited  Sept.  19,  1895.) 
This  town  lias  at  present  but  one  person  fully  supported,  —  a 
woman  insane  for  many  years,  without  hospital  treatment,  who 
lives  at  her  old  home  on  supplies  furnished  by  the  town,  and  is 
to  some  extent  cared  for  by  neighbors  and  an  old  man  who  lives 
there.  The  arrangement  is  not  to  be  commended,  but  the  woman 
is  contented. 

Williamsburg. 
(Visited  Oct.  18,  1895.) 
This  town  supports  its  poor  in  private  families.  Among  those 
of  the  past  year  have  been  an  insane  man  and  two  insane  women. 
The  former  has  gone  to  a  hospital,  one  woman  has  died,  and  the 
other  is  boarded  in  an  excellent  place  in  the  village  at  S2.50  a 
week. 

WiLLIAMSTOWN. 
(Visited  July  27,  1895.) 

A  great  improvement  has  been  made  in  this  almshouse  the  past 
year  by  placing  in  connection  the  two  buildings  heretofore  widely 
separated.  The  women's  section  has  been  renovated  and  now  pre- 
sents a  good  appearance ;  the  men's  section  is  in  its  old  condition, 
without  heat  and  not  attractive.  The  house  is  clean  and  orderly. 
The  inmates  seem  to  receive  good  care.  They  number  five,  one 
being  an  idiotic  man,  and  one  a  grown-up  girl. 

The  warden  has  been  here  little  over  a  year,  and  has  no  fixed 
salary,  but  is  allowed  $2.00  per  week  for  the  support  of  each 
inmate. 

Wilmington. 
(Visited  April  22,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  is  well  managed  and  the  inmates  have  proper 
care,  but  the  building  is  not  well  equipped,  depends  upon  stove 
heat,  has  no  bath-room,  and  no  provision  for  separating  men  from 
women  or  sane  from  insane.  The  small  number  here  makes  these 
defects  less  sensibly  felt.  The  income  from  the  large  farm  nearly 
meets  the  almshouse  expenses. 

There  are  two  inmates,  a  man  and  an  idiotic  woman.  The 
warden  has  served  three  years.     Salary,  $375. 

WiNCHENDON. 

(Visited  May  29,  1895.) 
Within  two  years  steam  heat  has  been  introduced  in  this  alms- 
house, and  a  new  bath-room  provided.     There  is  no  general  sepa- 
ration of  the  sexes,   no  provision  for  insane,   and   the   sanitary 
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conditions  are  not  satisfactory.  There  is  a  supply  of  water  for 
domestic  use  only.  The  house  is  well  managed,  and  the  farm  is 
productive. 

The  ten  inmates  have  good  care,  one  is  an  insane  man,  and 
another  an  idiotic  woman.  The  warden  has  been  here  but  two 
months.     Salary,  $750  per  annum. 

WOBURN. 
(Visited  Jan.  28,  1895.) 

This  almshouse  continues. to  maintain  its  reputation  for  good 
management,  though  the  building  is  not  of  the  best  construction, 
and  the  basement  rooms  in  the  wing  are  objectionable  from  damp- 
ness. It  is  clean  and  orderly,  well  warmed  and  ventilated.  With 
the  large  number  of  inmates  it  contains,  few  can  have  single  rooms, 
and  the  sexes  are  only  partially  separated.  Among  the  forty-two 
inmates  are  five  under  workhouse  sentence,  for  whom  no  special 
provision  is  made,  and  the  promiscuous  mingling  of  this  class  with 
the  pauper  element  can  work  only  evil.  The  sane  and  insane  are 
not  separated. 

One  woman  is  insane,  and  three  men  are  idiotic.  The  warden 
has  served  eflSciently  for  eleven  years.     Salary,  S650. 

"WORTniNGTON. 
(Visited  Oct.  18,  1895.) 

The  poor  of  this  town  are  placed  in  private  families.  One  is  an 
aged  insane  woman,  long  boarded  with  a  relative,  who  is  paid  SI 00 
a  year ;  and  another  is  a  helpless,  idiotic  girl,  for  whose  board  $2 
a  week  is  allowed.     Both  receive  kind  and  suitable  care. 

Worcester. 

(Visited  Nov.  7,  1895.) 

This  is  an  extensive  and  well  conducted  almshouse,  having  a 
large  insane  department.  Both  the  sane  and  insane  sections  have 
separate  provision  for  men  and  women.  Tliere  are  modern  a{)pli- 
ances  of  the  best  description  to  facilitate  the  orderly  and  system- 
atic care  of  inmates.  Sanitary  matters  are  well  attended  to,  and 
the  discipline  is  excellent.  There  is  a  sutliciency  of  paid  help, 
twenty-seven  in  all. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  seventy  inmates,  of  whom  tliirty-six 
men  and  fifty-one  women  are  insane,  and  among  these  are  five 
epileptics.     There  are  also  five  children  under  four  years  of  age, 
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and  three  above  eight  years  old,  two  beiug  idiotic  and  two  deaf 
mutes. 

The  warden  is  serving  his  second  year,  receiving  as  salary  $1,500, 
and  tiie  matron  has  $500. 

Wrentham. 

(Visited  March  15,  1895.) 

"Wrentham  almshouse  was  built  a  few  years  ago,  and  is  in  fair 
repair.  Its  plan  did  not  contemplate  the  separation  of  the  sexes, 
or  furnish  special  quarters  for  the  insane.  It  relies  upon  stoves, 
an  unsatisfactory  mode  of  heating,  and  has  no  bath-room. 
These  defects  are  in  part  to  be  remedied  the  coming  season.  It 
would  be  well  also  to  cement  the  cellar.  The  inmates  are  treated 
kindly  and  have  good  fare,  but  are  not  under  good  discipline.  A 
greater  degree  of  cleanliness,  both  of  the  house  and  the  inmates, 
is  desirable. 

There  are  nine  inmates,  two  of  whom,  women,  are  insane,  and 
two,  men,  are  feeble-minded.  The  warden  has  served  four  years. 
Salary,  8300. 

Yarmouth. 
(Visited  Aug.  16,  1895.) 

This  is  an  old,  rambling  almshouse,  stove-heated  and  without 
bath-room,  but  very  comfortable  and  homelike.  Men  and  women 
are  partly  separated,  as  are  its  sane  and  insane.  Everything  is  in 
the  most  perfect  order;  the  inmates  tidy  and  evidently  well  fed. 

There  are  nine  inmates,  among  whom  are  an  idiotic  man  and 
woman,  two  insane  women,  and  a  girl  of  two  years  whose  mother 
is  an  inmate.  The  house  is  in  charge  of  a  matron  who  has  served 
twenty-two  years,  and  receives  $300  per  annum. 

Relief   of   Small  Towns   in  the   Support   of   their 

Insane. 

Under  the  Act  of  1892,  providing  that  towns  having  a  taxa- 
ble valuation  of  less  than  $500,000  may  be  partly  or  wholly 
reimbursed  for  the  support  of  their  insane  in  the  State  Hos- 
pitals, thirty-nine  towns,  viz.  :  Becket,  Bernardston,  Box- 
])orough,  Charlemont,  Chesterfield,  Cummington,  Florida, 
Granby,  Granville,  Greenwich,  Halifax,  Heath,  Holland, 
Hampden,  Leverett,  Leyden,  Middlefield,  Monroe,  Mon- 
terey, Montgomery,  New  Salem,  Pelham,  Peru,  Phillipston, 
Plainfield,  Prescott,  Rowe,  Savoy,  Sandisfield,  Shutesbury, 
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Sunderland,  Truro,  Tyringham,  Wales,  Warwick,  Wendell, 
Westhampton,  Whately,  and  Worthington,  are  now  receiv- 
ing relief  in  this  way.  The  law  leaves  it  to  the  Governor 
and  Council  to  determine  what  proportion  of  the  expense 
incurred  shall  be  reimbursed,  and,  by  their  ruling,  all  towns 
having  a  valuation  of  less  than  $200,000  are  allowed  their 
expenses  in  full,  while  the  amount  repaid  for  those  of  a  higher 
valuation  varies  accordino^  to  considerations  both  of  valuation 
and  of  tax-rate.  The  whole  sum  actually  paid  back  to  the 
towns  during  the  last  official  year  was  $7,935.63,  as  against 
$6,552.13  the  previous  year,  and  $4,825.75  two  years  ago. 

As  the  law  originally  stood,  repayment  could  be  made 
only  in  cases  of  towns  having  paupers  in  *'  one  of  the  State 
lunatic  hospitals  or  asylums."  The  Board  recommended  last 
year  that  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  apply  also  to  town 
inmates  of  the  insane  wards  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  the 
State  Farm,  and,  in  accordance  with  this  recommendation, 
the  Legislature  of  1895  passed  the  following  Act. 

[Chap.  37o.] 

An  Act  relative  to  the  reimbursement  of  certain  towns  for 
expenses  incurred  in  the  maintenance  of  the  insane  at  the 
state  almshouse  and  the  state  farm. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  two  hundred  and  forty-three  of  the  acts 
of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "asylums",  in  the  sixth  line,  the 
words  :  — or  the  state  almshouse  or  state  farm,  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: — Whenever  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  governor 
and  council  that  a  town  of  this  Commonwealth  having  a  tax- 
able valuation  of  less  than  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  the 
valuation  of  polls  and  estates  established  by  the  general  court,  is 
lawfully  charged  with  the  maintenance,  at  one  of  the  state  lunatic 
hospitals  or  asylums,  or  the  state  almshouse  or  state  farm,  of  an 
insane  person,  by  reason  of  such  person  having  a  legal  settlement 
in  such  town,  the  expense  hereafter  incurred  for  such  maintenance 
may  be  reimbursed  such  town  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  state 
treasury. 

Spxtion  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [  J^^- 
proved  May  ,9,  ISO 5. 
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The  CoMMiTiMENT  OF  Indigent  and  Neglected  Children 
TO  Truant  Schools. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  28  of  chapter  498  of  the 
Acts  of  1894,  **A  judge  of  the  superior  court,  or  of  a  police, 
district  or  municipal  court,  or  a  trial  justice,  upon  proof  that 
any  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  by  reason  of  orphanage 
or  of  the  neglect,  crime,  drunkenness  or  other  vice  of  parents, 
is  growing  up  without  salutary  parental  control  and  educa- 
tion, or  in  circumstances  exposing  such  child  to  lead  an  idle 
and  dissolute  life,  may  order  such  child  to  such  institution 
of  instruction  or  other  place  assigned  for  the  purpose  as  may 
be  provided  under  section  nineteen  of  this  act  by  the  town 
in  which  such  child  resides,  to  be  there  kept,  educated  and 
cared  for,  for  a  term  not  extending  beyond  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years  for  boys,  or  eighteen  years  for  girls." 

The  '*  institution  of  instruction,"  provided  under  section 
nineteen,  is  either  a  county  or  town  truant  school,  for  the 
confinement,  discipline  and  instruction  of  *'  habitual  truants 
and  children  between  seven  and  fifteen  years  of  age  who  may 
be  found  wandering  about  in  the  streets  or  public  places 
therein,  having  no  lawful  occupation  or  business,  not  attend- 
ing school  and  growing  up  in  ignorance,  and  such  children 
as  persistently  violate  the  reasonable  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  public  schools." 

Thus  children  who  are  orphans,  or  whose  parents  are 
vicious,  while  they  themselves  are  guilty  of  no  offence,  may 
be  sent  to  associate  wnth  habitual  truants  and  other  children 
of  the  classes  described  in  section  nineteen,  until  they  are 
twenty-one  years  of  age.  The  law  is  unwise  and  unjust, 
and  the  Board  renews  its  recommendation  for  its  repeal. 

The  Penalty  Incurred  by  certain  Tow^ns  for  failure 

TO   MAKE    their   PaUPER   ReTURNS    IN   DUE    TIME. 

The  law  requires  the  several  cities  and  towns  of  the  Com- 
monwealth to  make  certain  returns  of  pauper  statistics  dur- 
ing the  month  of  April  in  each  year,  and  imposes  a  penalty 
of  one  dollar  for  each  day's  delay  beyond  the  specified  time 
in  making  such  return.  During  the  year  1894,  82  cities  and 
towns  ftiiled  to  make  their  returns  in  time,  and  paid  the  con- 
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sequent  peiifilty,  in  suras  varying  from  one  dollar  to  one 
hundred  and  sixty-nine  dollars;  the  last-named  case  being 
the  town  of  Blackstone.  The  present  year,  the  number  of 
delinquent  towns  has  been  reduced  to  3G,  with  the  town  of 
Blackstone  owing  the  Commonwealth,  as  before,  by  far  the 
largest  amount ;  and  this  town  has  not  yet  made  its  return. 

The  Commitment  of  Indigent  and  Neglected  Children. 

Public  Statutes,  Chapter  48,  Section  18,  provide  that 
<*  each  town  may,  and  every  town  containing  five  thousand 
or  more  inhabitants  shall,  make  all  needful  provisions  and 
arrangements  concerning  children  under  sixteen  years  of 
age,  who,  by  reason  of  neglect,  crime,  drunkenness,  or  other 
vices  of  parents,  or  from  orphanage,  are  suffered  to  be  grow- 
ing up  without  salutary  parental  control  and  education,  or 
in  circumstances  exposing  them  to  lead  idle  and  dissolute 
lives." 

Acts  of  1882,  Chapter  181,  as  amended  by  Acts  of  1888, 
Chapter  248,  contains  the  following  proviso:  ^^ provided, 
however,  that  when  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  that  the  place 
of  legal  settlement  of  any  of  such  children  has  not  within  its 
control  any  institution  in  which  they  may  be  lawfully  main- 
tained, such  court  or  magistrate  may  commit  such  children 
to  the  custody  of  the  state  board  of  lunacy  and  charity,  and 
the  authority  vested  in  such  overseers  under  this  section 
relative  to  children  who  have  a  known  settlement  may  be 
exercised  by  said  state  board,  in  the  same  manner  and  to 
the  same  extent  as  might  have  been  exercised  by  said  over- 
seers, had  such  children  been  committed  to  them." 

Some  Courts  in  the  Commonwealth  have  refused,  under 
these  Statutes,  to  commit  to  the  custody  of  the  Board  any 
children  havin":  a  legfal  settlement  in  towns  of  over  five 
thousand  inhabitants,  while  other  Courts  have  i)ermitted 
hirge  cities  in  the  Commonwealth  to  take  children  for  whose 
support  they  were  liable  out  of  their  almshouses,  and  com- 
mit them  to  the  custody  of  the  l^oard,  to  be  supported  at 
the  expense  of  the  Commonwealth.  This  conflict  of  {)j)in- 
ion  and  practice  has  been  embarrassing  to  the  Board,  and 
it  recommends  that  the  Statutes  in  question  be  so  amended 
that  their  intention  be  made  clear. 
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The  Board's  Finances. 

The  following  table  shows  the  Legislative  appropriations 
for  expenses  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  for  the  cal- 
endar year  1894,  the  expenses  for  the  same  year,  the  appro- 
priations for  the  year  1895,  and  the  estimates  for  the  year 
1896.  The  expenses  for  the  year  1895  are  not  completed, 
and  cannot  now  be  given,  but  it  is  safe  to  say  that,  except- 
ing in  the  case  of  the  support  of  State  paupers  at  the  State 
Lunatic  Hospitals,  etc.,  they  will  not  exceed  the  appropria- 
tions.

It  should  be  noted  that,  in  regard  to  the  last  two  items 
of  expenditure  in  this  classification,  amounting  to  $343,- 
965.25,  the  function  of  the  Board  is  simply  to  ascertain 
whether  the  persons  to  whom  payment  is  made  are  properly 
charjreable  to  the  State,  and  alf^o  whether  the  charges  are 
within  the  amount  fixed  by  law  ;  and  that  it  is  only  the 
remaining  expenses,  amounting  to  $174,552.81,  that  are 
actually  within  the  Board's  control. 

Under  the  law  authorizins:  advances  to  the  disbursinjj 
officer  of  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity,  the  Clerk 
has  received  from  the  State  Treasurer  during  the  past  offi- 
cial year,  and  advanced  from  time  to  time,  to  visitors  and 
other  agents  of  the   Board,   for  travelling,   transportation, 
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and  other  necessary  expenses,  the  sum  of  $30,500.00,  all  of 
which  has  been  accounted  for  in  detail  to  the  State  Auditor, 
as  a  part  of  the  Board's  audit. 

It  is  to  be  added  that  the  Board  has  received,  durinsf  the 
year,  in  the  way  of  repayment  from  sundry  towns  and  indi- 
viduals, as  follows  :  —

This  has  been  transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  should  be  credited  to  the  Board's  account, 
although  not  available  for  the  Board's  use. 

Immigration. 

Under  the  contract  entered  into  between  the  State  Board 
of  Lunacy  and  Charity  and  the  Treasury  Department  of  the 
United  States  March  28,  1894,  and  still  in  force,  the  State 
is  now  reimbursed  only  for  the  support  of  such  alien  immi- 
grants as  have  fallen  into  serious  distress  within  one  year 
after  their  landing,  and  from  the  date  of  actual  notification 
to  the  Treasury  oflScials  of  such  landing,  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  immiojrant's  riofht  to  relief.  The  reduction 
of  the  time  from  five  years  to  one,  and  the  enforcement 
of  rules  which  make  no  account  of  the  delay  necessarily 
involved  in  every  case  in  verifying  the  landing,  and  secur- 
ing the  other  necessary  items  of  information,  have  so 
reduced  the  amount  reimbursed  to  the  Commonwealth, 
that  during  the  official  year  1894-5  it  amounted  to  only 
$1,049.01. 

It  is  true  that  under  the  present  rules  the  Steamship 
Companies  are  obliged  to  transport,  free  of  charge,  immi- 
grants who  have  escaped  the  vigilance  of  the  United  States 
authorities,  and  have  fallen  into  distress  from  causes  exist- 
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ing  prior  to  their  landing,  and  to  pay  for  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  these  persons  in  the  State  Institutions,  from 
the  time  of  notification,  and  the  establishment  of  their  right 
to  relief,  but  as  the  expenses  of  these  cases  were  previously 
assumed  by  the  United  States,  no  benefit  accrues  to  the 
Commonwealth  from  the  change.

Regarding 
the  estimate  of  $25,000  for  the  erection  of  a  new  school  building, 
the  Board  considers  the  present  school  accommodations  sufficient.

Lunatic  Hospital:  viz.,  for  enlarging  the  straw  barn,  $500;  for 
slating  the  roof  of  the  large  well-house,  $400 ;  for  concreting 
walks  in  rear  of  hospital  building,  $300  ;  for  ventilating  the  old 
wings  of  the  hospital,  $5,000;  for  steam  boiler,  $1,000;  for 
changing  work-room  into  dormitories  for  employes,  $900 ;  for 
enlarging  chapel,  &c.,  $7,779;  for  general  repairs,  $5,000;  the 
Board  approves  of  an  appropriation  of  $15,000  for  enlarging  the 
chapel,  ventilating  the  old  wings,  and  providing  a  steam  boiler, 
but  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  other  items  of  expenditure  should 
be  paid  from  the  current  funds  of  the  Institution.

Insane  Hospital :  viz.,  for  a  new  laundry,  85,000  ;  for  a  coal  shed,

items  of  expenditure  should  be  paid  from  the  current  funds  of  the 
Institution.

report,  the  names  of  all  persons  so  removed,  the  places  whence  removed,  and  the  cost  of
